« HERE are very few Books without a 


Preface ; and that there are ſo, is in a 
reat meaſure owing to the Fancy of 
the Bookſellers, who think it to be abſolutely 
neceſſary, and too often judge of the Merit 
of a Copy by the Flights of its Preface, and the 
infinuating Tone of the Author's. Voice in read- 
ing it. I had the Misfortune to fall into the 
Hands of one of theſe Bookſellers, ſo fond of 
Prefaces, whom nothing would ſerve but he 
muſt have one at the Head of my Memoirs. 
My telling him that I did not know what to put 
into a Preface, ſignified no more than if I had 
been talking to a Poſt; for he threatened to get 
4 Preface compoſed by an Author who. wrote for 
Wages. This ſtartled me, and I trembled for 
the Fate of my Book, not doubting that a Pre- 
face written by a Man of Letters, who made it 
his Profeſfion to compoſe ſuch marvellous Pieces, 
would altogether ecliple the few Excellencies 
in this Work of mine. What, faid I to my- 
ſelf, the Sale of my Book then muſt depend only 
on the Goodneſs of the Preface, which, when 
the Readers compare with the Book itſelf, they 
will ſay, O! whata 9 Man is the Au- 


n 
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thor of the Preface! What a pitiful Writer, . 
the Compiler of the Memoirs! No, ſaid I again 
to myſelf, I am reſolved that the Preface and 
- the Book ſhall run the ſame riſk; and fince 
Chance has entered me an Author, Pl} play out 
| the whole Part of one. 

Il am told that the Deſign of a Preface is to 
give the Public an Account, in the firſt Place, 
of the Reaſons that have engaged the Author to 
compoſe his Work; that then he is to inform 
the Public, that *tis in meer Complaiſance to 
his Friends, and becauſe there are mangled Copies 
of his Manuſcript abroad, that he has been de- 
termined to put it to the Preſs; and finally, 
that he is to conclude with a fort of Petition, 
wherein he is to beg the Reader's Indulgence for 

his Productions. This, I have been aſſured, is 
tbe Plan of a Preface; let us now ſee how er 
ll can execute it. 
A s to the firſt . viæ. what Motives 
> 1 had to write, I ſincerely own that when I ſet 
Pen to Paper I meant nothing more than to amuſe 
myſelf. I was the fartheſt in the World from 
ſtctinking that I ſhould one Day be overtaken 
with the Temptation of ſetting up for an Author. 
I wrote Letters to a Friend of mine, purely to 
divert him with an Account of ſuch things as 
came in my Way; the Minutes of which Let- 
ters I preſerved till T had inſenſibly formed a Vo- 
lume of *em; and, having nothing elſe to do, Taug- 
"mented and digeſted them in the Manner that 
1 now give them to the Public. The Truth 
is, that my Friends have not uſed the leaſt Im- 
portunity with me to commit my Manuſcript to

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Copies of it to get abroad, becauſe no body ever 
- faw it till I put it info the Hands of the Bookſeller, 

But T ſhall be aſked; what poſleſied me to 
commence Author, and how came I to be fo 
idle as to put my Name at the Head of a forry 
Book? I muſt anſwer again, that it was down- 
right Indolence. As to my Name, it would 
have been very difficult to have concealed it 
from Perfons to whom I have the greateſt Ob- 
 ligations. I ſhould haye been ſuſpeCted to have 
been the Author of theſe Memoirs at certain 
Courts, for which I have a Reſpect both by 
Inclination and Duty; and perhaps, if T had 
left this Copy to the wide World, as ſome do 
© thoſe Foundlings which they are aſhamed to 
oven, ſuch Paſſages might have been foiſted in- 
to it, as would have been fathered upon me, in 
"ſpite of all Proteſtations of my Innocence. 
As to the Book itſelf, I am apt to think there 
is nothing in it that any Perſon whatſoever ought 
to take Offence at. When I ſpeak of Soyerei 
Princes, tis with the Reyerence due 2 8 a 
"Lord's Anointed; and I alſo endeavour to ho- 
nour them in their Miniſters, being taught by 
my Religion that I ought to honour God in his 
Saints. I have done my utmoft to paint the 
true Characters of People in Place, and can ſafe- 
bf ſay, that my Authorities are not meer Hear- 


ſays or Scraps out of News-Papers; for, Thanks 


t 0 God, my Birth and Fortune have put me in 
2 Capacity to ſee; hear, and judge for myſelf, 
It will be thought, perhaps, that when I ſpeak 
of Nations in general, I judge too rafhly. It 
may be ſo; this being an Article eſpecially in 
8 | * Which 
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Which all Men do not think alike. The French 
have a quite different Idea of the Germans from 
what the Engliſb have, and the Engli/h do not 
paſs the . Verdict on the French as the Sweadzs 
do. is the ſame in private Life. Every one 
makes his own. Condition the Standard of his 
Judgment. The Man of Quality, the Citizen, 
the Soldier, the Merchant, have all different 
7 Ideas. The Traveller judges of the Nation 
_ where: he is, by the Company he keeps. A. 
Frenchman who in Germany converſes with 
none but thoſe of the ſecond Claſs, will fay that 
the Germans are honeſt People, but clowniſh ; 
whereas another, who keeps company with Per- 
ſons of Quality, or thoſe in Offices, will agree 
that the Germans are more polite than they have 
been painted by certain French Writers, who 
have been tranſplanted to Germany either by 
their Diſtreſſes, or by meer Chance. So, 
à German, who, when he is at Paris ſees no 
better Company than the Marchioneſſes of the 
Suburb of St. Germain, imagines that all the 
Women both at Court and in the City are like 
them. In fine, a Foreigner who takes up his 
-Refidence in the City of London, will entertain 
2 different Idea of the Engliſb from what another 
mall do, who lodges at St. Tames's end of the 
Town. They are, as one may ſay, ſo many 
different Nations in one and the ſame State, which 
ſtand in little Relation to one another, and ſome- 
times attribute Virtues and Vices to each other 
without due Conſideration. A Foreigner there- 
fore can form a ſolid Judgment of none but thoſe

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good Luck to pitch his Tent well, he entertains 
an advantageous: Opinion of the Nation in 
general. Let Foreigners, when they return 
home after having kept ſuch various Sorts of 
Company, ſit down to draw the Characters of 
the Nations they have ſeen, I do but think What 
2 ſtrange Difference would appear in their De- 
ſcription! The Judgment therefore which 1 
make of People, is founded upon the Company 
kept, and upon what I heard — ſuch-Inhabit> 
ants of the Country as appeared to me to be 
altogether unprejudiĩced, and were pleaſed to 
honour me with their Information. I do not 
ſay, but after all, I may have been miſtaken ; 
for I do not pretend to have painted things in 
any other Light than as they appeared to me. 
If, nevertheleſs, any particular Perſon thinks 
himſelf particularly intended hen I ſpeak of the 
Inhabitants of any Province or Town in general, 
I beg him to remember, that I confeſs in my 
Memoirs, there are worthy People in all Parts 
of the World, and 'tis not my Fault if his 
Conſuiencs does not permit him to rank N 
ſelf in that Number. 

No doubt I ſhall: be a fo gag 
too many Trifles, and paſſing too lightly over 
things of greater Importance. To ſpeał 1 
again, I will make no difficulty to on, that 
if, when I began theſe Memoirs, I had ever 
thought of printing them, the Deſire of pro- 
moting their Sale might, perhaps, have put me 
upon inſerting a great many nothings Which 1 
omitted, as not thinking 1 it worth while to 
ay Memory with em. The far greateſt. Pare 
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of what the World reads is Trifles, and a Hiſ- 
tory will make its Fortune, not by the inſtruct- 
ive Facts that are in it, but by the romantic 
Turn the Author gives it. Beſides, I am not 
ſo vain as to write with a Deſign of Inſtructing; 
for what could I relate in my Travels which 
others haye not done before me in better Terms? 
To talk of learned Men, to make a Catalogue 
of Books and MSS. that are to be met with in 
Libraries, to ranſack the Cabinets of the Curious, 
to publiſh Inſcriptions, to treat of antique Me- 
dals, to affirm that I have ſeen an Otho of Braſs 
which is known to be but of Silver, what a Poſſe 
of Men of Learning would riſe up againſt me 
Whereas, now 1 fear nothing; the Learned 
don't read Trifles, or if they do, they ſcorn to 
criticiſe them. I ſhall to them remain un- 
known, or, at leaſt, my Meanneſs will be my 
Protection againſt their Indignation. 

I would fain be as ſecure againſt the Criti- | 
ciſm of thoſe, who reading for the Sake of their 
Amuſement, require an exact, elegant Stile in 
Trifles, that is adorned witd the Flowers and 
Garlands of Rhetoric. But how ſhall J gain 
their Indulgence? If I own to them that I 
could do no better, they will ſay to me, and 
juſtly enough, Alas! then what made you write? 
To which I ſhall anſwer, as I faid before, that 
it was meerly for want of ſomething elſe to do. 
If they will but forgive me this time, I aſſure 
them that I not only will never relapſe into the 
ſame Error, but that I ſhall not be ſorry. if they 
- diſdain to take notice of my Book: And if the

After all, 1 am more particularly obliged to 
aſk Pardon of the French than any other Nation:

-T \HE Py STATE OF THE 
X ' CouRT oF SAXONY, which is added 


to this Edition, has no need of a Pre- 
fate to:.recommend it, the very Title ſhewing 
that *tis what concerns every Saxon eſpecially 
to be acquainted with. 

All Subjects have a Deſire to know ſomething 
of their Sovereign; and private Men in every 
State have this Curiolity, with reſpect to their 
Miniſters and Courtiers. "Theſe are the Cha- 
racters which I have ventured to draw, tho” I 
own, that I don't think I have always hit the 
Life, for want of that Penetration and Delicacy 
of Imagination which Nature, to me a Step- 
Mother, has denied me; and alſo becauſe it 


would have been neceſſary for me to have ſtayed 


longer than I did at Dreſden. Three Months Re- 
ſidence at ſo great a Court are hardly ſufficient to 
make a Man acquainted with it, were his 
Fund of Knowledge even as deep as mine is 
ſhallow. Then what a Preſumption would it 
be for me to think I have attained to it! 
I muſt not diſſemble, that this Book with all 


its — has coſt me more Trouble in 
com- 
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compoſing than one much larger would have 
done upon a Subject that had been more familiar 
tome. There was a Neceſſity for me to make 
Inquiry into many Particulars, and to get ſome 
of my Information from a private Hand. Town 
my Obligation to the Civility of M. Konig, the 
Counſellor of the Court, for the Intelligence 1 
wanted relating to ſome of the Court-Nobility. 
If I had been ſo happy as to have found out but 
one or two Perſons more as active for me as he 
was, my Work would have been more correct 
and more extenſive. Such as it 'is, 'I intreat 
the Reader to accept it, and to forgive any 
Errors in it, in Conſideration that I am the 
firſt who has ventured to treat of ſuch a Suhject. 
I own, there is a certain Degree of Raſhne& 
in the Undertaking, but the noble Motive that 
bas induced me to it, ſeems to _ for” oy 
Excuſe. 

All Saxony knows in general, wo Urls: go⸗ 
verned by a Sovereign, gracious, and vigilant 
to render it happy. It were needleſs to ſet the 
King's Virtues and Actions before their Eyes, 
which the People already admire, and pray for 
him. But as this Great Prince does not want 
thoſe who envy his Glory, they are the Per- 
ſons whom I have choſe to make aſhamed of 
themſelves; and have endeavoured, if — 
to reclaim others when A fatal Blindneſs keeps 
at a Diſtance from his 095i Perſon *. 
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All who had ever the Honour of approaching 
Auguſtus III. will agree with me that he adorns 
that Throne, upon which a reſpectful Nation 
has placed him; and that whatever I have 
ſaid of this Monarch is ſhort of what might be 
mentioned. How is it poſſible to give the true 
Portraiture of a King born without Vice, by 
Principle virtuous, and religiouſly good? To 
admire. him in Silence is the only Way to pleaſe 
him, which I know too well, not to conform 
to it; and therefore I have not preſumed to 
expatiate ſo far in his Praiſe as the dublimity 
of the Subject demands. 
The fame Averſion of the Genin to Praiſe, 
"has confined me within the ſame Bounds, How 
many Virtues have not I been forced to ſmother ? 
What Thoughts have not I ſacrificed, leſt I 
ſhould. offend the noble Modeſty of that Auguſt 
Princeſs, who with a Simplicity attending her 
Grandeur, makes her Glory to conſiſt in being 
Humble in the midſt of Honours? 
I believe no body will diſpute the Truth of 
what J have advanced relating to the PRINCE 
Rov AlL. and ELECTORAL, the PRINCES Hils 
BnorhERS, and the PRINCESSES His S1s- 
ERS.

| | — is a Univerſity founded by Joachim I. 
( Margrave of Brandenbourg ) in 1506, which is 
very much frequented by the S7/cfians, and by 
the Hungarian Proteſtants. - Wor. ce 
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There are two Fairs a Year at Francfort, 
which render it a trading City, and its Com- 
merce conſiſts in Linnen-Cloth, and Fells. ' | 
is Ten Miles from Francfort to Berlin, and 
a flat ſandy Country. The Road leads thro? 2 
chenbours, a little Town chiefly inhabited by the 
Deſcendants of French Men, who left their Coun- 
try upon the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes. 

The nearer one comes to the Capital of Bran- 
denbourg, the more ſandy is the Soil, yet the 
Country produces plenty of Corn and Fruits. 

Bern is the common Reſidence of the King 
of Praia, and one of the largeſt, beſt built, and 
beſt govern'd Cities in all Gn. The Streets 
are ſpacious, ſtrait, neat and well Pav'd. The Si- 
tuation is advantageous ; ; for tho' it lies in a very 
ſandy Soil, yet 'tis encompals*d with agreeable 
Gardens producing Fruits and excellent Pulſe, 
and its Commerce is much improwd by the Ri- 
ver Spree, which paſſes thro' the City, and has a 
Communication with the Havel, the vets we 
the EAA 

The French, who for the fake of Religion be. 
came: Refugees, have contributed in an extraordi- 
nary manner to the Embelliſhment and Aggrand- 
difement of Berlin, by the eſtabliſning of all ſorts 
of ManufaQures, and the introducing of Arts in- 
to it; and it may be ſaid of them, that they have 
omitted nothing to teffify their Gratitude" to the 
Elector Frederic William and his Poſterity, for the 
generous Reception which he gave them i in hay 
Dominions. 
Berlin is divided into five Wards excluſive of 
the Suburbs, which are very extenſive. I will 
run thro! theſe Wards in the Order of their Situ- 
ation: But before I do this, I propoſe to ſhew 
_ what is moſt remarkable- in the Suburbs-; 
5 2 Where 
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where the Houſes are generally of Timber, but 
ſo well plaiſter d that they ſeem to be of Stone; 
and the Streets are broad, lightſome and ſtrait. 
In the Suburb of Spandau the Queen has a de- 
lightful Houſe and Gardens. The Houſe is called 
Monbijou ; a very proper Name for it, becauſe tis 
really a jewel. "Tis a Pavilion, the Apartments 
of which are laid out with Art, and furniſh'd with 
great Judgment and Elegance. The Gardens are 
charming, and lie finely open to the River. This 
Houſe was built by the Counteſs de Wartemberg, 
Wife to the Prime Miniſter of King Frederic J. 
As her Huſband's Power and Favour were at that 
time ſo great, that he did whatever he pleas'd, all 
the King's Workmen and Architects us'd the ut- 
moſt Diligence to ſerve her well. But the did 
not enjoy this fine Houſe long ; for it was ſcarce 
compleated when the King removed the Count 
from all his Employments, and baniſh'd him to 
Francfort on the Maine. However, he ſettled a 
Penſion upon him and his Lady of 24000 Crowns, 
and the Counteſs by way of Acknowledgment 
gave the King this Houſe, which of all the im- 
menſe Treaſure that ſhe had amaſs d, was the on- 
Iy Piece that ſhe cou'd not carry with her. The 
King gave this Houſe to the Princeſs Royal, now 
Queen, who has added great Embelliſhments to 
it, and brought it to its preſent State of Per- 
% oi 9, 
In the Suburb of Stralau is the Houſe and Gar- 
dens of Belvedere, belonging to the King. Rolle, 
Superintendant of the Finances to the Elector 
Frederic William, caus'd this Garden to be made, 
in which he laid out conſiderable Sums ; and as 
this Miniſter was at other very great Expences, 
it ſo impair'd his Fortune, that he was obliged to 
throw up all and retire, to He//and ; and being 
N 1 very 
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very much in debt to the Elector, his Garden was 
forfeited to that Prince, who made a Preſent of 
it to M. de Fuchs, one of his Miniſters. * King 
Frederic I. parchas'd it of the latter, and aſter 
having embelliſhed it, made a Preſent of it to the 
Queen his third Wife; but that Princeſs's ill ſtate 
of Health obliging her to retire to Mecklembourg 
her Native Country, Belvedere became neglected. 
Near this Royal Houſeare the magnificent Gar- 
dens of Craut, who from a Boy behind the Coun- 
ter rais d himſelf by his Induſtry to the Poſt of 
Pay- maſter General of the Army, and at length 
to that of Miniſter of State. He was to have 
been call'd to account in his laſt ſtage of Life, but 
he cunningly diverted that Storm by feigning him- 
ſelf lunatic; and dying, he left an immenſe 
Eſtate, part of which fell to the King by way off 
Reſtitation, and the reft to his Nephew, whats * 
makes a grand Figure at Paris. W 
Jenter'd Rerlin thro? that call'd the Gate Be 
alc, which has had that Name ever ſince the Dax 
that Frederic I. made his Entry there, after his 
Coronation at Koningsberg in Pruſſia. This Gate 
is defended by a Half-Moon, and two Baſtions 
Fac'd with Brick, and fronts that call'd the Street 
Royale ; one of the longeſt and moſt frequented | 
in all the City. There are very fine Houſes in 


it, particularly that of M. de Cat/ch, a Miniſter of 


State, that of Gramſbau, and the Poſt-Houſe, 
which laſt Building was begun by order of the late 
King, for his Favourite the -Count de Wartem- 
berg, who was hereditary Poſt-Maſter.. 
Thro' the Street Royale there run fine, ſpact- 
ous and beautiful Streets. The firſt is called 14 
Rue du Cloitre, in which we ſee the Royal Manu- 
factory. Frederic I. who bought it of the Heirs - 
of the Marſhal 4% Flemming, eſtabliſhed an Aca- 
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demy of Nobles there; ſo that, on the P 
of three hundred Crowns, they had Lodging, 
Proviſion, and Inſtruction in every thing that it's 
natural a Man of Quality ſhould know. This 
Eftabliſhment exiſted a few Years, but ſunk at 
laſt meerly thro' the Neglect of Perſons whoſe 
Buſineſs *twas to take care of it. The preſent 
Eing has chang'd this Fabric into a Workhouſe, 
and allowed Lodgings in it for ſeveral Woollen 
f Manufactures. 
3 to the Royal Manufactory, chere 
e public Warehouſes, which were eſtabliſn'd 
| — built by the late King; and being deſtroy' d by 
Fire, the preſent King caus'd them to be rebuilt. 
Oppoſite to the Warehouſes ſtands the Houſe of 
+ M. a Creutz, Miniſter of State; which has fine 
Apartments, and is very neatly furniſn d. Higher 
n the ſame Street there's the Houſe of M. Du- 
Dane, a Frenchman by Birth, and Lieutenant- 
General of his Pruſſtan Majeſty s Forces: And 
contiguous to his Hauſe, which makes a fine 
Appearance, is the Calvinißs new Church, a 
Structure rais'd after the Model of Grunberg, an 
Architect who had before acquired a Reputation, 
which did not ſuffer by his Contrivance of this 
great Fabric: The Front of it is magnificent, 
but the Inſide plain, as are all the Churches of 
the Calviniſis, which you know don't admit of 
: Images. The ſubterranean Places or Catacombs, 
for interring thoſe that worſhip here, are worth 
* ſeeing. Several Perſons have been interr'd there 
of great Note, particularly Cafomir de Calle, 
Count de Wartemberg, Prime Miniſter, Great 
»Cbamberlain, Maſter of the Horſe, Poſt-Maſter 
General, Protector of all the Academies in the 
- Pominjons of the King of Pre, and Knight 
of che Order of the Black Eagle. Being banith'd 
. 1 in 
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plac'd in the Court of the Arſenal; but dying be- 
fore it could be brought about, the King his Son 
caus'd it to be ſet up where it now ſtands, which 
is indeed a much better Place for it. 0 e 
The Spandau Street, which is the third that 
croſſes the Street Royale, contains the 'Town- 
Houſe, and other fine Buildings: The Street S-. 
Eſprit is altogether as beautiful, as is the Kay, 
which fronts the Caſtle or Palace of the King. 
Upon this Kay we ſee the Houſe of the Baron 4. 
Vcrneſokre, whoſe Anceſtors being French Proteſt- 
ant Merchants, ſettled at Koning berg in Pruffia. 
He was in France at the time of the Mri/i/ipp? 
Plague, which tho? fo fatal to others, proy'd ſo for- 
tunate to him, that he gain'd ſeveral Millions of Li- 
vres, with which he came and ſetupat Berlin, where 
he has taken to building, having purchaſed the 
Eſtate of Hohen ibn from Monſieur 4e Borftel, one 
of the beſt Gentlemen of the Country, procur'd 
himſelf the Title of Counſellor of State, and 
cuts a Figure now among Perſons of Quality. 
The Churches of St. Mary, St. Nicholas, and 
that belonging to the Garriſon, are as magnificent 
as any of the Proteſtant Churches.” St. Mary's 
has a beautiful Spire. When Frederic I. made his 
royal Entry here, at his Return from his Coro- 


nation, a Man aſcended to the Globe of this | 


Spire, and faluted the new King by flouriſhing a 
Pair of Colours. The Church of the Garrifon 
was founded by the late King, but was very much 
damag'd ſome Years ago by the blowing up of a 
Magazine of Gun- Powder in the Neighbourhood, 
juſt as they were removing it to a fafer Place. 
King Frederic William has caus'd it to be rebuilt 
with more Magnificence than before. The Or- 
gans are very fine, and the Galleries very well 


contriv'd. 
85 Bs That 
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That Ward of Berlin which I have now run 
through, is ſeparated from that of Coln or Cologne 
by the River Srce, over which there are four 
Bridges, whereof there is one of Stone, call'd the 
Pont neuf. Frederic I. in imitation of the Pont- 
neuf at Paris, famous for the Statue of Henry IV. 
cauſed the Equeſtrian Statue of his Father, the 
Elector Frederic William, to be erected upon this 
Bridge, with very great Pomp and Splendor ; for 
no Prince in Germany ſtrove more than he did to 
copy Lewis XIV. in Magnificence and every 
thing elſe. When this Statue was dedicated, the 
Count de Lottum, who was then Grand Marſhal 
of the Court, accompanied by moſt of the Cour- 
tiers on Horſeback, and by the City Companies, 
aſſiſted at the Ceremony, which was performed 
With an Apparatus, till then unknown in Germany 
upon the like Occaſions ; but had been practiſed 
at Paris, when the Statue of Lewis l. Grand 

was erected in that City. 

This entire Monument was deſign'd by one 
Jacobi, who after ſeveral Years Labour and con- 
ſtant Application to it, has brought it to its pre- 
ſent State. This ſkilful Operator has repreſented 
the Elector in a Roman Preſs, and in an heroic 
Stature; that is to ſay, above the natural Size. 
'The Statue is placed on a magnificent Pedeſtal of 
wiute Marble. At the four Corners of the Baſe, 
are placed as many Slaves in Braſs, who ſeem as 
if they were chained to it. 

When one has paſs'd the Bridge, the King's Pa- 
Jace offers itſelf to view; a great and ſtately Fa- 
bric, which Frederic I. began in the Year 1699, 
and a worthy Monument of that Prince's Magni- 
ficence, who was of Opinion, that of all the 
Sams expended by Sovereigns, thoſe which they 


1 out in Buildings are leaſt liable to Sn 
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And indeed Magnificence is well beſtowed, and 


even Profuſion ſeems juſtifiable in Architecture, 
becauſe Grand Edifices are the principal Orna- 
ment of any State. 

The Palace has been the Workmanſhip of ſe- 
veral Architects; the Name of the frft was 
Schluter, but he not giving Satisfaction was diſ- 
miſs'd, and went into the Service of the Czar 
Peter Alexiowitz. Whatever he did is extremely 
incumber'd with Ornaments which have not a due 
Proportion. His Succeſſor was Eaſander, a 
Swede, who is a Lieutenant-General in the Ser- 
vice of the King of Poland: He was obliged in 
ſome meaſure to purſue what Schluter had begun 
ſo that if he has not come off well every where, 
he has at leaſt that for his Excuſe. The third was 
Bot, a Fr enchman, and now a General Officer in 
Pelaud; who without diſpute was a much better 
Artiſt than the others. Every thing that he has 
done is more ſimple, yet more grand, noble, and 
complete. 

Theſe three Architects having gone upon dif- 
ferent Plans, you will caſil agine that the 
Fronts are not perfectly bens n. yet for all this, 
had the Palace been finiſh'd according to the Mo- 
dels approv'd of by the late King, it wou'd have 
been inferior to no Edifice for Grandeur and Mag- 
nificence, except the Louvre of Paris. King 
Frederic William does not think fit to carry on 
this Building, but leaves that Honour to his Son, 
the Prince Royal. 


As to giving you all the Particulars of this vaſt 


Palace, you will be ſo good as to excuſe me: 
Be ſatisfied if I only tell you, that it conſiſts of 
four Stories: The Apartments are large, have 
fine Ceilings , and are royally furniſn'd. In no 
pert of the World did 1 ever ſee ſuch a pro- 
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digious quantity of Plate, Tables, Stands, Luſtre, 
Chandeliers, Screens, Looking-Glaſs Frames, 

Couches, Arm- C hairs, all of Silver. The late 
King left Plate to the value of two Millions eight 


hundred thouſand Crowns, not reckoning, the 
Faſhion. In that call'd the Knights Hall, there's 


à a Beaufet which takes up one intire ſide of the 


Room, where there are Ciſterns and Baſons, Silver 


gilt, of an extraordinary Size. 


The Furniture of the grand Apartment is very 
rich; there's a fine Gallery adorn'd with Pictures, 


the Ceiling of which was painted by one Peine, a 
FTirenchman, who in divers Compartments has ſkil- 


fully repreſented the principal Actions of King 
Frederic I. At the end of this Gallery there's a 


Saloon, which was formerly magnificent to the 


laſt degree, being wainſcotted, if I may ſo call it, 
With Amber: But the late Czar coming to Berlin 


in his return from Holland and France, and not a 
little admiring this Furniture, which was the only 


thing of its kind, the King made him a Preſent of 


it: ſo that what had been amaſs'd with great Care 


and Coft by ſeveral Electors, fell in one Day into 
the hands of a Nation, which, no longer ago 
than the beginning of the preſent Ceptaſy, 3 was 
reckon'd Barbarian. | 
The Palace had fine Gardens belonging to it 
before they were deſtroy'd and converted into a 
Place of Arms, and a Parade for the Guards. 
Hard by the Palace are the King's Stables, a 
very grand Building, facing the great By 
The Architecture without is Gothic, but the in- 
* is more magnificent; the Stables are broad 
d ſpacious, very lofty, and very lightſome: 
The Mop ers are of Stone, and the Pillars which 


mark the $9, 55 for the Horſes, are of Iron, and 
1 adorn d with the * s Cypher, gilt: Over the 


Mangers 
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Mangers are ſeveral great Pictures of the fineſt 
Horſes that ever came out of his Majeſty's Studs. 

The Backſide of the Stables projects towards the 
River Spree, to which they can lead the Horſes 
by a Stair-caſe without Steps, built i in Tori of a 
Horſe-ſhoe. _ 

'The main Body of the Houſe contains grand 
Lodgings for the Maſter of the Horſe, and the 
Officers under him. Over the Stables are great 
Rooms where they keep a deal of ſine Furniture, 
both for the Horſe and Mule; magnificent 
Sleds, with convenient Harneſs, adorn'd with 
Bells of Silver, or Silver gilt; a great Number 
of fine Arms; the rich Accoutrements of the 
Horſe which ſerved Frederic I. on the Day of his 
public Entry; all the Ornaments of the Bridle, 
the Breaſt· leather, and Crupper, as well as the 
its and Stirrups, being of Gold, adorn'd w_ 
Brilliants. 

Over the Riding-houſe is the Seen Theatre, 
where in the late King's Time Interludes and 
Comedies uſed to be acted before the whole 
Court; but the Opera of Roxana and Alexander 
was the laſt that was acted on it. It was play d 
in 1708, upon the Marriage of King Frederic I. 
with Sophia of Mecklemberg. In 1706, an Inter- 
lude was acted there, on account of the Arriva! 
of the Princeſs Royal, now Queen; intitled, 
Beauty triumphing over Heroes; at which the 
Margraves Frederic- Albert and Chriſfian-Leauis, 
the late King's Brothers, danc d, with all the 
young Courtiers. | 

As we go farther down the great Street, we 
come to the Fiſh Market, where is the Hotel of 
the City of Cologne, and Dor ffiing's Hotel occu- 
pied by the Count 4e Finck. This Family is obliged - 
for Us Riſe to the Marſhal Dor fling, who from 
2 an

an Apprentice to a Taylor, raiſed himſelf by his, 
Valour and Merit to the higheſt Poſts in the 
Army. The Story goes, that when he had ſerv'd 
his Apprenticeſhip at Tangermunde, having a 
Mind to go to Berlin, he came to a Part of the 
Country where he could not proceed without 
croſſing the Elhe, but not having wherewithal to 
pay his Paſſage, the Ferry- men refus'd to carry 
him over; which ſo vexed him, that he threw 
his Knapſack into the River in a Pet, curs'd the 
Trade of a Taylor, and went back to Tanger- 
,undc, where he lifted himſelf a Soldier. There 
being a War at that time all over Ger many, it 
was no difficult matter for the young Warrior to 
find an Opportunity to ſhew his Courage; and he 
fignalized it in ſuch a manner, that his Officers, 
who were all in love with him, ſtrove to advance 
him, and therefore made him known to the Ele&- 
or Frederic William. This Prince who loved, 
rewarded, and was a good Judge of Valour, did 
not depend upon what Fame reported of him; 
but in order to ſee his Officers and Soldiers fight 
with his own Eyes, conducted them himſelf to 
the Enemy, and very ſoon took notice of Dorf- 
Fing. He faw him at every Part of the Field 
where there was Honour to be won: He ſaw he 
was a ſenfible induſtrious Fellow, that he hated 
Parties and Cabals, and that he had that Germanic 
Probity which was the diſtinguiſh'd Virtue of 
our Forefathers, but which we now content 
ourſelves with admiring. The Elector ob- 
ſerving ſuch a Stock of Virtue in Dorling, 
thought him deſerving of his Favour, advanced 
* to the tip-top Employments, and made him 
very rich. Envy, which is as old as the World 
itſelf, and which, like that, never ſtands ſtill, 
made ſeveral of the Courtiers jealous of the For- 
. tune 


tune or rather the Merit of Do fing, and there 
were ſome who did not ſtick to ſay, that if the 
Marſhal came to be ever ſo great a Nobleman, 
he would always retain the Air of a Taylor. This 
being carried to Dor fing, True enomgh, ſaid he, 
J avas a Taylor, and I baue cut out Cloth; but 
noa; 1aid he, clapping his Hand to the Hilt of 
his Sword, {have an Inſtrument in my Hand, with 
evkich I'll cut off the E ars of any Man that Jams 
ders me. 

This brave Fellow Jed to a great Aus, and 
left a Son who was one of the King of Prufia's 
Lieutenant- Generals, and Colonel of a Regiment 
of Dragoons, but died without Iſſue. He had 
not quite the Vivacity of his Father, but * * 
his Honour and Integrity. 

Going out of the Fiſh- market, as we turn to 
the right, one perceives the ee, Church of 
St Peter *, which is a conſiderable Structure; and 
then we come into that call'd the Friars Street, 
the Houſes of which are all well built. In this 
Street ſtands the Palace where the Aulic Council 
meets, which in France they call the Parlement; 

tis here that all civil Cauſes are try'd, and from 
thence there lies an Appeal to the King's Council. 

Beyond the Palace there 1s a Square, on the 
Right-ſide of which there's a Church with a Cu- 
pola which belongs to the Calvini/ts, and is 
look'd upon as the Cathedral of Berlin: For you 


* This Church being deſtroy'd by Lightning in 1 30, is 13 
magnificently rebuilt, The 21ſt cf Avguft 1734, the new 
Spire of it, which had been 4 Years erecting, and was car- 
ry'd up to the Height of about 190 Feet, fell at g o' elock at 
Night upon the Roof of the Church, whereby that and the 
neighbouring Houſes ſuffer*d very great Damage. How it 
happen'd no body yet knows; ſome fay it was cauſed by 
Thunder, others by an Earthquake, and ſome will have it

know that the late King made two Biſhops, one in 


Pruſſia and the other at Berlin, and they were 
the Prelates that crown'd him. They are ſince 


dead, and the preſent King lets their Sees lie 
vacant. In this Church is the Tomb of the 
Royal Family. There's a great Row of Build- 
ings over againſt it, which conſiſts of ſeveral uni- 
form Houſes belonging to Merchants, and ſup- 
ported by ſtately Arches with Shops under them, 
where are ſold all ſorts of Goods. Turning round 
by that Piazza brings one to a ſecond Branch of 
the River, which divides the Ward of Colu from 
that of Werder. This River, which has three 
wooden Bridges over it, is confin'd in a Canal 
lin'd with Freeſtone, and form'd by two fine 
Kays. | 1 
The moſt conſiderable Edifices in the Ward of 
Werder are the Royal Cuſtom-houſe, ſo commo- 
diouſly ſituate that Boats can come up cloſe to it: 
The French School, and their Church, which 1s 
ſerv'd by able Miniſters; fame of whom, as the 
late M. Lenfant (Author of the celebrated Hi- 
fory of the Council of Conſtance, &c. and Chaplain 

to the King of Pru/ia) M. de Beauſobre and M. 
Jacguelot, &c. have acquir'd a Reputation in the 
Republic of Letters. The Royal Hunting-houſe 
is a large magnificent Structure for lodging the 
great Huntſman and all his inferior Officers: 
There too 15 the great Dog-kennel and'the Ma- 
eazines for all the hunting Equipage. Near this 
Place is the Hotel or Palace for Ambaſſadors, 
where are likewiſe entertain'd fuch Foreign Prin- 
ces as are not of a Rank high enough to be ac- 
commodated in the King's Palace, This Hotel

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belong” d formerly to the Baron 4 Danckelman, 
Prime Miniſter to King Frederic when he was 


only Elector, and being built by the ſaid Mini- 


ſter at a Time when he was ſuch a Favourite that 
he did almoſt what he pleaſed, he ſpar'd no Coſt 
to render it a Manſion worthy of his high Stati- 
on. I was aſſur'd by Perſons of Credit then 
alive, that after it was built, the late King had 


a Deſire to ſee it, upon which occaſion M. de 


Danckelman made a great Entertainment for him; 
and that while the Queen and the whole Court 
were dancing, the King retir d into his Miniſter's 
Cloſet, to have a private Conference with him; 
and lookin very earneſtly on a certain Picture 
there, M. * Danckelman told him, that Picture 
and all that he ſaw wou'd ſoon be his Majeſty's. 
The King not knowing what he meant, deſired 
his Miniſter to explain himſelf; whereupon he 
made Anſwer, * That he ſhou'd very ſhortly in- 
* cur his Diſpleaſure; that his Fall weu'd be 
attended by the Forfeiture of all his Eſtate; 
© that he ſhou'd be arreſted and committed to 
the Spandau Priſon ; and that there he ſhou'd. 
be confin'd ten Years, at the Expiration. of 
* which his Innocence wou'd be made to appear, 
© his Eſtate wou'd be reſtor'd to him, and he 
s. ſhou'd be taken again into his Majeſty's Fa- 
vour.“ The King, who was at that Time very 
fond of his Miniſter, and did not think he cou '> 
ever do without him, ridicul'd what he had, 
ſaid as the Surmiſe of a Viſionary, and was go- 


ing to ſwear by the new Teftament then upon a 


Table in the Room, that this ſaid Prophecy. 
wou'd never come to paſs. But the Miniſter held 
his Hand, and begg'd him not to take an Oath 
which it wou'd not be in his Power to keep... 

— I tell 
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I tell you this Story juſt as I had it from a 
Lady of Quality to whom'the King himſelf told 
it: But in ſhort, let the Story be as it will, tis 
very certain that M. de Danctelman was diſgra c'd, 
committed Prifoner to Spandau, and from thence 
removy'd to Peitæ, without any Companion but 
his Wiſe, who generouſly deiir'd to ſuffer Im- 
priſonment with him. His Confinement laſted 


much longer than he had propheſy'd; and when 


at length he obtain'd his Releaſe, he was not re- 
ſtor d to his Employments, nor even to his Eſtate. 
"Tis faid indeed tnat the preſent King, who on 
his Acceſſion to the Crown ſent for M. te Danck- 
elman to Berlin, offer'd him the Miniſtry; but 
that the Baron excus'd himſelf by reaſon ef his 


great Age and his tedions Impriſonment, which 


had made him loſe the Connection of Public 
Affairs. This Miniſter died lately, having lived 
to the Age of fourſcore. His remarkable Diſ- 

ce, and fifteen Years Confinen:ent in 2 Prifon, 
had not ſunk his Spirits, nor ſhock'd his Conſtan- 
cy of Mind; and one ſhall icarce meet with an 
Inſtance in Hiſtory, either before or fince, of 
more Merit and more Misfortune in one a nd the 
ſame Perſon. He was a paſſionate Admirer of 
learned Men, and a Rewarder of Virtue. Ina 
Word, by the Diſgrace of this great Man, the 
State Jo. a faithful diſintereſted Miniiter, and 
Men of Learning loſt a Mecænas, full of Zeal 
and ſolid Knowledge, who never fail'd to ſup- 
port by his own Authority, and to procure a 
Reward from his Maſter for, all Perions that 
apply'd to him with any Propoſal that was uſeful 
and uncommon. 

- To go from the Ambaſſadors Hotel to the new 
Town, one mult * before the Houſe 9

the Marſhal Count 4 Vartenſeben; a Nobleman 
whoſe Virtues, long Services, and great Age, 


challenge Veneration. The Houſe he lives in 


was built by Order of the Elector, Frederic-Mil- 
liam, for the Reception of the Marſhal de Schom- 
berg, who reſign'd the Battoon of the Marſhal of 
France to Lewis XIV. after that Prince had re- 


voked the Edict of Nantes, and came with a nu- 
merous Retinue of Gentlemen, to deſire Employ- 
ment under the EleQor. Accordingly that 
Prince gave him the Command of his Troops, 
but the Marſhal quitted that Employment, to 


accompany the PRINCE of ORANGE to England, 


in his famous Expedition againſt his Father · in- 


law; and he likewiſe attended that Prince to re- 
land, where he acquired great Glory, but was 
killed in paſſing the River Boyne. 1 

The Gowtrnor's Houſe is ſeparated by a 
Square from the Arſenal, which is one of the 
compleateſt Fabrics in Europe, and was built ac- 
cording to a Model deſigned by Bot, whom I 
mentioned to you before; which ſkilful Architect 
has, upon this Occaſion, equalled any thing that 
was ever done by the famous Bernin. © 

The entire Structure conſiſts of four main Bodies 
of Building, which form a ſpacious Quadrangle in 
the middle. The lower Story is of ruſtic Architect. 
ure, with arch'd Windows, There are three great 
Porticoes at the Entrance to each Front. Over the 
principal Gate there's the Picture of the late 
King, in a great Medal of Baſs. The four Car- 
— * This Houſe is no longer the Governor's; for the lato 
King, who cauſed great Additions to be made to it gave it t 
the preſent King, then Prince Royal, and it goes by the Name of 
the Prince Royals Palace. The Governor lives at preſent in 
the Street Royale, the late King having purchas'd the fine 
Houſe atCorſeb there purꝑoſe Iy for the Governor's ws 
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dinal Virtues, of a Gigantic Size, are re placed on 
Pedeſtals by the Portico, and ſeem to look to- 
wards the King's Effigies, which is ſupported by 
Fame and Victory. The Corinthian Order pre- 


vails throughout the firſt Story, and is very art- 


fully executed. A Gallery or Balluſtrade runs 


round the whole Edifice, and is adorned with 


Trophies and Statues, particularly a very perfect 
one of Mars, fitting upon a Heap of Arms of 


different ſorts; and the Decoration of all together 


is noble and majeſtic. Studs of Iron in form of 
Cannon are plac'd at proper Diſtances, and ſup- 
port Iron Chains, hung in Feſtoons, which hin- 


der People from clambering up to the Windows, 


The Inſide of this Arſenal is as magnificent as 


the Outſide. The lower Rooms are ſtor'd with a 
great Number of Braſs Cannon. The Walls and 
Pillars that ſupport the Arch are garniſh'd with 


Cuiraſſes and Helmets. In the upper Story there 


are ſeveral Rooms full of Arms rang'd in ſuch 
Order as can never be enough admir'd. | | 
Behind the Arſenal there's the Houſe of the 
General of the Ordnance, which alſo contains the 
Foundery, where Men are continually at work. 
Befides this Arſenal, there are ſeveral others 
in Berlin, where they keep Field- pieces, Iron 


Cannon, and all that belong to the Train of Ar- 


tillery. Twas the late Margrave Philip *, Bro- 
ther to Frederic I. who when he was Great- 
Maſter of the Ordnance began to put the King's 
Arſenals into a good State. But King Frederic- 
William has finiſh'd what his faid Uncle began,

A Rampartand a Ditch ſeparate the Werder 
from the Dorothy-Stadr, or New-Town, which 
is for moſt part inhabited by French Families. 
It had the Name of Dorothy-Stadt in honour of 
the Electreſs Dorothy of Holſtein-Gluckſburg, the 
ſecond Wife of Frederic William, who with her 


own Hand planted the firſt Lime-Tree of the ſeven 


great Rows which divide this Ward into two 
Parts. The middlemoſt Row, which is the wid- 


eſt, is inclos'd with Balluftrades, and forms a 


pleaſant Graſs-walk for Foot-Paſſengers. The 
Walks on each ſide are pav'd, and ſerve as a 
Ring for the Coaches. Nothing is more bene- 
fcial and agreeable than taking the Air in this 
Place, where you may have any thing that can be 
deſir d in a City. At the End of one of theſe 
Walks is a Gate which opens to the Park, the Walks 
of which being above a League in length, form

'Fhe Margrave made conſiderable Augmenta- 
tions to this Houſe, and render'd it very com- 
modious. The Furniture of the Palace alſo is 
rich, and worthy of the Princeſs who reſides in 
at. 
- Oppoſite to the Margravine' 3 Paldce: is a Build. 
ing which was formerly call'd the King's. little 
Stables, but has been metamorphos'd into Caſerns 
for the Sendarmery; they diſcover the Magnifi- 
cence of Frederic I. who caus'd them to be built. 
The Apartments that run over the Stables are oc- 
cupied by the Academy of Painters, and that of 
Arts and Sciences. Behind the Stables there's the 
Obſervatory, with a great Number of Aſtrono- 
mical and Mathematical Inſtruments, of Which 
there are many of a new Invention. 
Frederic-Stadt, which is the fifth Ward of Be-- 
lin, communicates with the new 'Town and the 
Werder. This is one of the pleaſanteſt Wards in 
the whole City, the Streets being ſpacious, ſtrait, 
and planted with * Lime-trees. 
Perhaps I have dwelt too long upon the Metro- 
polis of the Electorate of Branderburghz but |

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yet given of this City, you wou'd not be ſorry to 
have it from me. If I have offended, tis in ſtriv- 
ing to oblige ; for to tell you the plain Truth, I 
take no pleaſure in deſcribing Towers and Walls, 
The next Day after my Arrival here, I had the 
Honour to ſee the King, who was then ſeeing his 
Soldiers mount guard. He is a Prince of a mid- 
ling Stature, and in very good Plight of Body: 
His Air commands Reſpect ; yet, when he pleaſ- 
es, no Prince-in the World can be more gracious. 
I heard him ſpeak to his Officers in ſuch a kind 
Manner as cou'd not but charm them; I admir'd 
his Genius for military Diſcipline, -and perceiv'd 
that with the Glance of an Eye he cou'd-difſcover 
the leaſt Fault committed againſt that wonderful 
Exactneſs which is introduc'd, in the Evolutions 
of his Troops. After the Guards had perform'd. 
their Exerciſe, the King ſtay'd to fee them file 
off, I never yet ſaw Troops march with more 
Order and State, ſo that it ſeem'd as if they were 
all mov'd by one Spring. All the Soldiers are 
young, of an even Stature, and the clevereſt Fel- 
lows that Nature ever form'd: They are well 
cloath'd, and have ſuch an Air of Neatneſs, that 
even the private Centinels might all paſs for Oſſi- 
cers, I remember you was prejudic'd againſt 
their Cloathing; their Cloaths you ſaid were 
too ſtrait, and too ſhort. I was of your Opinion 
once, and think ſo ſtill, when I happen to ſee 
one of their Officers and Soldiers ſingly among us, 
who wear Night-gowns: rather than Coats; but 
| when I ſee a whole Body of Pruſſians together; 
Lam of another Opinion, and think their Dreſs 
gives them a warlike Air which other Troops 
have not. You will tell me perhaps, that the 
Cloathing of the Pru/ians is good in a Garriſon, 
but that in the Field their Garments are not wide 
| enough 
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enough to cover the Soldiers in the Night. I an- 
ſwer, that the Pru/ian Soldiers are in no Dan- 
ger of not being cover'd, becauſe when they are 
in the Field, every Captain is to carry as many 
Coverlids, as there are Comrades in his Com- 
any. But you'll ſay, this muſt be a very great 
tens, and take up a deal of — 
Tis true, it may require two Sumpter Horſes in 
a Company, but a Soldier fares the better for it; 
becauſe when he goes wet into the Camp, he can 
get his Cloaths dry'd in the Night while he is 
1 under his Coverlid. After all, the Incumbrance 
is no greater at preſent, for thoſe Troops, than it 
was at the Time when all the Pruffian Infantry 
had Cloaks, which the Soldiers wore, was the 
Weather ever ſo hot, folded over their Shoulders, 
and ty d both before and behind by their Belt. 
If they had any haſty March to make, ſuch as I 
faw they made in Flanders in 1708, when they 
went to attack the French near Orudenardc, the 
Pruſjians left their Cloaks behind with a Guard, 
and, when the Battle was join'd, the Captains 
were oblig'd to ſend for their Cloaks. In ſhort, 
what makes me think the Pruſtan Cloathing the 
moſt convenient for a Soldier, is, that moſt of 
the German Princes are now come into it, and 
like it well. The Troops of Saxony, and Brun/- 
avic in particular, are cloath'd like thoſe of 
The Pruſſian Troops, which are new cloath'd 
every Year, have Breeches of woollen Cloth for |} 
1 the Winter, and of Linnen for the Summer; and | 
4 ttey are allow d Shirts, Necks and Spatterdaſhes: | 
| Their Pay is good and regular; the Soldier is 
compell'd to do his Duty, but when he does it, 
enjoys more Liberty than in the Service of any 
other Nation: So that were I to carry a Muſket, 
Ke 2 | I fancy 
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J fancy it wou'd be in the Service of Prata, 
where ſuch a ſtrict Diſcipline is obſerv'd, that the 
Soldier is no Swearer, and is not allow'd to 
game, and where in a Word he does not aban- 
don himſelf to Licentiouſneſs. On Sundays and 
Saints Days they are requir'd to go twice a Day 
to hear a Sermon: The Catholics have the Li- 
berty of going to Maſs. In ſhort, good Manners 
are introduc'd and obſerv'd in thoſe Troops ta 
ſuch a Nicety, that you wou'd wonder at it. 
All the Infantry is cloath'd in blue. It de- 
pends on the Colonel of every Reigment, to or- 
der what Waiſtcoats and Trimming he pleaſes 

' for the Cloaths. The Horſe and Dragoons wear 
white, but the Houſhold Troops blue, with Cam- 
paign Coats of gold Lace. The Huſſars Cloathing 
is red, but the Garbs of the Officers both of Foot 
2nd Horſe are plain, and only differ from the 
Apparel of the Soldiers in the Fineneſs of the 
Cloth; tho' there are ſome Regiments whoſe 
Waiſtcoats are bedaub'd all over with Gold or 
Silver Lace. T3 US Foe. n canto. ee. 
The Colours, which are uniform inall the Regi- 
ments, are white, with the King's Device, re- 
preſenting an Eagle flying towards the Sun with 
this Motto, Nec Soli coat, There's ſuch a Uni- 
formity preſerv d in all things throughout che 
Army, even in their Guns, Swords,  Bayonets, 
Sc. that in every Regiment they wear the very 
ſame, even to their Shoe-buck le. 
The ſame Regularity is obſerv'd in the Horſe. 
and Dragoons, which ride both upon black Hor- 
ics; and indeed they are not permitted to have 
any others, the Officers themſelves being not 
exempt from this Rule, when they are at the 
Head of their Squadrons or Companies. The 
Houtings and Equipage of the latter are of the 
Vo. I. C lame 
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ſame Pattern, and extremely rich. All the 
Horſe wear Buff- coats, and underneath Cuiraſſes. 
They perform their Exerciſe on Foot like the 
Infantry, and with the ſame Exactneſs. The 
Kettle drums and Trumpets of all the Horſe are 


of Silver. | 


There is not a Captain in all the Pru/ian Army 
but has at leaſt ten ſupernumerary Men; ſo that 
theſe included, the King's Forces amount to 
near 100000, all pick'd Men. You cou'd not 
but admire, if you were to ſee how they behave ; 
inſomuch that whenever they take the field, *tis 
pity but Fortune ſhou'd favour them. 

Not many Days after my Arrival here, the 
King being gone to viſit his Kingdom, I had the 
Honour of waiting on the Queen. This Prin- 
ceſs, whoſe Name is Sophia Dorothea, is Siſter 


to the preſent King of Great Britain, being the 


Daughter of George I. the late King, and of So- 
phia Dorothea Princeſs of Brunſwic-Zell. And 


the does every thing that is worthy of her auguſt 


Extraction; for ſurely never did Daughter more 
reſemble a Father; ſhe has the ſame Benignity 
and Wiſdom, the ſame Equity and Juftice, and 
Sweetneſs of Temper. Like him ſhe knows the 

Charms of a private Life, and Friendſhip, on a 
Throne: Like him ſhe is ador'd by her Subjects 
and her Domeſtics, and is the chief Elefling and 
Darling of both. To extend Goodneſs and Aﬀa- 
bility farther, were, impoſlible; there being no 


Foreigners but what are charm'd with the gra- 


cious Manner in which this Princeſs receives 
them. To a thouiand Virtues worthy of Vene- 
ration, | ſhe has added the ſingular Talent of 
ſpeaking the Language of ſeveral Countries which 
ſhe never ſaw, with as much Delicacy as if they 


had been her Mother-Tongues. The French 


Language 
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Language eſpecially is ſo familiar to her, that 
one wou'd take her to be a Princeſs of the Royal 
Family of France; and the Grandeur and Majeſty 
that accompany all her Actions, induce thoſe 
even who don't know her, to be of Opinion that 
ſhe was born to reign. } 
That which ſtill more endears this Queen to her 
People, is the Care ſhe takes of the Education of 
her Family ; which conſiſts of four Princes, and 
fix Princeſſes. The eldeſt of the Sons is ſtil'd 
the Prince Royal x. This young Prince is hand- 
ſome, charms every one by his Kindneſs and 
Good-nature ; and loves Reading, Muſic, the 
Arts, and Magnificence : His Sentiments, his Be- 
| haviour, and his Actions, make it probable, that 
if he comes to the Crown, his Reign will be one 
of thoſe mild and peaceable Reigns, which pro- 
cure Kings that Love of their People, wherein 
conſiſts their true Glory. The Care of the Prince 
Royal's Education was committed firſt of all to 
Madam de Camke, one of the Queen's Ladies of 
Honour, and Governeſs of the Children of Pruffe. 
But this Lady left the Charge of the Latter to the 
Sub-governeſs, Madam de Rocoule, and her 
Daughter, Mademoiſelle 4e Montbail. Madam 
de Nocoule had alſo the Honour to be Sub-gover- 
neſs to the King; ſo that ſne was no Novice in 
the forming of young Princes. As ſhe talks no- 
thing but French, ſhe has taught it to the King's 
Children; who ſpeak it with as much eaſe as they 
do the German Language. At ſeven Years of Age 
the Prince Royal was taken out of the Hands of

King of Denmark, Frederic Auguſtus King of Po- 
Aland, and Frederic I. King of Praſſa. The 
Birth of this Princeſs, and the Circumſtance of 
three Kings and a Queen attending at her Baptiſm, 
ve occaſion to a great many Copies of Verſes. 
All the Poets ſaid that the Preſence of theſe three 
Kings was a Sign that ſhe wou'd one day have 
Poſſeſſion of three Crowns. They had then in 
view the Crowns of Great Britain, that were to 
devolve to the Family of Hanover; in which 
there was a young Prince *,- who, it was then 
imagin'd, was to be in time the Huſband of this EE 
Princeſs. Whether this Match will eyer take

Ihe Margravine, Dowager of the Margrave 
Fhilit, Brother to the late King, is the firſt in 
Rank at Court, next to the King's Children: Se 
was born Princeſs of Anbalt Deſſau. Her Royal 
Highneſs was lately choſe Abbeſs of Herford, 
a ſovereign Abby in Weftphalia, (in a Town be- 
!onging to the King of Pruffia, as part of the 
Principality of Rawenſberg ;) whoſe Canoneſſes 
muſt be all Princeſſes, or Counteffes of the Em- 
pire. This Princeſs, tho” ſhe is paſt her Bloom, 
is ſtill the Ornament of the Court; and no Per- 
ſon can be more civil than ſhe is to Foreigners ; 
_ fo that *tis as much a Pleafure as a Daty to pay 
one's Court to her. When the King is at Berlin, 
and the Queen has no Draw ing room, the whole 
Court repairs to the Margravine's Houſe, where

The young Margrave Henry reſides commonly at 
Berlin. Both theſe Princes are handſome, luſty, 
and well ſhap'd. 

The Margrave Albert, the King's Uncle *, 
lives in his Majeſty's Palace, tho' he is eight 
Months of the Year at Frederichsfelde, a Pleaſure- 
houſe about a League from Berlin. He is the 
{ſecond Son of the EleQor Frederic William, and 
Dorothy of Holſtein Gluckſburg : He is well ſhap'd, 
has a noble Air, and has been in his Time a very 
good Dancer: He is fond of Grandeur and-Plea- 
ſures. At the Beginning of the laſt War he diitin- 
guiſhed himſelf very much at the Siege of Key/er/- 
<vaert, and other Places, where he commanded the 
Troops of the King his Brother. His Royal 
Highneſs is Governor of Pomerania, Knight of 
the Black Eagle, and Colonel of a Regiment of 
Foot, and of another of Horſe, in the King's 


Service: He has alſo a Regiment of Foot in the

Their Royal 
Highneſſes are perfectly civil to thoſe Who have 
Acceſs to them; which is the reaſon, that notwith- 
ſtanding the little Concern they have in Buſineſs, 
they have always a numerous Court. They have 
three Princes, and two Princeſſes. The eldeſt of 
the Sons is Charles, a Prince whoſe Perſon and 
Character are very amiable. The eldeſt of the 
Daughters is marry'd to the Duke of Saxe-

The laft Prince of the Royal Family, is the 
Margrave Chriſtian Lewis, third Son of the 
Elector Frederic William by the ſecond Marriage. 
This Prince is Governor of the City and Coun- 
ty of Halberftadt ; he has a Regiment of Foot, is 
Knight of the Order of the Black Eagle, and 
Commander of that of St. John. He ſtudied at ' 
Leyden ; after which, he ſerv'd with Diſtinction in 
Italy. He now lives retir'd from Court at 
Malchau, a Houſe about a Mile from Berlin, 
which the late King bought of the Heirs of M. 
de Fuchs, his Miniſter of State. There the Mar- 
\ grave, who has a Reliſh for the Pleaſures of 
private Life, paſſes his Time in hunting, read- 
ing, and every innocent Pleaſure that an agree-

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able Country is capable of furniſhing. This 
Prmce has been a handſome well-made Man ; he 
has a grand Air, and there's ſomething heroic in 

his Phyfiognomy : In. the very Flower of his 


Youth he was a conſtant Admirer of Virtue, and 


might ever be quoted for an Example of Sobriety. 
He is fo exceeding fat, that it's fear'd be 1 won't

All the Princes of the Royal Family wear the 
Proff lan Order, vis. That of the Black Eagle; 
and receive it as ſoon as they are born. Tis an 
Orange Ribband, to which is appendant a Croſs 
enamel'd with blue, reſembling the Croſs of 
Malta. A Star of Silver is embroider'd on the 
Coat; and in the middle of it is an Orange 
Efcutcheon, over which is a black Eagle crown d

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know how to obey, before they come to com- 
mand; aud tis an Encouragement to the Officers 
to find themſelves fo far honour'd, as to be on a 
par in the Service, with thoſe who are born to be 
their Sovereigns. The Prince Royal has a Regi- 
ment of Horſe *. M. de Lopel f, a Major-Gene- 
ral, commanded that Regiment formerly, but 
the King preferring him to the Government of 
C:/rin, this Regiment has for Colonel M. dz 
Hretcb, a Perſon of a good Family in the new 
Marquiſate. His Father, who was one of the 
King's Lieutenant-Generals, had ſerv'd the late 
Elector Frederic William, the late King, and his 
preſent Majeſty. M. de Wreech, whom I am 
ſpeaking of, was, at his return from his Travels, 
appointed by the late King a Gentleman of his 
Bed-chamber : After that Prince's Death, his 
preſent Majeſty enter'd him into his Service, and 
gave him a Troop of "Horſe. This Gentleman 
diftinguith'd himſelf greatly in 1708, at the 
Battle of Audenardèe; where he was Aid des Camp 
to the Marſhal 4% Natzmer, then General of the 
Cavalry: He had a Horſe kill'd under him, and 
was taken Priſoner ; but the Enemy in their Flight 
not watching him very ſtrictly, he found means 
to get off when the Night came, and put an end 
to the Battle. He lay hid in a Ditch till next 
Day, in danger every Moment of being knock d 
on the Head by our own Men; but when the 
Day broke, he rejoin'd bis General, who had re- 
ceiv'd a flight Wound in the Head. M. 4 Wreech 
is one of the richeſt Subjects the King has; but

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he is worthy of his Fortune, and uſes it like a 
Man of Quality. He is certainly a valuable 
Gentleman, has a noble Soul, and Senſe and 
Knowledge enough to capacitate him to ſerve 
his King and Country both in Peace and War. 
Berlin is not a City where you ought to look 
for the moſt lively Diverſions; the King, to whoſe 
Will every body conforms, not being fond of 
them himſelf. Yet when once a Man is known 
there, he will find Amuſement enough ; for the 
People are affable and civil, make plentiful En- 
tertainments, and have very good Wine. : 
When the King 1s abſent, the Queen has a 
Drawing-room every Night, from ſeven o'clock 
till ten; when her Majeſty ſups with the Princes 
and Princeſſes of her Family, and other Perſons 
of Diſtinction of both Sexes. But when the 
King is at Berlin, the Queen keeps no Draw- 
ing-room, unleſs ſome foreign Prince happen 
to be there. Then there are Aſſemblies in the 
City alternatively, among Perſons of the firſt 
Rank, at which they ſometimes dance; and the 
King and Prince Royal frequently honour theſe 
Aſſemblies with their Preſence. When there is 
no grand Aſſembly, there are particular Societies, 
where they ſup, and play at ſmall Game. 
The Miniſters of moſt conſequence at this 
Court are Meſſieurs A /ger, Grumkau, and K1i- 
pbauſen ; theſe are they who treat of foreign 
Affairs, and thro* whoſe Hands paſs the Secrets 
of State: But the King's Prime Miniſter is the 
King himſelf, who is inform'd of every thing, 
and is defirous to know every thing. He gives

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great Application to Buſineſs, but does it with 
extraordinary Eaſe; and nothing eſcapes his Pene- 
tration, nor his Memory, which is a very happy 
one. No body knows better than he where his 
Government is ſtrong, and where 'tis weak; and 
no Sovereign in the World is of more eaſy Ac- 
ceſs, his Subjects being actually permitted to 
write to him, without any other Formality than 
ſuperſcribing the Letter, To the King. By writ- 
ing underneath, To be delivered into his Majeſty's 
own Hands, one may be ſure that the King re- 
ceives and reads it, and that the next Poſt he 
will anſwer it, either with his own Hand or by 
his Secretary: Theſe Anſwers are ſhort,” but 
peremptory ; and they prevent a tedious painful 
Attendance. The King who is an Enemy to 
vain Pomp and Pageantry, always goes abroad 
without Guards, with only a ſmall Retinue, and 
ſometimes too walks on Foot; he makes his 
Greatneſs to conſiſt in ſolid Power, in the having 
his Troops well diſciplin'd, his Places kept up 
in good Order, his Arſenals well provided, and 
his Treaſury full enough to enable him to oppoſe 
his Enemy in caſe he be attack d. He never 
aims ſo much as to diſturb his Neighbours, much 
leſs to rob them: I heard him ſay one Day, that 
he had no Intention of attacking any body, nor of 
beginning a War; but if he was attack'd, be 
evould defend himſelf the beft he could: A Con- 
duct which he has religiouſly obſerved ever ſince 
he has been plac'd upon the Throne, even to- 
wards Charles XII. King of Sweden, notwith- 
ſtanding what is ſaid of him by a certain Author, 
who from ſorry Memoirs has wrote that Prince's 
Life. But I will not deviate from my Subject. 
There's no Town in all the King of Prufſia's 
Dominions, except ba I where he has not 


been; 
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been; no Province which he does not know full 
well; not a noble Family but he can tell their 
Revenues; nor a Court of Juſtice but he is well 
acquainted with their chief Members. His Be- 
-haviour is plain; he knows no Gallantry, and 
does not eaſily pardon it in his Officers. He is 
ſo true to his Conſort the Queen, that he wiſhes 
all Men would follow his Example, and that 


every Huſband would live only with the Woman F 
whom God has allotted him. His Diverſion is 


Hunting; and for this Reaſon, he reſides com- 
monly at Potzdam or Wufterhauſen, which are 
Pleaſure-houſes four Miles from Berlin. 
generally goes on Saturdays into his Capital, 
where he holds a Council on Sunday, and returns 
on Monday. In the Winter he makes a longer 
ſtay at Berlin: But let him be either here or there, 
he is on the Parade every Day. at ten o clock, 
when his Soldiers mount the Guard ; after which 
he gives Audience to his Miniſters, and holds a 
Council, or goes abroad for the Air. At Noon 
the King 
all the Generals and Officers, the Foreign Mini- 
ſters, and all the Court in general: There he 
converſes a few Moments, and then goes into 
another Room, where he dines'with the Queen, 
the Princes and Princeſſes of, his Family, and an 
other Perſons whom he has cauſed to be invited. 
His Table is commonly fpread for eighteen 
Gueſts. After he has ſet about an Hour and 
half at Table, he retires to his Cloſet till fix at 
Night, when he appears again in the Room 
where he held his Levee: There his Majeſty 
gives Orders to the Marſhal Varterſjeben Go- 
vernor of Berlin, and to the Marſhal Natzmer 
Commandant of the Gendarmery. After this, he

appears in a great Saloon, where are 
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paſſes into a Room at ſome diſtance from his 
Apartment, to which the Queen repairs ſometimes 
with one or two Ladies in company. There are 
ten or a dozen Officers whom the King honours 
with his Confidence, who play here at Picguet, 
Ombre and Backgammon. Here they alfo ſmoak, 
and to this Place the King ſends for ſuch as he 
has a mind to talk with about yore Affairs. I 
have been there twice upon ſuch an account. 
Here there is no manner of Reſtraint, but every 
body ſits down, the King diſpenſing with all the 
Reſpect that is due to him, and at eleven o* clock 
he diſmiſſes the Company and retires. 
The King hunts when he is at Potgdam and 
Wafeerhauſen ; but in other reſpects he leads the 
ſame Life there as he does at Berlin. At Potædam 
he hunts the Stag, having for that end cauſed a 
great Foreſt to be paled in, where he has made 
noble Roads. * | 
The Caſtle at Potaam, which is very conve- 
nient, was built by the EleQor Frederic-Willinm, 
who commonly refided at it; and after having 
run his glorious Race, died here the  2gth of 
April 1688. King Frederic I. made conſiderable 
Embelliſhments to it, particularly the great Gate 
opening into the main Court of the Caſtle, which 
is an admirable Piece of Architecture that was de- 
fign'd by M. Bot, my Hero for Buildings. But 
all that the late King did, does not come up to 
the Works that have been added to it of late Years. 
The Town of Potaaam has been augmented two 
Thirds; the Streets are as ftrait as a Line, with 


* In Ju 1733, the Ring together with his Sons, the 
Prince Royal (his preſent Majeſty) and his Brother Prince 
22 made a Tour to Holland, and paid a Viſit to the 
Princeſs of Orange.

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Trees planted, and Canals cut in them after the 
Manner of Holland; the Houſes are uniform and 
built with Bricks. Beſides a great Hoſpital, 
which the King has founded here for his Soldiers 
Orphans, here is a conſiderable Fabric for Ar- 
mourers, who make all thoſe Arms for the For- 
ces and Arſenals, which were ne made at 
Liege. 

This Town is the Garriſon for the firſt Batta!- 
lon of thoſe Tall Grenadiers, fo much talk'd of 
in Europe. T proteſt to you that they exceed the 
common Report, bein ng the compleateſt, the 
fineſt and beſt-diſciplin'd Body that can be ima- 
gin'd. - The Men are of all Nations, there being | 
ſcarce a Prince in Europe but takes a Pleaſure in 
ſending Recruits to it. Some of theſe Grena- 
diers have had 1500 Crowns Liſt-Money; and 
ſeveral receive two Florins per diem: Some of 
them are very rich; others there are who trade, 
and have good Houſes at Potadam. The talleſt 
and the beſt Man among them all was one call'd 
Jonas, (lately dead) who work'd heretofore in 
the Mines of Norway. The famous Huguetan, 
whom Frederic IV. King of Denmark created 
Count de Guldenſtein, took him from the Mines, 
and preſented him to the King. He then ſtoop'd 
in the Shoulders, and hobbled in walking; but 
by tricking him up, 1 gave him that good Air 
which he want 

Tis certain, there are no Troops in the World 
where the Peaſant ſooner ſhakes off the clowniſh 
Air, and more eafily aſſumes the military one. 
This gigantic Regiment has requir'd great Pains, 
and conſiderable Sums td eſtabliſh it; and Tam | 
aſſured it has coſt the King more than ſix other 
Regiments. But tis all his Majeſty takes delight 


in; and ſurely this Prince cannot but be com- 
| mended 
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mended for giving into a Pleaſure ſo noble, and 
ſo innocent, 

Having given you ſome Account of Potzdam, 
I muſt alſo mention Charlottenbourg, another Roy- 
al Houſe, a Mile from Berlin. This Caftle 
ſtands on the Spree, ſo that one may go to it by 
Water: But the common Way is thro” the Park 
which is at the end of the great Walk from a 
new Town. 

In the late King's time, ha he was at 
Charlottenbourg, all the Road from Berlin to this 
Palace was lighted by Lanthorns erected on both 
ſides. 

Charlattenbourg was formerly call'd Lutzen- 
bourg. It was a ſmall Village belonging to M. 
Doberginſey, Steward of the Houſhold to the 
Queen (the King's Mother). He had built a 
trifling Houſe there, and that Queen taking the 
Air there one Day, liked the Situation of the Place 
ſo well, that ſhe bought it, and ſet about building 
there; but ſhe died before all the Works ſhe had 
undertaken were finiſhed. However, her Huſ- 
band King Frederic I. cauſed. them to be carried 
on, and made conſiderable Additions to them 
and in order to perpetuate the Queen's Name, 
which was Sophia-Charlotte, he cauſed Lutzen- 
Bourg to be called Charlottenbourg. This Caſtle is 
one of the moſt conſiderable Structures in Germa- 
2y ; the Apartments are grand and ſplendid, and 
the Furniture very rich. There's a Cabinet 
adorn'd with the choiceſt Porcellane, ranged in 
ſuch order as is ſurpriſing : In another Cabinet 

there are Luſtres, a Tea-Table with Diſhes, a 
Coffee-Pot, and the whole Equipage, in ſhort, of 
ſolid Gold. The Chapel is one of the moſt ſu- 
perb that can be ; every fide being adorn'd with 
Gold and Painting. The Orangery is one of the 

LED | moſt 
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moſt magnificent in Europe; not only with regard 
to the Beauty and Number of its Trees, but the 
Greatneſs of the Building in ben they are kept 
all the Winter. 

I could tell you of ſeveral more Houſes which 
the late King had in the Neighbourhood of Ber- 
lin; but as they were ſuffer d to run to ruin after 
he died, I think I had better entertain you with 
the Characters of the prime N ſobikry at this 
Court. 

The Count 4+ Wartenſieben i rs the oldeſt Mar: 
fhal. He is by Birth a Wefphrlian, and paſs'd 
his early Days in the Service of France. He was 
Commander in chief of the Troops of the Duke 
of Saxe-Gotha, when King Frederic I. called him 
to his Service. The Count ar Wartemberg, who 
was at that time the Chief Minifter, wanted a 


Perſon to be at the head of the Troops, who 
ſould be intirely devoted to himſelf: This was 


an Obedience he did not expect to find in the 
Counts de Lottum, Dhona, and Denhoff, nor in 

the other Generals whoſe long Services and Birth 
might make them aſpire to this military | 


ity. 
He believed the fitteſt Perſon to be his Tool would 


be a Foreigner that ſnould be oblig'd to him for 
his Fortune: Therefore he caus'd the Marſhal's 


- Battoon to be given to the Count 4 Warten/icben, 


who anſwer' d to a tittle the Intention of the Mini- 
ſter his Benefactor. Tis true, that he never

He did the Bufiness of his Office, and med -

may be ſaid of him, that he never deviated from 
the Path of Equity, and in Juſtice to him it muſt 
be own'd that he always did good, when it was 
in his power.

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Befides, he is too far advanc'd in years to concern 
himſelf with almoſt any Buſineſs at all. | 
The General whoſe Power is moſt rever'd, is 
the Prince Leopold of Aubalt-Deſſau. In confi: 
deration of his high Birth, and the Rank of So- 
vereign which he holds in the Empire, I 0ught to 
have nam'd him firſt; only the Count de War- 
tenſleben is the oldeſt Marſhal. > 
The Prince of Anhalt is Marſhal, Govetnes' 
of the City of Magd-bours, Colonel of a Regi- 
ment of Foot, and Knight of the Order of the 
Black Eagle. This Prince, who is a Perſon of a 
good Stature and noble Preſence, happy Features 
and a lively Aſpect, was born with all the Qua- 
liications of a General and a Soldier, being vigi- 
lant, laborious, indefatigable, equally patient of 
Heat and Cold, Want and Abundance; brave 
even to Intrepidity, and poſſibly never equalled 
= this reſpect, unleſs we except Charles XU, 
ng of Sweden: Being a Man of unexampled 
—— in military Diſcipline, he will be obey*d; 
but then he — his Soldiers when they do 
their Duty, and ſometimes makes himſelf fami- 
liar with them: A warm and conſtant Friend, 
but an implacable Enemy when he thinks himſelF 


not well us'd; haughty to his Equals, civil and 


courteous to * Inferiors. In his Youth, he was 
a Wine-Bibber, and a Deboſhee ; bat it has been 
obſerv'd, that neither Wine nor Women can de- 

tain him, when he is in the Purſuit of Glory. 
He is a religious Obſerver of his Promiſes, and 
never makes any but after mature Reflection. 

He is an Enemy to the Pomp and Conſtraint of 
the Lives of Great Men; an Oeconomiſt, per- 
haps more than becomes his Dignity ; and is an 


abſokirs Maſter in his Family and his Govern- 
ment,

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ment, having poor, but dutiful Subjects, and 
well regulated Finances. | 

The Care of the Prince of Aubalu's Edueation 
was committed to M. de Chaliſac, a Native of 
Guienne. This Gentleman found an ungovern- 
able Temper in the young Prince, which he had 
much ado to manage. The Prince happen'd 
very early to have a liking for Mademoitelle 45 
Foh/en, (whom he afterwards marry*d)- which 
being not at all pleaſing to his Mother, 
{who was born Princeſs of Orange) ſhe thought 


the beſt way to cure him of his Fondneſs for her, 


wou'd be to ſend him abroad ; and therefore ap- 
pointed M. de Chaliſac to travel with him to 
{taly, and accordingly they made that Tour. 

Chaliſac, who was my particular Friend, and 
whole Memory I honour, told me that this 
Prince's extraordinary Vivacity and Intemper- 
ance, had often made his Heart ake; but that 


whenever he happen'd to run aſtray, he was ſure 


to reclaim him by ſetting the Motives of Honour 
and Ambition in his view. To this purpoſe he 
related what happen'd when they were at Venice, 
viz. That the Prince came home one Morning 


'very much in Liquor, after having ſpent the 


whole Night in a Debauch; and M. 4% Chaliſac re- 
proving him, perhaps a little too ſharply, as the 
young Prince thought, he ran and ſnatch'd up a 
Piſtol, and returning with it to his Governor, 
ſaid, 2 ou Dog, I muſt kill you. M. de Chaliſac, 
without appearing ſurpriz'd, looking fternly at 
the Prince, made him anſwer : Shoot me if you 
think fit; but think how worthy a Figure you'll 
make in Hiſtory, <vhen it ſhall be recorded that a 
Prince of Anhalt, a Prince of a Family that has 
given Emperors to Germany, murder d his — 

| Q 
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Theſe Werds ſpoke with an Air of Authority 
made ſuch an Impreſſion on the young Prince, that 
he laid down his Piſtol, ſaying, You are indeed inthe 
right ; I ſhou'd have commurtil a willainous Action. 

The Prince on his Return from Taly to Deſſau 
ſhew'd that 'Time and Abſence had not that Ef- 
fect upon him as they generally have upon Lov- 
ers: He return'd as much in love with Made- 
moiſelle de Fohjen as he was at ſetting out. He 
marry'd her in 1698, and ſoon after, wiz. in 1701, 
ſhe was by the Emperor acknowleds'd a Princeſs 
of the Empire. He has had five Sons and two 
Daughters by her, the eldeſt of whom is dead. 

But the-Embraces of a tender Spouſe cou'd' not 
keep him at home; a Warrior he was born, and 
a Warrior he wou'd be. The War being then 
kindled between the Emperor and the French, 
the Prince went to ſerve in the Army on the 
Rhine, and was preſent at the taking of Keiſer- 

ſwaert. Soon after, King Frederic I. gave him. 
' the Command of 6000 Men, whom he ſent to 
the Emperor's Aſſiſtance in Italy, where he fig- 
naliz'd himſelf in every Campaign, but eſpecially 
at the raiſing of the Siege of Turin. The Duke 
of Savoy, afterwards King of Sardinia, with 
whom the Prince had not a very good Underſtand- 
ing, doing me the Honour to talk to me about 
him one day, ſaid, The Prince of Anhalt has too 
much Fire; but when he is ripen'd by Age, he 
will be a great General. He was born with the 
Genius of a Captain, and he has contributed to ſave 
my Crown. 

When a Neutrality was agreed on for nah be- 
tween the Emperor, his Allies, and France, the 
Prince of Anhalt was recall'd, and the King gave 
him the Command of his T roops in Flanders, 


where he maintain'd the Reputation which he had 
acquir'd 
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acquir'd in Lady, and was continued in his Com- 
mand till the — of Utrecht. 

The Obſtinacy of Charles XII. King of — 
den in refuſing to hearken to a Treaty for the Se- 
queſtration of Stetin, having oblig'd the King 
of Prafjia to make war upon him, the Prince 


of Arhalt ſerving under the King, who then 


commanded his Army in Perſon, had the Ho- 
nour to defend the Ifle of Ruger, againſt the King 
of Sweden, who came in the Night and attack*d it 
wi h Fury; but the Sevedes were repuls'd, after 
having loſt a number of conſiderable Officers in 
the Action. Since the Treaty with Sweden, 
this Prince has had no occaſion to ſignalize his 
Valour. He refides commonly at Defau, or at 
Magatbourg 3 and does not come to Court but 
when Affairs call him. He has three Sons in the 
King's Service, of whom the two eldeft have 
Regiments of their Own, and the third commands

The King, who has a 2 great AfeRion for the 
Prince of Aubalt, makes no conſiderable Regu- 
lation with regard to his Troops, or in any thing 
relating to the War- office, without his Advice. 
His Majeſty has given him confiderable Tracts of 
Land in Pruſſa, where tis ſaid the Prince is 
building not only Villages, but entire Towns. 

M. I Arubeim is the third Marſhal. This old 
Gentleman, who is paſt fourſcore, learnt the Art 
of War under two Great Maſters, the EleQor 
Frederic William of Brandenbourg, and Montecuculi 
the Rival of Turenne. 

The Marſhal 4% Natzzzer is an old Soldier alſo, 
who has ſerv'd under ſeveral Commanders with 
very great Piſtinction; particularly the Prince of 


' Waldech, General of the + Dutch Forces, the 


Prince of Orange, afterwards King of England, 
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and laſtly under the Duke of Marlborough and 
Prince Eugene of Sawey ; who had all an Efteem 
for his Valour and Military Experience; this 
Marſhal. having been in all the Battles which 
thoſe Generals fought in the Netherlands, and 
having been always wounded or had a Horſe ſhot 
under bim. 

After having mentioned the cf Command- 
ers of the King's Forces to you, I think it incum- 
bent on me to give you an Account of thoſe Per- 
ſons whoſe Credit or Employ ments have the great - 
eſt Influence upon the Government; in Which you 
will pleaſe to excuſe me; if I do not follow that 
Order I have hitherto obſerv'd in my Narrative. 
The Baron 4 gen, Firſt Miniſter of State, 
was born of an obſcure. Family in VMefphalia. 
After he had finiſhed his Studies, he commenc'd 
Secretray to M. % Meindirs, Miniſter of State 
to the Elector Frederic William, and to King Fre- 
deric I. His Diſcretion and his Induſtry ſoon 
procur'd him the Faveur of his Maſter, who put 
him Governor over his Nephew the Baron a 
Heidekam. M. d 1gen travell'd with the young 
Baron to Holland, England, and France, in 
which Tour they ſpent two Years. - At his Re- 
turn to Berlin, M. de Meinders enter'd him in 
Buſineſs, and the Elector Frederic William dying 
not long after, he procur'd him the Office of 
Secretary to the new Elector. In this Employ- 
ment he behav'd with ſuch Cireumſpection that 
he is ſtill continued in it, notwith the 
many Changes that have happen'd in the Miniſtry. 
The Baron de Fuchs, one of the moſt able Miniſters 
that ever Germany produc'd, being charnf'd with 
his Genius, gave him ſuch a Recommendation 
to the late King, that he preferr'd him to a Seat 
in the Council, where Igen ſoon found 

8 ay 
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Way to make himſelf neceſſary. The Count 4 
Wartemberg, whole Abilities were not fo great but 
| he ſtood in need of a Second, being then at the 
Head of the Council, conſulted in all matters 
with M. 4 ligen, who, after the Count de War- 
temberg retired, had the Province of Foreign Af- 
fairs commited to him ales, and has kept it 
ever ſince. 

M. 4 //gen has both Gaiem and Solidity i in his 
Temper, a lively, fruitful Imagination, - and a 
moſt pleaſing Aſpect. He is extremely ſober, 
and an excellent Oeconomiſt, being as great an 
Enemy to Pleaſure, as he is a Friend to Riches. 
He is humble ſometimes even to Exceſs; re- 
vengeful; crafty; a Maſter of his Lemper, his 
Countenance, his Tongue, and his Eyes, which 
he accommodates altogether to the Situation of 
his Affairs. As by his Parts he raiſed himſelf, 
ſo by his Parts he ſupports himſelf. He is the 
ſole Repoſitory of his own Secrets, having no 
Confidant nor Favourite to ſhare them. He is 
ſo indefatigable that he compoſes and writes all 
himſelf, keeping his Secretaries. only to copy. 
In ſhort, he works like a Day-labourer | and 
makes the Miniftry, as it were, a Handicraft. 
He ſpeaks well, but writes better; he affects 
double Entendres in his Anſwers, and artfully has 
recourſe, when he needs it, to an ambiguous Ex- 
preflion. He has ſo little ſcruple, in point of 
Oaths, that he takes and breaks them with equal 
Indifference. He never made himſelf a Creature, 
but always removed and humbled thoſe that ever 
gave him any Umbrage. That which heightens 
his Character, and proves his Genius, is, that he 
has ſupported himſelf a long time without Kin- 


dred, Friends, or S and perhaps with- 
out 
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out being too much honoured by the Favour of 
his Maſter “. n | 
M. de Grumiau, Miniſter of State, Lieutenant- 
General of the King's Forces, Colonel of a Re- 
iment of Foot, and Knight of the Orders of St. 
Andrew of Muſcovy, and of the White Eagle of 
Poland, is deſcended -of an illuſtrious Family in 
Pomerania. His Father was Grand-Marſhal of the 
Elector Frederic-Wi/liam, and died in that Poſt, 
at the beginning of the late King's Reign. M. ae 
Grumkau being left a Minor, was ſent very young 
to France, to learn his Exerciſes, where he ac-- 
quitted himſelf with Diligence, and the Appro- 
bation of his Superiors. At his return to Berlin, 
Frederic I. appointed him Gentleman of his Bed- 
chamber, and gave him a Company of Foot. 


* Since the writing of this, he is dead, and ſucceeded 
in the Management of Foreign Affairs by M. de Borct, Lieu- 
tenant-General of the King's Forces, Knight of the Black 
Eagle and St. John, Governor of Stetin, and Colonel of 
2 Regiment of Foot. This Gentleman is deſcended from a 
very good Family in Pomerania, and ſerved with Diſtinction 
in the Army in Flanders. Since the Peace of Utrecht, he 
has been twice charged with the King's Affairs at the Em- 
peror's Court, where he was highly eſteemed, eſpecially 
by Prince Eugene of Savoy, Thoſe Foreign Miniſters who 
have to do with him, and who knew M. d' Ilgen, obſerve 
a great Contrariety in the Characters of the two Miniſters. 
The one was a Man of Intrigue, Craft, and Myſtery; the 
other, of Candour, Sincerity, and a noble Frankneſs. M. 
de Tublmeier, Nephew to the late M. d' Ilgen, who is Secre- 
retary of State for Foreign Affairs, was, as it were, born to 
the Buſineſs, having been truſted from his Youth by his 
late Uncle. The Foreign Miniſters ſpeak well of him: He is 
very aſſiduous in his Office, and indeed ſuffers uo Buſineſs 
to ſleep in his Hands. 3 

The Perſon who has the Affairs Criminal in bis Cog- 
niſance, is M. de Vieban, Miniſter of State, and Auditor- 
General of the Army: He ſucceeded M. de Catjch ; is a 
Native of Cologn; and as he was at Berlin without Relations 
or Friends, his Advancement is only to be aſcribed to his 
own Merit and Abilities. 7,

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Soon after which, he married Mademoiſelle de 4 
Chewalleric, who was Maid of Honour to the 
Queen Sopoia- Charlotte. It was not long before 
he was = EE? > and during the laſt War he 
ſerved as a Brigadier i in the Army in the Nether- 
lends. At the ſame time he had the Care of the 
's Affairs with my Lord Duke of Marl. 
borough, and Prince Eugene of Savoy. His manner 
of Behaviour ſhew'd that he was fit to be em- 
ploy d in great Affairs; but the Count Wartem- 
berg, the Favourite, and Prime Miniſter, being 
jealous of his Genius, kept him as much as he 
could out of any Share in Authority, and choſe 
rather to prefer him by War, than to employ him 
in the Miniſtry. The Favourites (Meſſieurs de 
Camke) who ſucceeded IVartemberg, perceiving 
M. de Grumkau's ſuperior Abilities, were not 
more favourable to him than the Count was. 
He was preferr'd to be a Major-General at one of 
the lat Promotions that was made by the late 
King; and Frederic-Milliam, on his Acceſſion to 
to the Throne, made him Lieutenant-General, 
and Miniſter of State. ben Efe 
M. de Grumkau is good - natur d, civil, and 
affable. He has the Manners and Sentiments of a 
Man of Quality, as he really is; he is generous, 
liberal, loves Splendor and Pleaſures, but is not ſo 
much addicted to them as-to negle& the Affairs of 
the Miniſtry. He is laborious, has a clear and quick 
Apprehenſion; a pleaſant, lively, and penetrat- 
ing Fancy; and is no Enemy to Satyr, when it 
does not attack his Neighbour's Reputation, As 
he is of a beneficent Temper, he has Friends, 
and makes himſelf Creatures. Of all the Mini- 
ſters, he ſpeaks to the King with the greateſt 
Freedom; and I believe one may ſafely venture 
to 5 5 him in the Rank of F ayourites. hh

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The Baron de Kniphauſen , Minter of State, 
and Commander of the Crder of St. John, is del 
ſcended of an illuſtrious Family in Eaff-Friefland. 
In the late King's time, his Father was Preſident 
of the Chamber, which is properly, Superintend- 
ant of the #inances. No Miniſter has been em- 
ploy'd in more Embaſſies. He was the King's 
Reſident in Spain, with Charlcs III. the preſent 
Emperor; he was the ſame in.Dexamark, Muſcovy, 
and France; and every where ſupported the. Dig- 
nity of his Maſter, and the Honour of his 
Character. So many Embaſtes had very much 
diſconcerted his Affairs; and talking to me one 
Day at Paris about his Lady; who was the

M. ae Kniphauſen has a wonderful natural Ge- 
nius, and would have every Talent requiſite for 
a Miniſter, if he was not quite ſo averſe to La- 
bour; but being as lazy as his Father in- law is 
laborious, Affairs ſuffer in his Hands by Delay. 
Not but that he knows how to diſpatch — if 
he will, for nobody is more lively nor more vigi- 
lant than he, when he ſets his Heart u 


ching; but he is naturally ——— being fond 
of his Eaſe and good Cheer. 


He fell into Diſgrace, after this Account of him was. 
written, and died at his Commandery. - - 
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The Baron de Gohren, who is Director of the 
Chamber of Finances, and of the Poſt-Office, is 
a Man of a good Family in the Marquiſate of 
Brandenbourg. He has not been many Years in 
the Miniſtry, but has the Reputation of an up- 
right Man, and one not to be corrupted. He is 
very reſerved, and a Perſon of few Words, which 
give him an Air that thoſe who are not converſant 
with him miſtake for Haughtineſs. | 
M. 4 Creutz has a happy Phyſiognomy, being 
a Mixture of hard Features with mild ones, that 
carry an Air of Probity and Frankneſs, which 
of all external Appearances is undoubtedly the 
moſt advantageous. He is polite, and magni- 
ficent; has an extraordinary Vivacity, an ad- 
mirable Facility of expreſſing himſelf, and an 
eaſy, affable, and genteel Behaviour. He never 

promiſes but when he means to perform, and his 
ord may be ſafely depended on. I always 
found him very ſincere, and I cannot help ſaying, 
T love him. Frederic William called him to his 
Councils, he having been his Secretary when he 
was Prince Royal. His Aſſiduity and Punctuality 
in performing the Duties of his Office, had pro- 
cured him the King's Affection to ſuch a Degree 
that his Majeſty continues to honour him with 
His Good-will, and ou heed to his Repre- 
ſentations . 

M. 4 Creutz is one of the richeſt Subjects in 
the Country, having had a very great Eſtate by 
his Wiſe : She has alſo brought him a Daughter,

M. de Vierec is a Man of Quality, and a Na- 
tive of Mecſlemburg; his Father was Counſellor 
of State to the late King, and his Envoy-Extra- 
ordinary in Denmark. The Son, of whom I 
am now writing, quitted the Service of Duke 
Anthony Ulric of Brunſu:ic-Wolfembuttle, to be 
a Gentleman of the late 1 Bed- chamber. 
When he came to Court, he had no Relations 
there, but he was ſo happy as to raiſe himſelf 
Friends; for his modeſt Air, and his polite and 
ſubmiſſive Deportment, gain'd him the Good- will 
of the Favourites; and as he lov'd Play, he ſoop 
made himſelf acquainted with the Court- Ladies. 
who always gave him their good Word. 

In 1711, when the Count de Dohna went as 
the King's Ambaſſador to Frarncfort, for the 
Election of an Emperor, he defir'd of the King 
that M. de Vierec, who was reckon'd the moſt 
ſober young Man at Court, might be the Marſhal 
of the Embaſly, which was perform'd at the 
King's Expence. M. de Vierec acquitted himſelf 
ſo well in that Employment that he had the fame 
Poſt at the Congreſs of Utrecht. He had after- 
wards, for a while, the Care of the King's Affairs 
at the Court of France, when the Duke of Or/-ars. 
was Regent; and at his Return from thence, he 
was employed in the Regency of Cleves ; from 
whence he was call'd home to better Preferment, 
by means of Ger 1 5 whoſe Daughter he had 
married.

M. de Vieret is perfectly polite, 8 
as modeſt now as he was before he was a Miniſter; 
but he is cloſe and reſerv'd, myſterious more 
than needs ' muſt, and jealous. His Circum- 
ſpeftion, which extends to the minuteſt things, 

ave him the Air of a Minifter, before he had a 

Thought, perhaps, of ever being one. What 
with his Kindred, his Eſtate, and his Preferment, 
hei is become powerful at Court. 

Theſe, Sir, are the Perſons of the greateſt 
Conſequence at the Court of Pruſſia, with whom 
T had a particular Acquaintance. I am not fo 
vain as to think T have ed them in their true 
Colours; but ſuch as they appear d to be in my 
Eyes, I have repreſented them to you. Men are

| has been remov'd to Berlin. The preſent King 
not taking a Fancy. to it, all runs to Ruin; the

which. were not be match'd in Europe, the late 
King having procur'd the choiceſt Rarities of

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The Gallery and the Salon of Oranjebourg, which 
were furniſh'd with them, and which were 
reckon'd among the Beauties of Germany, are of 
no account now but for the Richneſs of their 
Cielings. 

From Oranjebourg, I went and lay at FERRRT- 
LIN, a Town which is only remarkable for a 
Victory gain'd here by the EleQor Frederic 
Milliam over the Swedes. The latter enter'd his 
Domunions, while he was engag'd with his Ar- 
my in defence of the Empire, then attack'd by 
the French on the Upper-Rhine. The Eleftor 
being inform'd of the Invaſion of his own Coun- 
try by the Swedes, came away from the Rhine 
with his Troops, and by one of the braveſt 
Marches that ever any General made, deliver d 
it from the Enemy. He ſurprized them in Ra- 
tenau, a Town in the Marquifate of Brandenbourg, 
the Garriſon of which he made Priſoners; and 
then continuing his March, he came up with the 
Swedes near Ferbellin, at a time when the latter 
thought him ſtill upon the Rhine, and gain'd a 
compleat Victory. A venerable old Gentleman, 
who was very near the Elector's Perſon at this 
Battle, told me, that before the Engagement 
began, the Prince, being at the Head of his Army, 
took out his Piſtols, fir d them in the Air, and 
lifting u up his Eyes to Heaven, ſaid, 7s 10 thy 

Glory, GREAT Gop, that I di Jchargt my Arms; 
defend my Cauſe, thou knoweſt it to be juſt; 7 
my | Enemies. Then drawing his Sword, and 
turning about to his Soldiers, My Comrades, ſaid 
be, 4 Are no other Defence, nor no other Wea- 
pons, but the Protection of God, your Courage, and 
my Savord.

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In this Battle, Forbeniut, the EleQor's Gentle 
man of the H orſe, perceiving that a white Steed 
which his Maſter rode, made his Perſon a very 
plain Mark for his Enemy, ſo that they had 
1ingled him out to fire at, deſir d the Prince to 
change Horſes with Rin, The Elector, who 
had à great Soul, above all Fear, reſus'd at 
nrſt to do ſo, but upon the repeated Inſtances of 
Forbenias, he conſented to it; and the Moment 
that the Gentleman mounted the Horſe which 
the Elector quitted, a Cannon- Shot kill'd him dead 
upon the Place, ſo quick, that he expir'd with- 
out the Comfort of knowing chat he had thereby 
preſerved. the Life of his Maſter. 

'HAMBURGH, a Hanſe-Town i in the Circle 
of Lower Saxony, is, without diſpute, one of the 
richeſt and moſt confiderable Towns in all the 
Empire of Germany. It depends ſolely upon its 
Magiſtrates, who are choſe by the Burghers them- 
(elves. Its Liberty has ie often conteſted by 
the Kings of Denmark, who as Dukes of Holftrin, 
pretend that Hamburgh i is built upon their Ter- 
ritory, and that therefore they ought to be the 
Sovereigns of it. The Electors of Brandenhaurg, 
and the Princes of the Houſe of Branſfwic, always 

appoſed the Incroachments of the Danes ; nor 
will they ſuffer any Power whatſoever to oppreſs 
the City of Hamburgh, becauſe, if it were poſſible, 
they would be glad to annex it to their own Do- 
mains. The City being expoſed to theſe Attacks, 
has taken all the Meaſures poſſible to be in a 
Condition to defend its Liberty. Tis very well 
fortified, maintains a good Garriſon, and has an 
Arſenal provided with all Neceſſar ies.

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Henry Baron de Gortz was born of an indepen-

He was a Man generous, noble, and magnificent, 


_ even to Profuſion; vigilant, full of Projects and

had once form'd ; whoſe Ambition was bound 
leſs, and who always aim'd to do ſomething 
to be talk d of. In the North there was no 
Intrigue in which he had not a Hand, and 
into which he did not likewiſe draw his 
Maſter, whom he puſh'd upon Enterprizes ſo 
far above his Power to execute, that he thereby 
loſt his Dominions. The Baron d+ Gorez thought

Bat after be Death of Charles XII. te was. 
kill'd at the Siege of Frederich/ball, in the Month 
of December, the Swedes did not fail to puniſſi 
him; for the Baron, before he cou'd have In- 
telligence of the King's Death, was actually put 
under an Arreſt; and upon that Occaſion he ſaid 
to the Officer, Surely the King nuſt be dead!

Alas! ſaid he, I am born 
a free Baron of the Empire. Sweden cannot tale 
from me what it never gave me; and if I had 
really deſeru'd. to be 'degraded, none has a Right 
to ao it but abe Emperor. Having requir'd one 
of his Valets de Chambre to undreſs him, he 
deliver d the Ribband- of the Order of the Black 
Eagle of Pruſſia to a Gentleman who ſtood near 
him, and enjoin'd him to carry it to one of his 
Kindred, that he might return it to the King of 
Pruffia,' Then he fell on his Knees, without 
ſhewing the leaſt Sign of Fear; and receiv'd 
the Stroke of Death with a Conſtancy of which 
there are very few Examples.

All its Buildings are of Timber, except the 
Churches, the Cactle, and the Houſe of Cor- 
rection, which are of Brick.

After the Death of George William, the laſt 
Duke of Zell x, this City, and its Dependancy, 
the Duchy of Lunenbourg, devolv'd to his Ne- 
Phew Gorge, Elector of  Brunſavic-Hanover, 
afterwards King of Great Britain. This Prince 
had a Regency at Zell, which judged all Cauſes, 
without any Appeal but to the Council of State 
at Hanover. ' The Preſident of it at this time is 
the Baron de Frigſberg, a Perſon of a good Family 
ip the Country of Hilaeſbeim; who has been a 
long time the Elector's Envoy at the Diet of 
Ratiſbon, where T knew him, and received a 
world of Civilities from him. He is eſteem'd 
for the prudent Management of his Office, and 
his noble Manner of living. There are a great 
many Perſons of Quality ſettled at Zell, who for 
a trifling Expence enjoy the Pleaſures of agree- 
able Society.

M. de Hattorf is not only the Miniſter's Son, 
but has been his Co- adjutor, for they had both 
the War-Office in their Province; for which 
Reaſon they were call'd Londois and Barbe ſfeuæ, 
a Compariſon which does no Diſhonour either 
to the one or to the other; for if the two Har- 
torfs. have not made ſuch a Blaze in the World, 
tis becauſe they had not a Leauis XIV. for their 
Maſter, for they were not inferior to the French 
Miniſters in Capacity, and Application to Buſi- 
neſs, and had not their Pride and Arrogance.

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Between Hanover and Herenhauſen there are 
two fine Seats; of which, one is call'd Fantaſie, 
i e. the Whim; and the other, Montbrillant, 
or, Monnt-Pleaſant. They were built by two 
Sifters-in-law, wiz. Madame ade'' Kilmenſech, 
(who after her Huſband's Death, was by King 
George I. created Counteſs of Arlington) and the 
Counteſs of Platen. Theſe two Houſes are a 
Proof of the good Taſte of thoſe Ladies, who 
were really an Honour to Germany, for their 
Beauty, good Senſe, Manners, and Genius. 
They both dy'd in their Prime, a little time af - 
ter one another; my Lady Arlington in England, 
and the Counteſs of Platen at Hanover, to which 
ſhe was not only an Ornament, but à Luſtre. 

The Dominions of Haxover are ſo conſiderable 
that J have been aſſured the Revenues are no 
leſs than fix Millions of Crowns per Aun.

 Hamelen upon the Weſer is the only Town 
that can be reckow'd a Place of Defence. Ha- 
nover, Zell, and; Lunenbourg, have Ramparts ; 
Harbourg, a Caſtle, or Citadel; but all ſo in- 
conſiderable, that they are not worth mentioning. 
There are few Sovereigns-whoſe Finances are 
in ſo good a Condition as this Elector's; which 
has been the happy Produce of three ſucceeding 
Reigns; and the good Oeconomy wherewith 
they were managed by the three laſt Princes of 
the Electoral Family, has contributed infinitely 
to the Figure it makes at this time. Mean while, 
notwithſtanding theſe Regulations, the People 
were never oppreſs'd, and the Princes always 
lived with a Splendor ſuitable to their Grandeur. 
Erneft Auguſtus obtained the Electoral Dignity, 
not without making great Preſents to the Court 
"FOb.4.

- GeorGE I. his Son and Succeſſor, 1 up 
a conſiderable Body of Troops, and had a very 
ſplendid Court. As his Acquiſitions were great, 
he diſtributed his Favours wherever he was in- 
form'd there was a Neceſſity; and when he came 
to the Throne, he made no Reform in this 
Court; ſo that their not ſeeing him was the 
only Token of his Abſence.

STR, Blanckenbourg, July 30, 1729. 


WAS ſix Hours travelling from Hanover to. 
I BRuxswic, the Capital of the Duchy of 
that Name, whic! is a very great City, with 
Houſes for the moſt part of Timber. It was 
formerly a Free and Imperial City, and one of 
the Hauſe- Towns; but falling under the Sove- 
reignty of the Princes of the Houſe of Brunſwic, 
they reduc'd it to a Level with the other Towns 
of their Dominions. It belongs to the Duke of 
Brunfuic-Luneubourg-Wolfembuttle, The Duke 
Anthony Ulric began to fortify it; and his Son 
Aug uſtus William, the preſent Duke *, perfected 
what remain'd unfiniſh'd at his Father's Death, 
and made Brunſbic a Place which cannot be be- 
ſieged without a numerous Army: But then on 
the other hand, it would require ſuch an Army 
to garriſon it as the Duke could not furniſh with- 
out the Help of his Neighbours, and which be- 
fides, wou'd not perhaps be extraordinary con- 
venient for him to introduce. The ſaid Duke has 
cauſed a new Palace to be built, which is large and 
magnificent, and the Furniture is rich, new, and

appear to me to be a Houſe of any conſequence. 

The Fairs at Brunſwric contribute very much 
to make it a rich and famous City, there being 
two held every Vear, and a conſiderable Trade 
carried on at both. 

There is very good Diverſion during theſe 
Fairs; for then all the Ducal Family are generally 
at Brunſwic; to which foreign Princes come 
often, and there is always a great Concourſe of 
the Nobility. The Duke ſends every Morning 

to invite the Quality of both Sexes, who at 

Noon repair to the Palace. The Grand-Marſhe!, 

for avoiding all Diſputes about Precedency, 

cauſes the Ladies to be match'd with the Gentle - 

men by the drawing of Tickets; and ſometimes 
it happens that a Ducheſs is at the lower end of 

the Table, which is ſerv'd with very great Magniſi- 
cence and Elegance. When there are too many 
Gueſts to fit at one Table, the two Brothers keep 
_ each a ſeparate Table at his own Palace. At 
Night, the Company repair to the German

It was built by Duke Anthony Ulric, one 
of the moſt magnificent Princes of his time, and 
one who had the moſt elegant Taſte. This Houſe 
is worthy of nice Obſervation. It has a great Gal- 
lery with a Collection of Pictures in it by the chief 
Painters, which is not to be met with elſewhere. 
In one great Cabinet there is very fine Porcel- 
lane; and in another, a vaſt number of Veſſels and 
Urns painted by Raphael. In ſhort, the Curious 
can't want here for Entertainment, 
The Road from Brunſtvic to WorFEMBUTTLE 
is as pleaſant as moſt Roads. We croſs a little 
Wood through which there are ſeveral Routes cut, 
3 and 
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and as we come, near the 'Town, ſeveral pretty 
Seats appear in view. 

The Town of Molſimbutele is not half ſo big 
as Brunſwic, nor is it better built, the Houſes be- 
ing of Timber. The Fortiſications ſeem to me to. 
be in good Repair. 'The Caſtle or Ducal Palace, 
1s ancient, and makes no great Appearance, but 'tis 
commodious, and has good Lodging-Rooms. 
That which moſt deſerves the Attention of a Tra- 
veller, is the Library, which is one of the beſt cho- 
ſen in Europe, and contains very ſcarce Books aud 
Manuſcripts. _ 

As I had left the Court at Brunſwic I did not 
ſtay many Hours at Wolfembuttle, but came to lie 
here at BLANCKENBOURG, where I have all that, 
Heart can with for. 

The Duke is as affable and as civil a Prince as 
any in the World, In his Vouth he viſited the 
principal Courts in Europe, where he contracted a 
great Politeneſs, and a ſolid Taſte of Elegancy. 
He loves the Belles Lettres, protects the Arts and 
Sciences, and looks out for Men of Ability to ſerve 
him. He is magnificent, generous, a good Prince, 
and a kind Maſter. He was at one and the ſame 
time, the Father of an Empreſs, and the Grand- 
father of an Emperor. As a Father, he has a con- 
ſiderable Penſion from the Emperor of Germany; 
and as a Grandfather, he has been honour'd with 
the Order of St. Andrcau of Muſcovy, founded by 
Peter the Great, which is a blue Ribbon, with 

St. Andrew's Croſs appendant to it, enamell'd 
with Blue. This Prince is alſo a Commander of 
Suplenbourg, a Commandery of the Order of St. 
John, annexed to the Houle of Brunſawic. He has 
had three Daughters by his Wife E lixabetb- Chriſ 
tina of Octingen. 

The Ducheſs, tho' advanc'd in Years, retains

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an Air of Grandeur and Majeſty which ſtrikes the 
Beholders, and her Features diſcover the Marks 
of that ſhining Beauty which ſhe had in her Youth. 
But what renders this Princeſs more venerable than 
even her Birth, is her ſolid Piety, her juit Diſcern- 
ment, her lively Imagination, her noble and eaſy 
manner of expreſſing herſelf, and her Principles of 
Humanity, accompany'd with a e ye 
from all Oſtentation. 

I had the Honour to pay my Duty to her at 

Brunfwic, ſome Years ago, when ſhe receiv'd me 
with ſuch Tokens of Goodneſs as rejoic'd my very 
Heart; and upon all Occaſions ſince, ſhe has been 
pleas'd to give me freſh Proofs of it. As Ican be 
of no Service to this Princeſs in any Caſe, nor ſo 
happy as to be able to contribute to her Glory, 
tis my Ambition to make every one, and you, 
Sir, in particular, ſenſible of the Reſpect and At- 
tachment with which I am devoted to her, and 
of the grateful Senſe I have of the Benevolgnce 
with which ſhe has honour'd me. 

The Courtiers of Blanckenbourg are, like their 
Maſter, very polite. M. de Munchamnſen is the 
chief of the Duke's Council, and was formerly 
in the Service of the Duke of Wolfembuttle. He 
is a Gentleman of great Learning, Labour, and 
Vigilance, and has. a diſtin and noble Manner 
of Deliv ery. He is heartily attach'd to his Maſ- 
ter; and the Courtiers ſeem'd to me to have an 
Eſteem and Affection for him. Men of ſolid 
Judgment, and who have been more converſant 
with this Minifter than I, have aſſur'd me that he 
is one of the greateſt Genius's at this preſent i in 
Germany.*

TD ROM Blanctenbourg we have till'd Lands, 

and fruitful Fields; with Woods of Oak in- 
terſpers'd all the way, till we come to Macpt- 
BOURG, the Capital of a Duchy of that Name, 


The Duke of Planckenboarg being become Duke of Wol- 
fembuttle, by the Death. of his Brother, has ſcarce made any 
Alteration in his Court, The Perſons who were heretofore. 
his Creatures and Fayourites continue in the ſame Employ- 
ments. The Ducheſs Dowager remains at Brunſevic, in the 
fine Houſe which the late Duke caus*d to be built; and of 
which the ſaid Prince made a Preſent to her, with all ite 
rich Furniture. This Princeſs is immenſely rich, and lives 
with very great Dignity. Her Steward is M. de Wederkepf, 
who was formerly Privy Counſellor to the King of Denmark, 
and his Envoy Extraordinary at the Court of France. 

formerly 
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formerly an Archbiſhopric, but ſeculariſed at the 
Treaty of W:/iphalia, in favour of the Houſe of 
Brandenbourg, to whom that Duchy was yield- 
ed in exchange for their reſigning Hither-Pomera- 
via to Saueden. This City has for theſe two Cen- 
turies paſt, ſuffer d very much. It was beſieg'd 
by the Emperor Charles V. who ſqueez d conſi- 
derable Sums from it. But it fared worſe in that 
unhappy War which divided Germany during the 
Space of 30 Years ; for the Counts de Tilly and 
Papenbeim commanding the Imperial Army in 
1631, took it by Storm, put the Inhabitants to the 
Sword, and reduc'd the whole City almoſt to Aſhes. 
Nevertheleſs, tis ſince pretty well recover'd, and 
has ſome fine Houſes. The great Square before 
the King's Palace has few equal to it for its Ex- 
tent, and for the fine Houſes that encompaſs. it, 
which are all uniform, three Stories high, and 
were all raiſed in this Reign. In this ſame Square 
there's an Arſenal, which really is not ſo magniſi 

cent as that of Berlin, but may be rank'd among 
the chief Arſenals in Europe. This a populous 
Town, and. has a more flouriſhing Trade than any 
other City in the King of Praia s Dominions. 
The great Church, which was formerly the 
Metropolitan, is ancient, and one of the largeſt and 
moſt magnificent Buildings in Germany. It has 
ſtill ſome Reliques to ſhew, particularly the Baſon 
in which Pilate waſhed his Hands, after having 
paſs d Sentence of Death upon our Saviour; the 
Lanthorn * which Judas made uſe of when he 
went to apprehend him ; a Thorn of the Crown 
that was planted on his Head; and things of the 

like kind, | | 
* The Treaſury of St. Dennis, near Paris, boaſts alſs of 


this Lanthorn; ſo that Judas muſt have had at leaſt two 
Lanthorns, | : 
The 
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The Chapter of Magdebourg is ſtill, bating the 
change of Religion, on the ſame footing as before 
the Reformation. 'The Canons muſt all make Proof 
of their Nobility ; tho tis a Punctilio with which 
the King, who confers all the Prebends and Dig- 
nities of the Chapter, ſometimes diſpenſes. The 
preſent Provoſt is the Duke of Saxe-Barbi, who 
ſucceeded his Father in that Dignity, which brings 
him in 12000 Crowns a- year. He lives in a fine 
Houſe on the great Square, fronting the Palace, 
built by the Order of King Frederic I. who alſo 
caus'd a Citadel to be erected here, on the other 
Side of the Elbe, over which there is a Bridge. 
That King began likewiſe to fortify the Town; 
and King Frederic William, who carried on, and 
finiſhed, the Fortifications, has now made Ma gde- 
bourg one of the moſt important Places in Zurope. 
M. de Walrave, Chief Engineer, had the Directi- 
on of thoſe Works, which are a Proof of his great 
Abili 

The Ms Margrave Albert of ee *, Bro- 
ther to the late King Frederic I. is * of 
the Duehy of Magdebourg ; as is the Prince of 
Aubauli-Deſſaa of the Town, where he has a nu- 
merous Garriſon under his command. The Ar- 
ſenal, which is a fine Structure, and full of Cannon, 


= and ſmall Arms, is worth ſeeing. 


The King of Pruſſia having it much at heart to 
render Magdebourg a flouriſhing Town, has tranſ- 
ferr'd the Regency of the Duchy hither, which 
was heretofore at Halle; and for this Reaſon there 
arefeveral good Houſes in the Town. The Duchy 
of Magdebourg is one of the beft Provinces in the 

Pru/fan Dominions. It has a great Income from 
the Elbe, and the Selr-Works. The Catholies are

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allowed a Toleration of their Religion in the 
Duchy, and have Churches in the Town. La 

The Roads from Magacbourg to Leipſic, are ſo 
bad at this time, by 3 of the Rains that have 
fallen for ſome Days paſt, that J have been three 
Days in getting from the one Town to the other. 
Indeed I went {ome Leagues out of my way, on 
purpoſe to ſee Bax RI and ConTen. The firſt of 
theſe Towns belongs to a Prince of the Honſe of 


Saxony, of the Branch of Weiſſenfeld; and has no- 


thing conſiderable but the Prince's Palace, which 
makes a good Appearance, and has commodious 
Apartments, elegantly furniſhed. There is a Sa- 


lon, and a Cloſet, the Cielings of which are paint- 


ed by Peine, and not the worſt things he has done. 
The Palace has Gardens, delightfully ſituate bythe 
Side of the Elbe. The Duke de Barbi is the only 
Prince of the Houſe of Saxony who profeſſes the 
Calvinift Religion, in which he was educated 
by his Father, who was at firſt a Lutheran. 
This Prince is a comely, handſome, Man. 
He married N 4% Wirtemberg-Oels*, but has 
no Children. . He has been im the Service of 
Pruſſia, and is Grand Provoſt of the Chapter of 
Magdebourg, and Knight of the Order of the 
White Eagle of Poland. - Ge ts

Lese ſtands in a fruitful Plain. This City, 
ſo famous for its Fairs, and for its Univerſity, 
may juſtly paſs for the Jewel of the Electorate of 
. Saxony ; not only for the Beauty of its Structures, 
but for the conſiderable Revenue which it yields 
to its Sovereign, the King of Poland. is 
ſmall, and fac d with Ramparts, and a Ditch; 
- but all theſe Fortifications are of little Conſe- 
. quence. Its Caſtle, or rather Citadel, which 
Joins to the Town, is a Place of greater Import- 
. ance. | There is always a good Garriſon and 
Governor in it, who is at preſent General Baum- 
garten. As the Caſtle paſſes under the De- 
nomination of the King's > Honky. -the Roman 
. Catholics have had a Chapel there ever ſince 
Auguſtus II. embraced their Religion. 
The Suburbs of Leipſic are very large. The 


| City has four Gates newly built of Free-Stone, 


which are magnificent, tho? not according to the 
Rules of Architecture. 

At each Gate they have newly ſet up a Mile- 
Poſt, ſuch as the Romans had formerly. There 
are the like Poſts at the Gates of all the Towns, 
and even at the Villages in the Electorate of Sax- 
ony. From hence they count the Leagues, Which

are divided at the end of every Quarter of a 
Mile, by other Poſts not ſo big, upon all the 
oreat Roads, ſhewing the Diftances of the Places, 
and of the chief Towns; which is a mighty Con- 
venience to Travellers, who were heretofore often 
impos'd upon by the Poſt-Maſters, as to the 
Length of the Roads. rad: - 03 Shut! 
The Houſes of Leipic are large, very high, 
and ſubſtantially built of Free-Stone ; and their 
being adorn'd with great fine Windows, helps to 
ſet them off to the Eye. The Ground-Floors 
of moſt of the Houſes are Warehouſes, in which 
the foreign Merchants ſtore the Goods they ſell at 
the Fairs, which are three in Number every 
Year, viz. at New-year's-day, Eafter, and Michael 
maſs, The Concourſe of Foreigners here, at 
the Fair-Seaſon, is ſo great, that tis often a hard 
matter to get a Lodging here for Love or Money: 
I myſelf ſaw in 1709, at the New-year's Fair, 
the late King of Pruſſia, the King and Queen of 
Poland, and 44 Princes or Princeſſes of Sovereign 
Families. The twa Kings and the Queen lodged 
at the Houſe of Appel, a Merchant; where the 
King of Poland always reſides when he comes to 
Lei pfic. 3 i ee 
The Univerſity, formerly ſo famous, is very 
much decay d: That of Halle, its Neighbour, 
and its Rival, in the King of Prufia's Dominions, 
takes away a great many Students from it. They 
ſay that for ſome time paſt there have been more 
able Profeſſors. at Halle, where beſides tis much 
cheaper living than at Leipfic; and where the 
Students are not ſuch Spendthrifts, nor ſo much 
addicted to Expence and Gallantry. 4 
The Gardens of Meſſieurs Appel and Poſe, 
Merchants, in the Suburbs, are worth ſeeing. 
The Firſt is large and magnificent; In the Second 
are 
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are very uncommon Plants, cultivated with v 
great Care. The Gardeners of Leip/ic, who are 
reckon'd the beſt in all Germany, value themſelves 
upon forcing Nature; ſo that I have ſeen here 
at Eaſter Fair, the Fruits, Flowers, and Pulte, 
of all the Seaſons. The Aſparagus here is de- 
licious, and extraordinary large. Another Nicety 
at Leięſic, is its Larks, which are ſent over all 
Germany; nay, to Poland, Holland, and Den- 
mark, I was aſſured, but I will not vouch fot 
the Truth of it, that the very Cuſtom-Duty paid 
for Larks at e amounted to 12000 Crowns 
a- year; which Sum I thought the more conſider- 
able, becauſe I think I have heard it ſaid, that 
60 Larks pay but a* Groſh the Duty ; judge then 
how many there muſt be to make up the Sum of 
12000 Crowns. But be it true or falſe, tis cer. 
tain that there is not a Country in the World 
where theſe Birds are taken in ſuch Quantities; ⁵ 
for, from Michaelmaſs to Martinmaſs, the Fields 
are cover'd with 'em. wy 
Another Singularity is the Multitude of Night- 
ingales, in the Woods near Leipfic ;| whereof 
they take great Numbers, and keep them in 
Cages: The Innkeeper's Daughter where I 
| lodged, had ſeven of them; and I have ſeen a 
many at other Houſes. _ 
"Tis ſurprizing that ſo plentiful a Country as 
Saxony ſhou'd have no better Ordinaries. I do 
not mean Leipfic and Dreſden, where, conſider- 
ing one is in Germany, we come off pretty well; 
tho? were it ſo in Holland, the Netherlands, or in 
Fance, we ſhou'd not think ourſelves well 
us*'d. I mean the little Towns and Villages in a 
Road ſo frequented as that from Leipfic to Dre/-

Setting out from Leipſic, at the opening of the 
Gates, I came betimes to WERrRMsTOREF, or 
HuBERTSBOURG, (St. Hubert's Palace) a mag- 
nificent Hunting-Seat, which tbe EleQoral Prince 
of Saxony is building at the Entrance of a Foreſt, 
where there are ſeveral Roads cut. This Houſe 
is five Miles from Leipſic, and eight from Dre/- 
Jen; and when tis finiſhed, will be large and 
magnificent: Men are hard at work upon it, 
and the main Body of it is already compleated. 
Their Royal Highneſſes, the Prince and Princeſs, 
generally hunt here at Spring and Autumn. The 
Equipage for the Stag-hunting is very fine, the 
Liveries being Yellow, with Facings of blue Vel- 
vet, and Silver Lace at all the Seams.. _ | 

After I had walk'd an Hour or two at Hubert/- 
bourg, I proceeded on my Journey, and came 
to Dinner at Merss8n, the Capital of Mi/zia, 
This City has nothing particular, beſides, its 
Manufacture of Porcellane, which is ſo finely 
painted and enamell'd with Gold, that is is more 
beautiful than the Porcellane of Japan, and much 
dearer, The Invention of it is owing to an 
Alchymiſt, or one that pretended to be ſuch; 
who had perſuaded a great many People he cou'd 
make Gold. The King of Poland beliey'd it 
as well as others, and to make ſure of his Perſon, 
causꝰ' d him to be committed to the Caſtle of Konig- 

ſtein, three Miles from Dre/den. There, inſtead 
of making Gold, that ſolid precious Metal, which 
puts Mankind on committing ſo many Follies, he 
uvented brittle Porcellane ; by which in 2 
| enſe 
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ſenſe he made Gold, becauſe the great Vend of 
that Ware brings a deal of Money into the Coun- 


After having paſs'd the Elbe, over a wooden 
Bridge, going out of Meiſſen, I came in leſs than 
three Hours to DRESDEN, the Capital of the Elec- 
torate of Saxony. The City is pretty large, forti. 
fy'd with Art and Regularity ; and very light- 
ſome. Its Houſes are high and ſubſtantial, the 
Streets broad, ſtrait, well pav'd, neat, and in the 
Night-time well lighted. There are great Squares 
in it; and the whole City is ſo well laid out, that 
Dre/den may be rank'd among the fineſt in the 
Word. | 

The Elbe divides it into two Parts; which are 
diſtinguiſh'd by Old and New Dreſaen, and join'd 
together by a Bridge of Stone. 4 

In order to give you a more perfect Idea of 
this City, I ſhall point out to you ſuch things as 
I took moſt notice of. I ſhall begin with Old 
Dreſden, which is the firſt that we come to from 
Mer ſſen. At the Entrance of the Town, on the 
right hand, there is a great Houſe, call'd the Pa- 
lace of the Indies, or Holland Houſe, which the 
King bought ſome Vears ago of his Prime Mi- 
niſter, the Marſhal: Count 4% Fleming. All the 
Rooms of this Palace, which conſiſts of three 
Stories, are ſo many Cloſets of Japan and China 
Wares. I don't believe that all the Warehouſes 
in Amſterdam put together, are capable of fur- 
niſhing ſuch a Quantity of uncommon old Porcel- 
lane, as is to be found here. The Value of it is 
computed at a Million of Crowns. The very 
Houſhold-Goods are Indian. There is one Set 
of Furniture, the like of which I never ſaw elſe- 
where: It conſiſts of Feathers of various 7 
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ard all natural ; inlaid wich ſo much Art, that it 
might be taken for a fine flower d Sattin. | 
This magnificent Palace has a Garden belong- 
ing to it, which looks towards the Elbe. It is a- 
dorn'd with Statues of white Marble, which the 
King caus'd to be purchas'd at Rome, of the Car- 
dinals Annibal and Alexander Albani, Nephews to 
Clement XI. Theſe Statues are much more priz'd 
here than they were at Rome. 5 29) 1.0" 
Near the Palace of the Indies ſtands that of the 
Cadets; a magnificent Structure built by the 
States of Saxony, for maintaining two Companies 
of Cadets, all Gentlemen of the Country; who 
are there inſtructed in all the Sciences fitting for 
Perſons of Quality. | r 
Farther up in the ſame Street there is an Am- 
phitheatre, or Area, for the Battles of wild Beaſts; 
of which a great number is kept for that purpoſe. 
Here are Lions, Tygers, Bears; in ſhort, all the 
fierceſt Animals from the four Quarters of the 
World. wh £ | 
The Bridge over the Elbe, which joihs old 
Dreſden to the New, is ſcarce to be parallell'd, 
either for its Length or Subſtance. It has lately 
been made broader by forming Demi-Arches 
which ſupport the Riders c ach fide. The Bar- 
riers are of Iron, well u ought. An Equeſtrian 
Statue of the King is going to be erected upon it. 
The Palace or Caſtle joins to the Bridge, at the 
Entrance of new Dreſden. This is an ancient 
Structure, which makes but a mean Appearance; 
and 'tis ſaid, that the King intends it ſhall be 
pull'd down, and another built in its room; and 
that his Majeſty has ſet apart eight Millions of 
Crowns for the Expence of it. £7, 

The Infide of the Caftle ſurpaſſes the Outſide. 
The State-Room is ſplendidly furniſh'd.. The 
| _ Dae 
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Great Gallery eontains ſeveral Curioſities, ſuch as 


antique Buſts, Veſſels, and Pictures. 
This Palace has two Chapels, one of which be- 


longs to the Roman Catholics, and the other to 
the Lutherans, The firſt was heretofore the Thea - 
tre for Operas, but the King turn'd it into a Cha- 


pel, upon account of the Marriage of his only Son 


with the Archducheſs, eldeſt Daughter to the Em- 
peror Joſepb; the ſecond was always the Chapel of 
the Electors of Saæony. The King might, if he 


d, have order'd Maſs to be celebrated in it, 
t he would not give his Subjects that Handle 


. for Complaint; beſides the late Queen, his Wife, 
having always ſtuck to the Lutheran Religion, in 


which ſhe was born, he left her that Chapel for 


her uſe. The Treaſure of it is extremely rich, 
and contains Veſſels, Chaſubles, and other things 


heretofore conſecrated and given to this Chapel 


5 by the Piety of the Electors. 


The Royal Treaſury, commonly call'd the 


_ Grune Gew 47 (the Green Vault) is in the Palace. 
They are three'arch'd Rooms, which contain im- 


menſe Riches, and ſhine all over with Gold, Pre- 


cious Stones, and Diamonds. Tis one of the

fineſt Places in the World. There are ſeveral Sets 
of Brilliant Diamonds, Rubies, Emeralds, Pearls, 


Sapghires, and other Precious Stones. Every Set is 
compleat, and conſiſts of Buttons for Clothes, Loops 
for Hats, Swords, Hangers, Canes, Sleeve-But- 
tons, Sboe- Buckles, Muffs, and 8word- Belts, Snuff 
Boxes, Watches, Tweezer-Caſes, Pocket-Books ; ; 
in ſhort, all the Jewels that can poſſibly be imagin- 


ed, even to the Furniture of a Horſe; ſo that were

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To the Caſtle belongs a Garden, call'd the Zæuin- 
ger Garten, which is the Twilleries of Dreſden, but 
not extenſive enough to deſerve the Name of a 
Garden. Tis encompaſs'd with Buildings of Free- 
Stone, which are Green-Houſes for Orange-Trees. 
The Structure conſiſts but of one Floor, on which 
are rais'd fix large Pavilions, viz. Three in Front at 
the Entrance, two on the Sides, and one over the 
Portico at the Entrance ; which have all a Commu- 
' nication with one another, by a Platform that has 
Baluſtrades adorn'd with Statues. It wauld be hard 
to ſay what Order of Architecturę prevails moſt in 
this Edifice, the Carv'd-Work with which it is de- 
corated being more of the Gothic than the modern 
Taſte. 15 


Near to this Building there's a Palace which 


makes a great Shew, but the Apartments are by 
much too ſmall, and too low for the Ornaments em- 
ploy'd about them. The King caus'd this Houſe to 
be built for the Counteſs Je Caſel, at the time when 
that Lady was in high Favour. No Coſt was 
ſpar'd in it; but tis pity that a more ſkilful Archi- 
tect had not been pitch'd upon to conduct it. 
There are five or ſix other Houſes, which are 
here call'd Hotels, but in Ealy would certainly paſs 


for Palaces. The Hotel de Fubl in the Street of | 


Pirnitz is one of this number, It was erected by 
the Great Marſhal % Fuhl, who on his Death-bed 
left it to his Wife, of whom it was purchas'd by 
the Count de Fleming. That Miniſter fold it ſoon 
after to the King, who made conſiderable Embeliſh- 


ments in it, and furniſhed it richly. In this Con- 


dition his Majeſty gave it in 1728. to the Marſhal 
de Wackerbarth, to make him amends when he 
had been burnt out of the Houſe he liv'd in, as 


Governor of Dre/den. After this, the Govern- 


or's Houſe being rebuilt, the King bought the 
other Houſe again of the Count de Wackerbarth, 
VoI. I. . and 
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and has made it a Depoſitary of his Medals, Anti- 


quities, and Curioſities. 
Io be ſure you have heard that this Fire broke 
out at the Governor's Houſe in the Night- time, 
while the King of Prufia was here. His Majeſty 
actually lodg'd at the Governor's Houſe; and was 
in Bed when the Fire burſt out with ſuch Fury that 
he had but juſt time to make his Eſcape in his 
Night-Gown, and to fave a little Box in which 
there were Papers of Conſequence ; for the Floor of 
his Bed-Chamber fell in, the Moment after the King 
was gone out of it. An Officer, his Wife, and her 
Maid-Servant, periſhed in the Flames. The Count 
de Wackerbarth only ſav'd his Wardrobe and his 
Plate; for his fine Library, and a noble Collection 
which he had of Drawings, one of the compleateſt 
and beſt choſen Sets in Europe, were conſumed. 
The Hotel of Hoyhm is the moſt conſiderable 
Building in Dreſaen. In about fix Years time it 
had four different Owners. It was founded by the 
King's Favourite, the Count de Firztahbm *, his Great 
Chamberlain, and Miniſter of State; who having 
been kill'd in a Duel at Warſaw, by the Count ae 
St. Gilles, a Piedmonteſe that came to Poland to 
ſeek his Fortune, his Widow ſold it to Marſhal 
Fleming, who dying at Vienna not long after he had 
purchaſed it, the Houſe fell to his Son, a weakly 
Child, who did not long ſurvive him. His Mother, 
who was a Radxiwil, was his Heireſs, and one of the 
greateſt Matches in Europe. She was ſoon after 
married again to a Polander, whom ſhe follow'd _ 


- * He had been in the King's Service ever fince he was only 
Prince of Saxony, and always took care to keep in Favour ; he 
being, of all the Favourites, the Perſon that had the greateſt 
Share of the Princ='s Confidence : Nevertheleſs, he ow'd his 
Advancement, and his illuſtrious Poſt of Miniſter of the Cabi- 
net, to the Intereſt of the Counteſs de Coſel, who caus'd the 
Chancellor Beichling, who had always been the Favourite Mi- 
niſter, to be tum'd out, E 
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his own Country; and when ſhe left Dre/den, ſhe 
ſold her Houſe to the Count 4. tits who at pre- 
ſent occup ies it. 
Not far from this Houſe are the King's Stables, 
which are well worth ſeeing, there being a great 
number of wonderful fine Horſes, and ſome of all 
ſorts of the rareſt Breeds. Over the Stables are 
Rooms full of fine Equipage, conſiſting of ſumptuous 
Saddles and Houſings, Sleds and magnificent Har- 
neſs. Many of theſe Equipages are of the Turk; 
Mode, and plated with maſſy Silver, adorn'd with 
recious Stones. 
The Arſenal, which is much boaſted of here, can- 
not be reckon'd a fine one by any but ſuch as have 
not ſeen the Arſenal of Berlin, to which it is not to 
be compar'd. There are ſeveral Rooms in it full 
of Arms, Braſs Canon, Helmets, and 9 
which are the Tapeſtry of Arſenals. 

Thus, Sir, you have all that I obſerved in Dref- 
den: It remains for me to give you ſome Account 
of its Suburbs, and of the Pleaſure-Houſes which 
the King has in the Neighbourhood of this City. 

The Suburbs of Dreſden are very extenſive, but 
have no Building of Conſequence, except the Palace 
in the King's great Garden, built by his Majetty's 
Mother, and that called the Tu-4:4 Palace, becauſe 
it is furniſh'd entirely after the 7ar4; 2 manner. 
The King gave an Entertainment at chis Palace to 
the Princeſs his Daughter- in- law, on account of 
her Arrival at Dreſden, which was to particular that 
1 think it deſerves a Digreſſion. 

Upon the Feaſt-Day, the whole Court * 
at the Turki/+ Palace, in the Habits of Tars. The 
King came in the Dreſs of a Sultan, but without 
any Attendance. His Majeſty was ſoon after fol- 
low'd by the Princeſs his Daughter-in-law, with her 
Ladies. Her Royal Highneſs, for whom the En- 
tertainment was made, found © Body of Janizaries - 
drawn up in the Court-Yard of the Palace, The 

F'3 King 
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King receiv'd her at the Entrance of his Apartment, 
and conducted her into a Hall ſpread with fine Ta- 
peſtry, and laid with Cuſhions richly embroider'd. 
The King and Princeſs being ſeated, were ſerved 
by twenty four Negroes in ſumptuous Dreſſes with 
Sherbet, Coffee, and Sweet-Meats, in great Veſlels 
of maſly Silver ; nor were ſcented Waters, and per- 
fum'd Handkerchiefs forgot. Afﬀter this Collation, 
they drew near the Windows to ſee the Pillau (which 
is the Rice of Tariy) and the King's Bounty -Money 
diſtributed to the Janizaries. This was follow'd 
by a Comedy, with an Entertainment of Tu-k/h 
Dances. Then came the Supper, the Gueſts ſitting 
croſs· legg'd upon the Cuſhions, and the Courſes be- 
ing ſerved up after the faſhion of 7urky, by the Ne- 
groes and young Turts. While they were at Table, 
the Company was diverted by the various Leaps and 
Poſtures of certain Tumblers and Rope-Dancers. 
Supper being over, they went into the Garden, 
which was illuminated with ſeveral thouſands of 
Cryſtal Lamps. There was tilting and ſhooting 
at the Mark, and whenever the Mark was hit, a 
Sky-Rocket was ſent up, which for the time ſeem'd 
to ſprinkle thouſands of Stars among thoſe in the 
Firmament. After this, the Company retir'd into 
the Palace, where the King and the Princeſs open'd 
the Ball, and there was dancing till five o' Clock in 
the Morning, when the Ball was concluded with a 
ſumptuous Breakfaſt that was ſerv'd at the ſeveral 
Tables, after the manner of our own Country; 
which, with the leave of the Muſulmen, is as good 
as theirs. | | 

The fineſt Royal Houſes are Pilnitzz and Mo- 
+itzbourg. The King, who is certainly of all So- 
vereigns the moſt magnificent, keeps Men continu- 
ally at work, in embelliſhing thoſe Places. The 
Works are carried on by the Direction of Monſ. Bot, 


whom 1 think to be not inferior to Bernini, and I 


doubt 
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doubt not, ſuch is my high Idea of him, that, as 
he is ſupported by the Generoſity of a great King, 
be will accompliſh ſuch Works as are worthy of 
himſclf, and of his Maſter too. 

I have now done with the Deſcription of the 
Palaces and Royal Houſes, in which I own I have 
been defective, and would gladly have been excus'd 
from giving it ; but you would have it, and I cou'd 
not help oratifying you. I paſs now to ſomething 
more important; and ſhall entertain you with the 
preſent State of the Royal Family, and the Charac- 
ters of the moſt diſtinguiſh'd Perſons at Court. 

FRED ERIC AucusTvus II. King of Poland, and 
Elector of Saxozy, is the Chief of this Auguſt Fa- 
mily. This Monarch, whom no Man ſurpaſſes i in 
Strength and Dexterity, and whom few Princes 

equal in Generoſity, is the ſecond Son of Jon 
George III. Elector of Saxony. He ſucceeded his 
Brother John George IV. in the Electorate, and was 
choſe King King of Poland after the Death of the 
Great Soli e, notwithſtanding the Intrigues of the 
Emiſſaries of France who declared for the Prince of 
Conti. 

When Frederic-Auguſtus aſcended the Throne; | 
he brought all the Virtues to it fitting for a Great 
King. The Agreeableneſs of his Perſon, his Ma- 
jeſtic Air, his heroic Strength, his Good- Nature, 
his Politeneſs, and his well-known Valour, were 
the leaſt of his Qualities. Never was any Prince 
more magnificent, nor did any one either give more, 
or with better Grace. As a General and a Stateſ- 
man, he was never too much lifted up by Proſperity, 
nor ſhock'd by Adverſity ; ſo that he was obſerv'd, 
when in the Depth of his Misfortunes, to a& and 
treat, even with his Enemies, with that Air of Com- 
plaiſance and Satisfaction, which Men inur'd to great 
Affairs know how to aſſume, in the midſt of the 
cruelleſt Mortifications. This Prince, in his Youth,

trayelled to the chief Countries of Europe, and, 
wherever he came, was admir'd for his Strength, 
his Air, and Dexterity. Among other Adven- 
_ tures, a very odd one befel him in his Travels, at 
Venice. There happen'd to be in that City a famous 
Aſtrologer, who had the Reputation of being well 
read in the Book of Fate, The King, who was 
only Prince at that time, had a mind that he ſhould 
calculate his Nativity, and for that purpoſe went to 
the Aſtrologer's Houſe, accompanied by two Gen- 
_ Hemen. They were all three dreſs'd in plain Ap- 
pare], and the Prince, to diſguiſe himſelf ſtill the 
more, had conceal'd his brown Hair under a fair 
Peruke. He enter'd the laſt Man, into the Aſtro- 
loger's . Houſe, and ſeem'd to be rather as an At- 
tendant, than a Companion of the others. But to 
him the Aſtrologer firſt. addreſs'd himſelf, calling 
him by the Titles of My Lord, and Highneſs. The 
Prince told him that his Rank in the World was 
much too mean for ſuch high Compliments ; but 
the Aftrologer made _ anſwer, he knew very well 
whom: he ſpoke to, and that it was in vain for him 
to think of concealing himſelf from ſuch a Man as 
he. The Prince and his ſmall Retinue were then 
conducted by him into a Cloſet, where he ſhewed 
him a Looking-Glaſs. Caſt your Eye on that Mir- 
ror, ſaid he to the Prince, and there you will ſee the 
principal Events of your Life. The Prince without 
any Scruple, look'd accordingly, and ſaw himſelf 
at firſt in the Habit of an Elector; afterwards; with 
2 Crown on his Head, and a Royal Mantle on his 
Shoulders; and at laſt, full of Wounds, and bath'd: 
This Story, which I ſhould not give you for true, 
if T had not heard it from a great Nobleman who 
told me he had it from the King's own Mouth, is, 
however, not without a Parallel ; for it is pretended, 
that a Maſon told Madam de Maintenon, when ſhe 
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as no more than Madam Scarron, what her For- 
tune and Rank would be in France. I could men- 
tion ſeveral other Inſtances to you of the ſame na- 
ture, which all ſurprize me, tho” they don't con- 
vince me. Be it as it will, two Articles of the Pre- 
diction made to the King of Poland are fully ac- 
compliſhed ; as to the third, may Heaven confound 
the Aſtrologer *, | | +36 
The King of Poland ſpends part of his time in 
his Kingdom, and part of it in his Electorate. Tis 
true, that he ſeems to take more delight in Saxony 
than in Poland; and 'tis, in my Opinion, very na- 
tural for him to do fo ; Saxony being his hereditary 
Country, where he is ſo . abſolute that his Will is 
the Law of his Subjects, by whom he is rather 
ador'd than beloy'd : Beſides, tis Saxony that fur- 
niſhes him wherewithal to ſupport his Dignity, and 
offers him every thing conducive to the Pleaſures of 
a Great King; and it is there that he has a Count, 
the moſt brilliant in Europe, not only for its Splendor, 
but for Magnificence and Pleaſures; whereas in Po- 
lend, he has only the vain Pageantry of Royalty; 
being under greater Limitations than any Sovereign 

* This Part of the Prophecy did not take place, for the King 
of Poland died in his Bed at Warſaw the 1ſt of Feb. 1733, N.S; 
This Monarch ſet out in the Month of January from Dreſden, 
o hold the Dyet of Poland, which was open'd at Warſaw, ani 
Every thing ſeem' d like to paſs to the Satisfaction of the King 
and Kingdom, when theſe fine Hopes were demoliſhed by the 
Death of this Prince, who in his laſt Sickneſs, preſerved the 
Character of the Hero, betraying neither Fear nor Folly ; all 
his Wiſh being that he might live to embrace his Son. 

The King found himſelf in a declining State ſeveral Years, 
During the laſt Dyet at Grodro, a Mortification ſeiz d his Foot; 
for which reaſon, M. de Petit, a Surgeon at Paris, whom the 
King ſent for on purpoſe, cut off two Toes, and ſet his Majeſty 
upon his Legs again, but told him withal, he muſt obſerve ſuck 
a Regimen as he preſcrib'd to him, or elſe it would break out 
again. But the King finding himſelf better, neglected Perit'a 
— and died of the Mortification, as the Surgeon had 
Ore told. 
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in the World; ſo that the leaſt Innovation, the 
leaſt Act of Authority, makes the Poles clamorous, 
and they preſently think they are excuſed from pay- 
ing him that Obedience which they owe him. All 
the Gentlemen here are their own Maſters ; and 
the Noblemen behave ſo much like Sovereigns, that 
they never go to Court but to demand Favours, 
which if they obtain, they go away ungrateful, and 
if they are deny'd, they retire with the Intention of 
taking a Revenge on the firſt Opportunity : For the 
Climate being rough, the People are fierce ; and 
the King, tho* ador'd in Saxony, is ſcarce beloved in

The Electoral Prince, this King's only Son, is 
luſty, proper, and well made, and like the King 
his Father is adroit in all bodily Exerciſes. He 
loves Pleaſure, but tis with Moderation, and is 
Heartily attach'd to the Religion which he has em- 
brac'd. He is ſtiff and reſerved, without being 
haughty, which is a Temper that he derives from 
the late Queen his Mother “, whom he very much 
reſembles. To ſuch as have the Honour of Acceſs 
to him, and of being known to him, he is gra- 
cious, familiar and very civil. His Royal Highneſs 
Has been admir'd for his good Qualities in a great 
part of Europe, particularly in Germany, France, 
and Italy, where he has ſpent ſeveral Vears. No 
Son can have more reſpect to a Parent than he has 
for the King his Father, whoſe Will and Pleaſure 
he never oppos'd in any one Inftance ; and whoſe 
Perſon he has always honour'd even in his Miniſters. 
Of all Pleaſures he ſeems to beſtow moſt Time in 
hurting ; nevertheleſs he makes it only as an Amuſe- 
ment without being paſſionately fond of it. His Royal 
Eberbardina of Brandenbourg-Bareith Queen of Poland, 
and Electoreſs of Saxony: She died at her Seat at Pretch near 
H ittemberg, ſome Years before the King, 
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Highneſs's Confidant is So/chofjkz or Sulkowſpi®, a 
Poli/þ Gentleman who was once his Page; and by 
thus making him his Favourite, for which he can- 
not but be applauded, he ſhews that he is capable 
of diſtinguiſhing true Merit. I had frequently the 
Honour of making my Compliments to this Prince 
while he was at Paris, and this is now the ſecond. 
time that I have had the ſame Favour at Dre/den, 
where I find he is the ſame gracious Perſonage as 
ever. The laſt time that I had the Honour of being 
introduc'd to him he talk'd a great deal to me about 
Paris, and when he diſmiſs'd me, he ſaid he was ſorry 
to think that Dreſden wou'd not afford me ſo many 
Pleaſures as Paris. | n 

The ſame Day that I waited on the Prince, I was 
introduced to the Princeſs his Royal Highneſs's. 
Conſort, who is the late Emperor Jeſeph's eldeſt. 
Daughter. The Voice of the People is unanimous 
in the Character of this Princeſs. All Mankind 
agrees that ſhe has not her Superior for Good-na- 
ture, Piety, Charity, Modeſty, and, in a Word for 
all, the Virtue of the Soul: To pleaſe her Huſ- 
band, and to give her Children an Education ſuitable 
to their Birth, is her principal Endeavour. *Tis 
rare to find a happier Couple than their Royal 
Highneſſes; for Marriage, which generally cools 
the warmeſt Paſſions, ſeems on the contrary to have 
animated their reciprocal Affection to ſuch a De- 
gree that they are a Pattern for the Imitation of 
their Court. 5 ge

At a proper Age, the King his Father took him

The Prince, who alway 8 fred Cn in Virtue, /

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The Count who was a Polander and Palatine of

| The Baron de Hagen was of a Family of ſome 
| Diſtinction in the EleQorate of Triers: He was Am- 
baſſador from the King at the Emperor's Election, 
and at his Coronation at Francfort: His Behaviour 
was more grave than the Count de Cofa's, but he 
was not inferior to the Count for Learning, Integri-

Under the Conduct of theſe two Gentlemen, the 
Prince ſet out to viſit a part of Germany and Italy, 
where he embrac'd the Roman Catholic Religion; 
his Profeſſion of which, was however for a long 
time as private as it is now exemplary ; for he did 
not declare his Alteration of Religion 'till after the 
Death of her moſt Serene Highneſs his Grand- 
mother, who died the firſt of July 1717. During 
this the Prince made the Tour of France, where, 
tho? he travell'd under the Name of the Count de 
AE/nia, Lewis XIV. caus'd all the Honours to be 
Paid to him which are due to the Son of a great 


The Court of France was charm'd with that Po- 
Iiteneſfs, that noble Modeſty, and that Fund of Wiſ- 
dom which accompany'd this Prince's Actions and 
Converſation : They admir'd him and were ſorry 
For his Departure. He travell'd a ſecond time to 
italy, where he acquir'd that fine Taſte of Men and 
Things, and that Knowledge of Architecture, Paint- 
ing, and other curious Arts, which is ſo uſeful for 
great Princes. Germany, upon the Return of this 
Prince, bleſs'd itſelf for having given him Birth, 
and offer d up Prayers that all its Princes might be 

like him. His Royal Highneſs ſtay'd a conſiderable 
while at Vienna, where he maintain'd the Reputa-

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tion he had acquir d in the ſeveral Countries he had 
ſeen. Hereturn'd at length to Saxony, where there 
was an univerſal Joy for his Arrival. The Saxonxs 
were charm'd to ſee the Prince that was deſign'd 
by Heaven to be their Sovereign, ſo worthy of 
that Command. One Day or other, they faid, 
we ſhall loſe the moſt righteous of Kings, and the 
beſt of Maſters, but we ſhall find reſtor'd in his Son, 
his heroic Stature, his majeſtic Air, his Magna- 
nimity, the ſame Temper for Goodneſs, Equity, and 
Generoſity ; the Spirit of the great Auguſtus will 
be always preſent with us; and all our Loſs will be 
that of his Perſonal Appearance. © 

Not long after the Prince's Return to Dreſaen, 
Auguſtus Chriſtopher Count de Wackerbarth* treated 
at Viennafor the Marriage of his Royal Highneſs to

Daughter of the late Emperor Jaſephb. The Count 
de Hleming, Prime Miniſter and Velt-Marſhal of 
Saxony, ſolemnly demanded the moſt ſerene Arch- 
ducheſs in Marriage; and the Prince repair d to 
Vienna to eſpouſe her. The Ceremony was per- 
form'd in the Chapel of la Favorita, with all the 
Pomp ſuitable to ſo great a Match. Some Days af 
ter this, their Royal Highneſſes ſet out for Dreſa, 
where they were receiv'd with an unparallell'd Mag- 
nificence. - Auguſtus II. the moſt ſplendid of Kings, 
and a Prince who had the beſt Fancy for ordering 
of Entertainments, outdid himſelf ; he thought no-

* Who died AuguPt 13, 1734, 2 Miniſter of the Cabinet,

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In 1 726, the Prince himſelf took a e to 
Ak to which Country he had once before ac- 
companied the King his Father in 1711, but then 
made no long Stay. There he won the Hearts of 
the chief Nobility, who from that Moment thought 
him worthy of ſucceeding one Day to their Go- 
vernor, the Great Auguſtus. They were pleaſed to 
ſee, that he honour'd their Countryman, the Count 
Sul loxuſti, with his Confidence, and they thought 
it a happy Omen for their Nation, bleſſing their 
Stars, that the Prince diſtinguiſhed Virtue in one 
born among themſelves. 

His Royal Highneſs being convinced chat 4 all 
the Sums laid out by Princes, there are none leſs li- 
able to Cenſure than what they expend in Buildings; 
undertook that of Werm/dorf, which he afterwards 
call'd Habertſbourg ; ; and he finiſh'd that great 
Work in a little time, by the Aſſiſtance of the King 
his Father : For, in ſhort, it would have been im- 
poſſible. for his Royal Highneſs to have defray'd all 
the Expence of it himſelf. It was already very 
wonderful to ſee with what Prudence he directed 
his Finances. His Revenue being ſettled, his Ex- 

nce was ſuitable to his Rank; he had a numerous 
Houſhold, his Hunting- Equipage was ſumptuous, 

et he did good to all that made their Neceſſity 

tnown to him; his Charities were truly royal, 
every body was paid; the Noblemen and the Tradef- 
men receiv'd their Penſions and Salaries puntually; 
and his Accounts were fo regularly kept and dif- 
charged by the Count Sulkowfhi, that the Prince 
was never in Debt. 

The Prinee commonly fpent the Seafon for 
hunting the Stag at Hubertſbourg, and employ'd the 
-remainder of his time at Dre/der, in all manner of 
Exerciſes, . being admired in every Action, for the 
Grace, Strength, and Dexterity with which he per- 
form'd it, as well as for the Sobriety and *

Auguſtus III. never knew what it was to be idle 
or vicious. Such is his Chaſtity and Fidelity to 
his auguſt Spouſe, that he never gave her the leaſt 
Reaſon ſo much as to ſuſpect his Honour. He 
es only for Amuſement, and never plays ſo high. 
that the Loſs of the Stake ean put thoſe out of 
Temper who have the F our to be of his Party. 
But of all the Virtues of Auguſtus III. there is none, 
moſt certainly, which has made him more the 


Favourite of Heaven, than the inviolable Reſpe& 


he always manifeſted for the King his Father, who 
tenderly lov'd him; and never was a Son, Heir 
to ſo powerful a Dominion, more affected for the 


Loſs of a Father, than he was when he heard of the 


Death of his. His Affliction was impreſs'd deeply 
on his Countenance, when he covey the Homage 
of his capital City, at his firft Appearance in pub- 
lie; and to this very Day, he is ready to melt in 
Tears at the Sight of any Object that calls him to 
mind; for which Reaſon the People of Dreſden, 
rather than renew his Sorrow, forbear the mention 
of a King whom Europe has plac'd in the Rank of 
its greateſt Men. ... Oh RIDES 

Prince FRED ERICH AvcusTUs, when he became 
Elector, did not alter his Manners, but retain'd the 
ſame Piety, tlie ſame Regularity. He kept moſt of 
the Servants of the late King his Father, and ſettled 
Penſions on thoſe whom he thought fit to diſmiſs. 
His firft Care, when he came to the Electorate, 
was to provide himſelf with Miniſters, whoſe Can- 
dor and Sincerity were above Envy itſelf. For this 
Purpoſe, he call'd to his Cabinet Council, the 
Count de Gabaleon-Wackerbarth-Salmour, M. de 
Baudi ſin, the Count Sulloauſti, and M. de Brubl; 


to the two laſt of whom he committed the Direction 


of Affairs. 
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All Saxony applauded this Choice, and doubted” 


- not of being very happy under the Reign of a 


Prince, who was capable of forming ſo true a Judg- 
ment of Perſons for his Minifters. But what the 
Saxons ſaw with extraordinary Satisfaction, was the 
ſure Proof the King gave of his Gratitude and 
Eſteem for Virtue, in recalling M. e Miltitx, here- 
tofore his Governor, who' for ſome Years paſt was 
retired to his Eſtate. This Gentleman wou'd fain 


have been excus'd from returning to Court, alledg- 


ing his great Age, and his being a Stranger to Bu- 
ſineſs; when his Majeſty ſent him word, that he 
required no more at his Hands than what his Health 
wou'd permit ; that he knew his Probity, his Love 
for his Country, and his Attachment to himſelf; 
that therefore he was willing he ſhou'd be near his 
Perſon, and aſſiſt him with his Advice, which he 
knew wou'd be ſolid, by what he gave him when 
he had the Charge of his Education. In this Man- 
ner FxEDERIC AUGUsTUs, by the Diſplay of his 
Gratitude, an uncommon Virtue (eſpecially among 
Princes) encourag'd his Courtiers to do what might 
alfo give them a Title to it. 4 
- Theſe great Qualities procur'd him the Suffrages 
of the moſt judicious Part of the Republic of Po- 
land which choſe him for King. His Majeſty ha- 
ving ſent the Count de Gabaleon-Macferbarth-Sal- 
mour, and M. Baudiſſin to Warſaw, with the Cha- 
racer of Plenipotentiaries, to take care of his In- 
tereſts, theſe Miniſters found the Poliſb Lords very 
much divided: Foreign Gold, with the Intrigues, 
Cabals, and enſnaring Promiſes of a Miniſter who 
was laviſh of it; all this had corrupted a great 
Number of them, and others were oppreſs'd, and 
muſt undoubtedly ; have ſubmitted to Violence, if 
they had not had a very great Share of Courage 
and Love to their Country. God, who never aban- 
WW 
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protector, as well as the Shield of the Plenipoten- 


tiaries, whoſe ſacred Character could not guard them 
from all manner of Outrage. And tho' the Blood 
of the Fagellons, which flows in this Prince's Veins, 
tho' his being the Son of one of the greateſt Kings 
that Poland ever had, as well as his own Dignity 
of a Sovereign, ought to have procur'd him the 
Reſpect of all the Poles, yet every Perſon and thing 
belonging to him at Warſaw, was maltreated.. 
Such was, at that time, the unhappy Fate of Po- 
land; Oppreſſion and Tyranny having ſucceeded the 
glorious, mild, and peaceful Reign of Auguſtus II. 
Mean time, thoſe generous Noblemen who had 
ſo bravely ſtood up in the Defence of the Liberties 
and Honour of their Country, after having tried 
all their Efforts to reclaim their wandering Brethren, | 
found they could not ſucceed, and therefore broke 
up; after which, they met in the very ſame Place 
where Henry de Valois had been elected, and there 
they choſe and proclaim'd AucusTus, Elector of 
Saxony, King of Poland. They then ſent a Depu- 
tation to his Majeſty, to intreat him to come im- 
mediately, with the Queen his Conſort, to take. 
poſſeſſion of the Throne. The King comply'd 
with their Intreaty, and ſet out from Dreſden, after 
having return'd folemn Thanks to God, the ſove- 
rej Diſpoſer of Crowns, and of the Fortune f 
ngs. | 


Ina few Days the Queen followed the King, and. | 


| overtook him at Tarnovitz, where their Majeſties 


received the grand Deputation from Poland; and 
after giving them Audience, proceeded in their 
Journey towards Cracow. There the King made 


his Royal Entry on the 14th of Zanuary 1734, and 


on the 17th of that Month, theis Majeſties were 
* and crowned by Ligſy the Biſhop of 
at See. 15 


Some 
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Some time aſter this auguſt Ceremony, which, 
in Poland, is abſolutely neceſſary and eſſential for a 
King Ele&, the Queen return'd to Saxony; but the 
King Raid at Cracow, where he held a Diet, in 
which he made ſeveral Regulations for reſtoring the 
Tranquility of the Kingdom. When the Diet was 


ended, his Majeſty march'd towards Dantzic, which 


the Ryans, his Allies, had inveſted, in order to 
drive out the Primate and his Adherents, who were 


retir d thither. 
But aſter a March of ſeveral Days, which the 


Severity of the Weather render'd very painful, his 


Majeſty yielded to the Inſtances that were made to 
him from Saxony, to aflift in Perſon at the Open- 
ing of the Aſſembly of States which he was 
under a Neceſſity of calling; and he return'd to 
Dreſden, where his Arrival caus d an inexpreſſible 
Joy. Mean time the Army, under the Command 
of the Prince of Saxe-W, de continued its 
ch towards Dantzic. | | 
The King was accompanied by a great Number 
of Poliſb Noblemen, who finding haves unable 
to oppoſe the Rage of the Primate's Party in their 
feveral Countries, came to ſeek ſhelter in Saxony, . 
where his Majeſty receiv*d them, and ſtill enter- 


. tains them, in a Manner which cannot but convince 


them of his Gratitude, and give them greater Hopes 
of what Favours they may expect, when the Tran- 
quillity of Poland is reſtor d. - | 
The King, after his Return from Cracow, ſum- 
mon'd the States of his Electorate, and open'd the 
Aſſembly with the uſual Ceremonies. © He was ſeat- 
ed on his Throne, accompanied by the chief, Lords 
of his Court, as well the Poliſb as Saxons: M. de 
Miltitz, his Privy Counſellor, fat on the Right- 
hand of the Throne; and, in the King's Name, 
made a Speech to the States, wherein he declared to 


em that his Majeſty intended to make no Inno-

vation in the Affairs of Religion, but to let his 
Proteſtant Subjects enjoy their Privileges, as they 
had been granted and confirmed to them by the 
late King. Then he told them the Motives which 
had engaged the King to call them together, and 
demanded the neceſſary Subſidies for defray ing the 
extraordinary Expences which his Majeſty had been 
neceſtarily involved in thro' the Calamities of the 
Time. M. de Heſler, Adminiſtrator of the Office 
of hereditary Marſhal of Saxony, returned an An- 
ſwer in the Name of the States, and ſpoke with a 
Dignity, and all the Decorum due to fo auguſt an 
Aﬀembly. - He afſur'd the King of the reſpectful 
and inviolable Fidelity and Attachment of his Sub- 
jects to his ſacred Perſon. And, in truth, tis im- 
poſſible for a People to be better affected to their 
Sovereign, and more diſpoſed to contribute to every 
thing that is capable of augmenting his Glory. 
Ihe King's voluntary Declaration to his States, 
that he would make no Innovation in the Affairs of 
Religion, won the Hearts of his Subjects to ſuch a 
Degree, that there is not a Saxon. who would make 
any Scruple to ſacrifice his Life and Fortune for his 
Service. And the ſaid Declaration does equal Ho- 
nour to the Juſtice of the Monarch, and the Wiſ- 
dom of his Miniſters.  _. . Nen 
While the King was employed with his States in 
ſecuring the Happineſs and Tranquillity of Saxony, 
his Majeſty received Advice, that his Army, after 
having joined the Ry/fians, had oblig'd the Dant- 
zickers to ſurrender, and that the Po/z/b Lords of 
the contrary Party petitioned for Leave to remove 
to ſome Place where they might pay him their Ho- 
mage. The King, in Imitation of the great Em- 
peror whoſe Name he bears, after having made a 
Conqueſt, thought, like him, of nothing more than 
to make thoſe happy whom the Fortune of War had 
ſubmitted to his Arms. His Majeſty did not take 

| | any 


fo much becomes ſovereign Princes, All his Hours, | 
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any Advantage of his Victory, but forgetting paſt 
Offences, repaired to the Abbey of Oliva, near 
Dantzic, where he received the Submiſſion of the 
Dantzickers, and the Allegiance of the Lords that 
were the Primate's Adherents. By his Modeſty and 
Goodneſs, he charm'd the Vanquiſhed, and con- 


vinc'd them of their Obligation to pay him that 


Eſteem which before perhaps they did not think 


was their Duty to grant to him. The Greatneſs 


of his Soul, which inclines him to ſympathize with 
the Misfortunes of the Unhappy, hindered him 
from entering Dantxic, the deſolate State of that 
City being ſo afflicting a Scene to him, that he 
cou'd not bear to fee it. The Dantzickers, by 
their Submiſſion, were become his Subjects; their 
preſent Misfortunes, and their paſt Miſtakes, affected 


him to ſuch a Degree, that he was fearful of being 


put in Mind of them, and refus'd to appear among 
them, crown'd with thoſe Laurels which he had 
reap'd by their Defeat. So much Modeſty, wor- 
thy of the moſt glorious Triumph, gain'd him the 
Prayers of the People, in which his Majeſty ſaw 
more Charms, than he would have found in Tro- 
Phies, and the moſt ftately triumphal Arches. _ 
The King having provided for the preſſing Ne- 
ceſſities of his Kingdom, returned to ni: Electorate, 
where the States continued their Peliberations ever 
fince. his Abſence: Now that his Maiefty is re- 
turned, the Care of the State is aln:of: his conſtant 
Employment. His Recreations are either taking 
the Air on Horſeback, Hunting, the Ealian Opera, 
or elſe going to Concerts, which the Queen, who 
is 2 great Lover of Muſic, cauſes to be performed 
in her own Apartment. Their Majeſties generally 
dine together, and admit the Nobility of both 
Sexes to their Table. 5 | 

There the King obſerves that Temperance which

as has been already obſerved, are regulated; and 
all his Actions accompany'd with Devotion, good 
Order and Equity. Never did King better dif- 
charge that ſacred Character; being always firm 
and tranquil, Danger could never affright him. He 
accepted the Crown, tho' he {aw he could never 
fix it on his Head without infinite Pains, Peril, and 
Cares. The Advantage he had gained over his 
Enemies did not ſeem to have fluſhed him; he was 
ſorry he had not been able to reclaim them by gentle 
Methods, and aſcribes the happy Succeſs of his 
Arms ſolely to Providence. 2th Ig 
Thus have I given you a very imperfect Account 
of the Virtues and Actions of a King, which 
plainly denote that the ꝓerfect honeſt Man (a Title 
not unworthy even of the ſacred Majeſty of Kings) 
forms his Character. As for his Stature, tis ſuch 
as, one would think, thoſe ought to have who are 
born to command. He has a robuſt and vigorous 
Conſtitution, a found Judgment, a happy Memory, 
a generous and beneficent Soul, the neceſſary Con- 
ſtituents of the Hero and the Chriſtian. His 
Conduct is regulated by a great Attachment to the 
Principles of Religion. His Aim and his Appli- 
cation are to render his Subjects happy; and he 
only longs for Peace that they may taſte the Fruits 
of it. $36 S103 JO 
As to her MAE STV the Queen, the Name of 
that auguſt Princeſs, whom Heaven has endowed 
with all manner of Virtues, to be the worthy Wife 
of a King, is MaRIA-JosEPHa, who was born the 
8th of December 1699, and is the eldeſt Daughter 
of Jaſeph Emperor of the Romans, and of Hil- 
belmina-Amelia of Brunſwic-Lunenbours-Hanowver. 
Her Marriage to the King, then the Prince Royal, 
was celebrated at Vienna, the 2oth of Auguſt 1719, 
betwixt 8 and q a Clock at Night, in the Chapel 
of the Palace of the Favorite, by the Pope's Nun- 
| cio, 
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cio, who next Day performed the ſolemn Maſs. 
In a'few Days after, this Princeſs ſet out with her 
Huſband for Saxozy. It has been already obſerved 
with what Pomp ſhe was received by the King her 
Father-in-law ; and the Veneration paid her by the 
Subjects, was equal to the Magnificence of her 
Reception by the King. The Returns that the 
Princeſs made on her Part, manifeſted a Goodneſs 
which nothing could reſiſt; ſo that ſhe had the Ho- 
mage and the Hearts both of the Courtiers and the 
common People. Being the Daughter of a Prin- 
ceſs, whom the World reſpects even more for her 
Virtues than for the Splendor of that extraordinary 
Grandeur with which ſhe is invironed, her Royal 
Highneſs's ſöle Concern was to walk in the Steps of 
that auguſt Mother, the Pattern of Princeſſes, and 
the Honour of Religion. She conceived a Reſpect 
for the King her Father- in- law, and the Queen her 
Mother-in-law, fronr which ſhe never departed ; 
and now that {he is a Sovereign, ſhe has no other 
Cares than to render a Nation happy which is wor- 
thy of being ſo for its Affection and Fidelity to its 
Electors. She is inviolably attached to her Duties, 
full of Tenderneſs and Reſpect for her Huſband, 
and always wiſely employed in what may procure 
him folid Comfort. She continually gives him Ex- 
amples of Piety and Charity; ſhe is beneficent to 
all that make their Neceſſities known to her, and 
ſeems to think every unfortunate Subject merits her 
Protection. The Care ſhe takes of her Children 
is not only the Care of a tender Mother, but of a 
Queen, who, in Love to the State, is deſirous to 
form their Minds, ſo as to render them worthy of 
being its Sovereigns, and to procure them the Ad- 
vantage of being more reſpected, if poſſible, for 
their Virtues than their Birth. e 
The Queen, who went with the King to Cracorv, 


and there received the Crown, returned after her 
a Coronation 
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Coronation to Saxony,” where ſhe is beloved and re- 
verenced by People of all Ranks. This auguſt 
princeſs ſeems to have an Air of Gravity, as have 
all the Princes of the moſt ſerene Houſe of Auſiria; 
but as ſhe is ſerious, ſo ſhe is diſcreet, modeſt, and 
good-natured. She was educated, as are all the 
Archducheſſes, in the Knowledge of Things uſeful 
for thoſe who are born to govern States ; ſhe ſpeaks 
ſeveral Languages very readily, and particularly 
the Latin, in ſuch a manner as both charms and 
ſurprizes the Po/cs. She is Miſtreſs of Hiſtory and 
Geography, and has a ſolid Taſte of Muſic, Paint- 
ing, and all the Sciences in general: Yet never 
did Queen take leſs Pride in her Talents; for, by 
kindly condeſcending to accommodate herſelf to 
the Capacities of thoſe with whom ſhe converſes, 
ſhe conceals all her Superiority. Her high Rank 
ſerves only to render her affable ; ſhe is the Mother 
of the People, and particularly of the Poor. And 
to ſum up the Character of this great Princeſs, it 
may be ſaid in ſhort, that ſhe is a virtuous Wife, a 
faithful Companion, a tender Mother, and a com- 
paſſionate Sovereign. Show | 

His Royal Highneſs the PRINCE ROYAL and 
FLECTORAL was born at Dre/dex, the 5th of Sep- 
tember 1722, and baptized in the Roman Catholic 
Church, by the Name of Frederic-Chriftian: He 
is handſome, and has a Countenance full of Good- 
nature, and indeed his Goodneſs charms all that pay 
their Court to him. His Knowledge and Learning 
are beyond one of his tender Years ; he talks ſeveral 
Languages juſtly, and with Eaſe; and his ſtrong 
Inclination to follow the wiſe Councils of his Go- 
vernor, the Count Gabalean-Macterbath-Salmour, is 
a ſure Preſage that when he comes to the Age of 
Maturity, he will walk in the glorious Steps of the 
King his Father. e | IR

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As to their Royal Highneiles the other Princes, 
the eldeſt of them, Prince Aucusrus-ALBERT 
CHRISTIAN-XAVIER was born the 25th of Auguſt 
1730. He is handſome, full of Life and Spirit, 
and already diſcovers a great Inclination to every 
thing military. He is infinitely better pleaſed to ſee 
the Officers of his Regiment about him, than the 
Women his Attendants. The Noiſe of Drums and 
Trumpets is the moſt agreeable Muſic to him, and, 
according to all Appearance, tis what he will always 
prefer to the Flute. When he went with their Ma- 
jeſties to Cracow, and heard talk of the Ravages 
committed by the Palatine of X7ov, he ſaid, he 
had a Mind to go and fight him, and cut off his 
Head. In fine, all the Actions of this young Prince 
give Hopes that he will add one to the Number of 
Heroes deſcended from the auguſt Blood of Sony. 
CHARLES- CHRISTIAN Jos E EH came into the 
World Fuly 13. 1733. ſo that his Royal Highneſs 
is too young as yet for any Character in Hiſtory ; 
and I ſhall proceed next to their Royal IE 
the Princeſſes. 
Her Royal Highneſs MARY-AMELIA, their Ma- 
jeſties eldeſt Daughter, was born at Dre/zen, the 
14th of September 1724. She is fair, very well 
ſhap'd, and has the Air of her Mother. Her Fea- 
tures are regular, and tis heartily to be wiſhed that 
the Small-Pox may {pare them. The Care the 
Queen takes of her Education is ſo well beſtowed 
on her, that ſhe is much better formed than Prin- 


ceſſes of her Age generally are*.

- I ſhould make ſome Mention of all the Prix ces, 
and PRINCESSES of the Boon, wiz. all the moſt; 
ſerene Dukes, Princes and Princeſſes of the Family: 
of Saxony, particularly thoſe who are derived from 
the Albertine Branch, as deſcending with the King 
from the Elector John George I. who formed the 
four Branches, vi. the Electoral Branch, and thoſe. 
of Weiſſenfels, Merſbourg, and Zeits. But as this, 
is only an Epitome of Auguſtus III's Court, I ſhell;

The Duke, who was born September 4, 1685, is 
of a good Stature. His Air, Behaviour, and Way 
of Thinking, denote his Birth; and never was 
Prince more worthy of being ſo.

generous ; and all the Qualities which attract Love 
and Efteem are united. in his Perſon. After having, 
ſpent his early Days in the Service of He/z-Caficl, 
he entered into that of the late King ; and in the 
teveral Campaigns which he made in Germany, 
ſtaly, Flanders, and Poland, he always ſignalized 
his Valour ; and particularly not long ago, when 
he ſupported the Reputation of the King's Arms, 
beſore Dantxic in a conſpicuous Manner. His

Goodneſs, his Modeſty, and his Care to diſtinguiſh, 


true Merit, gain hum the Love and Veneration, 
both of the Officers and Soldiers. 'This Prince is 
actually a Lieutenant-General in the Emperor's 
Army, General of the Saxo Horſe and Foot, £0- 
lonel of the Life-Guards, and of a Regiment of 

Vo I. I. | G Foot, 
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Foot, and Knight of the Order of the Vhite-Eagl.. 
He is the Widower of Caroline Princeſs of Saxe- 
£y/enach, and profeſſes the Lutheran Religion. 

The Princeſs CHRISTINA of Saxe-Wersstx- 
FELs, who was born the 27th of Fuly 1690, ad- 
Heres to the Roman Catholic Doctrine, Prince 4/- 
bert her Father being a Convert to that Communion. 
She is of a good Stature, has a grand Majeſtic Air, 
and her Behaviour is graceful and polite. Her 
moſt ſerene Highneſs receives all that draw near 
to her with Reſpect and Kindneſs, and demonſtrates 
her high Birth only by diſcharging the Obligations 
of it. She is ſo firmly attached to the Queen by 
the Bands of Love and Virtue that ſhe is careſs'd 
and diſtinguiſhed by her ; and all the Court honour 
and reſpect her more out of Inclination than Duty. 

Lou will not perhaps be ſorry to know the 
Names, Sc. of the late King's legimated Natural 
Iſſue, who are ranked immediately after the Princes 
of the Blood. They are four Sons and three Daugh- 
ters, of whom I ſhall now give you an Account, and 
who were their Mothers. 15 

1. Count Maurice of Saxony is the eldeſt of the 
late King's Natural Children, by Aurora Counteſs of 
Koning ſmark, the moſt worthy of her Sex in Europe 
to be the Miſtreſs of a great King; and of all the 


King's favourite Ladies, ſhe kept longeſt in his Fa- 


vour, ſo that after her Retirement ſhe acquitted her- 
{elf ſo well that ſhe continued in the Poſſeſſion of 
his Majeſty's Eſteem and Regard. She is ſtill living, 
and after having been a Prioreſs of the Imperial 
Lutheran Abbey of Quedlinbourg ſhe roſe to be the 
Abbeſs. The Count is a Lieutenant-General, and 
Colonel of a Regiment of Foot in France. 

2. The next is the Count Rotoffti or Rutoauſti, 
Lieutenant- General, and Colonel of the Crown- 
Guards, Who owes his Birth to the King's tender

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Priſoner very young, and fell to the Share of M. de 
Scboning, à Lieutenant-General in the Service of 
the Elector of Brandenbourg, who carried her to Ber- 
lix, and had her baptiz'd without altering her Name, 
tho' ſhe afterwards went by that of Madame de 
Spiegel. Mademoiſelle de Flemming, known by the 
Name of Brebentau, having married the Palatine 
of that Name, took a Fancy to her, obtained her 
of M. de Schoning, and carried her with her into 
Poland, where from a Slave ſhe became the King's 
Miſtreſs, tho' Madame Brebentau did not perceive. 
it 'till Fatima's Waiſt betrayed. her. She had as 
much Wit as Beauty, and every. body ſaid ſne de- 
ſerved her Fortune. Nevertheleſs, ſhe did not enjoy 
it long; for Madame de Lubomir/ki, who was Wife 
to the Great Chamberlain of the Crown, ftole away 
the King's Heart from her. The Count Rutowfkz is 
a Major-General of the King's Forces, -Colonel of 
the Life-Guards, and of a Regiment of Foot, and 
Knight of the Order of the I hite-Fagle. This 
Nobleman very much reſembles the late King his 
Father, having his Strength, Dexterity, Valour, and 
Politeneſs. He had his Education in Fance, and 
from thence went into the Service of Vickor Amadeus 
the late King of Sardinia. Then he entered, for a 
little while, into the Service of the King of Pruſſia, 
and, at length, fix d himſelf in that of Saxony, when 
he ſignalized his Valour at the Siege of Dantzic, and 
afterwards made the Campaign as a Volunteer in 
the Imperial Army on the Rhine.

chit Noblemen of the Court; and in the firſt Place, 
of the'MrxtsTERrs of the Capiner. —— Theſe 
fre, I. Halatmar Baron de Loxwwendahl Grand Mar- 
mal, Knight of the S$2x0z Order of the Lhite- 
Hægęle, and of the Daniſh Order of the Elephant, 
Who, by his Poſt of Grand Marſhal holds the firſt 
Rank at the Court of Saxony, becauſe the Elector is 
HAreh Grand- Marſfial of the Empire. He is a Dans 
by Birth, and deſcended from a Count of Guldenloxue, 
4 Natural Son of the Blood-Royal of Denmark. He 
ſpent his youthful Days in the Service of the States- 
General, and was made a Captain inthe Blue Guards; 
which ke afterwards quitted, and went into the Ser- 
vice of the Emperor Leopold, and diſtinguiſhed Him- 
_ fin Quality of a Lieutenant-Colonel in 1683, 
at the raiſing of the Siege of Vienna; after which 
ke returned to Denmart, where he ſerved with Ho- 
nour. But leaving that Court upon ſome Diſguſt, 
lie came into Saen, where Auguſtus II. declare 
iim Prei dent of the Chamber, which Office he held 
when tke King of Denmart recall'd him home. It 
was wixh the Approbation of his Maſter the King 
6f Polaud that he returned to Copenhagen, where his 
Daniſt Majeſty gave him the Command of his Army 
in Norway againſt the Saveat:; which Commiſſion he 
diſcharged with fo much Honour, that he was digni- 
fy d with the Order of the Elephant, as he had alread) 
been by that of Dancbroc. He might, had he pleaſed, 
have enjoy'd the greateſt Offices in Denmark ; but 
he had promiſed Augiiſiuts II. not to forſake him, ſo 
that he refus'd all the Advantages which Frederic 
IV. offer'd him, and returned into Saxony. After 
the Death of the Count e Phlug, the late King 
bw 9-1 429: 7% 1 appointed 
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appointed Grand Marſhal, which Office he ſtill 


executes with Honour. Tho? he is now advanced 
in Years he has a ſound. Conſtitution, and the Air, 
Behaviour, and Way of Thinking of a Man of his 
Quality. Being affable and polite, he does the Ho- 
nours of the Court in a Gentleman- like Manner, 
for - which the Courtiers reverence him, and the 
King profeſſes an Eſteem for him. His Majeſty is 
the fixth King whom this Miniſter has ſerved. He 
has married to hisſecond Wife a Lady of the Family 
of Rantzau, in the C ountry of Holftein, who bears 
a valuable Character, and is as polite as can be de- 
ſired, „ French as well as if ſhe: was born at 
Verſailles, The Grand Marſhal has two Sons by 
his firſt Marriage with a Lady of Revenclau e His 
youngeſt, wiz. Moldemar Baron de Lowendabl, is 
Major-General of the King's Armies, Inſpedtor-Ge- 
neral of the Saxon lab, and Colonel of a Regi- 
ment of Foot. He was fourteen Years old When 
the Grand Marſhal ſent him to Denmark ; Where he 
made a Campaign at Sea under Admiral Tordenſchild: 
At his Return to Dre/den he carried a Muſket, and 
afterwards paſs'd through all the ſubaltern Degrees, 

When he was but a Lieutenant he accompany d Ge- 
neral Seckendorf to Vienna, where the Marſhal Count 
Guido de Staremberg gave him a Company in his Re- 
giment, and he diſtinguiſhed himſelf in a particular 
Manner at the Sieges of Temiſwaer and Belgnade 
and in Sicily. Since that, he enter d into the Ser- 
vice of Auguſtus II. who gave him a Regiment; 
Afterwards he made two Campaigns as a Volunteer 
with the Imperialiſts in Corſica; and upon all Oe- 
caſions manifeſted that Valour, Skill, and Prudence, 
as he did lately in the Defence of Cracow; - where; 
with a weak and ſickly Garriſon, he not only made 
a vigorous Stand againſt the Attacks of the Primate's 
Polifþ Adherents, but alſo obliged them to retire; 
This General is. ſo fond of ſignalizing his Bravery 
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that he was ſcarce returned from Poland, but he 
went to make the Campaign as a Voluntier, with 
the Imperial Army on the Rhine.

t9:quit that Office: Nevertheleſs he was lait Vear at 
Fienna, where he received for the King his Maſter 
he Inveſtiture of his Feudatory States of the Em- 
Pire, and concluded the Treaty of Alliance fill ſub- 
Aiſting between the two Courts. 

3. Henry-Frederic Count of Frięſſand, is Great 
Chamberlain, General of the Infantry, Lieutenant - 
Heneral of the King s Forces, and Knight of the 
Order of the White-Eegle, He is deſcended from 
à Family which has for a long time been of illuſ- 
Arious Rank in Saxo0zy. He ſpent part of his Youth 
in the Service of Peter the 8 Czar of Mu/covy, 
and; ſignalized his Valour very much at the Battle 
of Pultozua ; where Charles XII. King of Seweder in 
a few Hours loſt all the Fruit of nine Years Toil, and 
of an infinite Number of Victories. Soon after this 

eat Battle he ſhewed his Wiſdom to be equal to 
Kio Bravery at the _ "yy Pruth ; which * 
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it did not turn out ſo much to the Czar's Honour, 


was altogether as fortunate to him, ſince it extricated 
that Prince out of the worſt Scrape that perhaps ever 
King was reduced to. He entered aſterwards into the 
Service of the late King; who, being ſenſible of his 
Merit, raiſed him to the greateſt Dignities of his 
Court, and married him to one of the Daughters 
that he had by the Counteſs of Co/e/. The Great 
Chamberlain, who has the Looks and Behaviour of 
a Man of Quality, thinks and acts too like a Noble- 
man. Few Perſons ſurpaſs him in Politeneſs and 
Learning: He is perfect Maſter. of ſeveral Lan- 
guages, and of every thing that forms the Miniſter 
and the General. He loves Literature and the Arts, 
and was always their Supporter. He lives hand- 
ſomely, and has ſuch a Preſence as commands the 
Veneration of all that have to do with him. 

4. Joſeph Count de Gabaleon-Wackerbarth Sal- 
mour, the adopted Son of the Velt-Marſhal Augz/- 
tus Chriſtopher Count de Wackerbarth who ſucceeded 
Marſhal de Flemming in the chief Command of the 
Troops in Saxony, and was not only Marſhal, but 
a Miniſter of State, Grand Maſter of the Artillery, 
Governor of Dreſden, and Knight of the Order of 
the Vhite-Eagle. The Father was born of a good 
Family in Mecklembourg ; but from his very Youth: 
he attached himſelf to the Elector of Saxony; 
and by his own Merit, and the Friendſhip” of his 
Predeceſſor Count Flemming, he was raiſed to the 
chief Poſts in the Army and the Court. In 1709 
he had the Command of the Saxox Troops before 
Tournay, as he had in 1715 before Srtrablfund, 
when it was beſieged by the Kings of Denmarł and 
Pruſſia, and defended by Charles XII. King of Swwe- 
den. M. de Wackerbarth was made Count of the 
Empire by the King his Maſter, while that Prince 
was Vicar of the Empire, after the Death of the 
Emperor-7e/eph. After being graced with this Dig- 
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ty, the Count de Wackerbarth was employed in 
ſundry important Negociations, eſpecially at Vienna; 
where he married a Piedmonteſe Lady, the Dowager 
of Charles Margrave of Brandenbourg, Brother to. 
Frederic I. King of Pruffia, who when he was but 


very young at the Univerſity of Turin, married her 


by. the Left- hand, as you know is the Faſhion among 
our. Princes when they marry below themſelves. 
However: the Lady went by the Name, of Madame 
de. Brandenbourg to the very Day that the Count de 
1 1 kerbarth married her, being ſo proud of the 

Fatle that ſhe was reſolved never to part with it 
till ſhe was married again: Notwithſtanding the 
advantageous Offers made to her from the King of 
Pruſta to engage her to renounce it, her Refuſal of 
which was the more generous becauſe twas at a time 
too when ſhe was in narrow Circumſtances; yet her 
conſtant Anſwer was, that nothing in the Univerſe 
ſhould tempt her to debaſe herſelf ; and that ſhe had 
rather be poor, and paſs forthe Wife of the Margrave 
of Brandenbourg, than be rich, and paſs for his Miſ- 
treſs. | Before the became Madame de Brandenbourg 
ſhe was the Widow of a certain Count de Salmour, 
by whom ſhe had a Son whom ſhe engaged the 
Count ge Wackerbarth, when. ſhe married him, to 
adopt for his own... I confeſs I never ſaw this Lady; 
for at the time of my former Voyage hither- ſhe. 
was at Vienna; and nom ſhe is dead. They talk 
of. her ſtill as one of the acuteſt Women of her 
Time. But to return to the Marſhal; he is very 
civil, lives with great Splendor, and his Houſe is 
open to all Foreigners. He was mighty intimate 
with the Count de Flemming, Prime Miniſter and Fa- 
yourite of the King; ſo that they fully contradicted 
the Proverb, That Fire and Water can't agree; for 
Count Flamming was lively almoſt to the Degree of 
4 Fury, whereas the Count de Wackerbarth, on the 
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contrary, abounds with Phlegm*. We go back 
now to his adopted Son Fo/zph above mentioned, a 
Piedmonteſe, at harm one of the Minifters of the 
Cabinet f. 3 
He is alſo Knight of the Order of che Whites 

Eagle, and Governor of his Royal Highneſs the 
Prince Royal and Electoral. He bears the Name 
and Arms of Wackerbarth, by reaſon of his being 
adopted as above by the Velt-Marſhal his Father- in- 
law; upon whoſe Death he ſucceeded to his Eſtate. 
He took to Arms betimes, but having received a 
Wound in the Foot, which he feels to this Day, he 
was obliged to quit a Profeſſion in which he diſtin- 
guiſhed himſelf, and apply'd aſterwards to Affairs 
of State. The late King ſent him to the Courts of 
Bavaria and Vienna, where he ſupported the Pre- 
rogatives of his Character with Dignity, and gain'd 
the extraordinary Eſteem of their Imperial Majeſ- 
ties and the Miniſters. Auguſfus II. recalled him 
from Vienna, and fent him to Nome, ta the new 
Pope Clement XII. The Romans, thoſe Maſters in 
the Art of Politics, were ſoon convinced that this Mi- 
niſter knew more than they could teach him: They 
admired the Prudence and Reſolution with which he 
behaved when the Sbirri preſumed to invade the 
Franchiſe of his Quarter; and all owned that the moſt 
experienced Miniſter could not have better ſupſ 

the Honour of his Maſter. At his Return from 
Rome, the late King, to the Satisfaction of all nen 
appointed him Governor to Prince Frederic, the pre

His great So- 
briety, his Affiduity, his Application to the Diſcharge 
of his Duties, his Senfe, and his ſincere Attach- 
ment to Religion, won his Maſter's Heart, of which 
he keeps Poſſeſſion even to this Day; with a Di- 
ſtinction that does him the more Honour, becauſe he 
derives it from the King's thorough Conviction of 
The Count is of a good Stature, has a noble and. 
modeſt Air, and a Candour in his Converſation and 
his Actions, which is very engaging. He is civil, 
and makes no other Uſe of his Favour but to do as 
mach Good as he can, without prejudicing the In- 
tereſts of the King whom he ſerves with Gratitude, 
Affection, and Zeal. He is a generous Miniſter, 
and his Houſe is open to all Perſons of Diſtinction. 
After he had ſerved as a Page, he was by the late 
ins made a Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber ; and 
not long after that, his preſent Majeſty, who was 
then Prince Royal, declared him Director of his 
Hunting Equipage, and truſted him with the Ma- 
nagement of his Domeſtic Affairs. The late King 
alſo appointed him one of his Chamberlaias. 
At the famous Camp at Zeithaim, the Count 
commanded an Independent Company. He diſ- 
covered ſo great Application, and ſuch a happy 
Genius for the Art of War, that the late King, 
whoſe Penetration nothing could eſcape, took it for 
2 good Omen, and gave him a Regiment of Foot. 
Thus did the Count make his way towards the 
| ſplendid Fortune which he now enjoys. M. de Brub 
reſigning his Poſt of Great Maſter of the Wardrobe; 
foon after the King's Acceſſion to the Government, 
his Majeſty gave that Poſt to his Favourite. He 
afterwards called him to his Cabinet Council; and 
at his Coronation, he made him Knight of the 
Order of the #hite-Eagle. After the Court's Re- 
turn from Cracow, the Count went to the —

before Dantzic ; where. he gave Demonſtration. of 
his being as good a Soldier as he is an able Stateſ- 
man, It being not compatible with his Miniſtry | 
to be long abſent, and Dantæic being on the Point 
of capitulating, he went to give the King an Ace 
count of the Succeſs of its Siege, and the Proſper 
rity of his Arms, He accompanied his Majeſty to 
the Abbey of Oliva, and by his Prudence contri-- 
buted very much to put ſuch Po/i/s Lords in Mind of 
their Obedience, who had thought of being exempted. 

And his only View being more and more 
to deſerve that Favour with which the King honours. 
him, and being deſirous of having it in his Power 
to ſerve him, as well in his Armies, as in his Cabi-.

Command under 
Prince Eugene of Savoy. . 
To complete the good Fortune of this Count, 
he married a Lady, who, beſides her Birth and per- 
ſonal Charms, has a Character which gains her the 
Applauſe and Veneration of all that knew, her. 
She is hereditary Baroneſs oſ Stein; and when he 
marry'd her, ſhe was Lady of Honour to the 
Queen. They are both Members of the Raman

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a Saxon, and has a Brother who is Knight of the 
Teutonic Order. He made great Progre(s at Leifſſe 
in the Belles Lettres, and in the Exerciſes ſuitable 
to a Perſon of his Extraction. His Recreations 
there, were Muſic, and Converſation with Perſons 
of his Taſte. He ſometimes made Verſes; which 
were eſteemed for the bright Thoughts in them, 
and the Harmony of the Verſification. When he 
quitted Zeip/ic, he was enter'd Page to the late King: 
In this Poſt he behaved with ſo much Sobriety and 
Aſſiduity that his Majeſty ſoon diſtinguiſhed him 
from the Crowd, admitted him to Familiarity with 
him ; and-finding he had a ſound Judgment, a quick 
Apprehenfion, a Penetration beyond what might 
be expected from one of his Age, and that he was 
à Perſon of Diſcretion, and inviolable Secrecy, join'd 
with a noble Freedom, and ſuch a happy Way of 
expreſſing himſelf as to render the moſt difficult Sub- 
jects eaſy and pleaſant; he readily judg'd that ſuch 
a one was fit to be employed in great Affairs. He 
nad a Mind to inſtruct him; and having nominated 
nim one of the Gentlemen of his Bed- Chamber, he 
had him under his Eye. M. de Brubl improved 
ſo well from the Leſſons of this great Maſter, ſo 
thoroughly ſtudy d his Humour, and fo exactly 
ſaited himſelf to his Genius, that he made himſelf 
neceſſary. His Application, his Love to Buſineſs, 
and the Eaſe with which he diſpatched it, won him 
the intire Confidence of Auguſtus II. Cho declared 
him Great Maſter of the Wardrobe, and a Privy 
Counſellor; and to him he moreover committed 
the Direction and Regulation of Affairs, foreign 
and domeſtic. Never had the King ſhewn more 
Affection or Eſteem for any of his Favourites; yet 
this Nobleman took ne er the more State upon him 
for it, but living always humble, polite, and ready 
to do Services, he made himſelf Friends, and ſe- 
cured himſelf by that means againſt all the Hatred 
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and Envy with which Courtiers are very ready to 
treat thoſe who are in-Power. 

When the King of Pruſſia went to the Camp. at 
Zeithaim, he conferred his Order. of the Black 
Eagle upon M. de Brubl: The late King alſo: ho- 
nour'd him with that of the White Eagle; but this 
was at a time when this Miniſter: had no: Reliſh for 
Honours, and would have been glad to have 
renounced them for ever, if he could thereby have 
prolong'd the Days of a Maker ſo worthy of Im- 
mortality. | 

It was in thoſe laſt M "mad Mk the Profeions 
of Friendſhip cannot be ſo much as ſuſpected, that 
Auguftus II. gave his Favourite his Order, as a cer- 
tain Token that he retained a Value for him even to 
Death. This great King having finiſhed his glorious 
Career, M. 4 Brubl, without bußerng himſelf to 
be too much caſt down, knowing that an Ocean of 
Tears was too little to ſhed for the Loſs he had 
ſuſtained, thought of nothing more than paying the 
due Devoirs to the deceas d Sovereign, and to the 
Prince, his Son and Succeſſor. Having therefore 
caus'd the Corpſe of the former to be embalm d, 
and put a Seal upon all the Effects which belonged 
to him, beſides ſecuring the Jewels and Papers of 
Conſequence ; he came to Dreſden! to join the 
Elector, now King of Poland, who received him 
with ſuch Marks of Kindneſe, as were enough to 
have put the deceas'd Monarch out of the Minifter's 
Thoughts, if his Gratitude had not diQated to him, 
that ſuch a King and ſuch a Maſter ought never to 
be forgot. 
The King confirmed kim. in all the Enie 

and Honours which he had held by the Favour of 
Auguſtus II. and moreover appointed him one of 
the Miniſters of his Cabinet. Some time after 
this, his Majeſty declared him Preſident of the 
Chamber of Finances ; conſequently, this _ 
g | x 
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this. true King, by diſtinguiſhing Merit, did farther 
Honour to the Memory of his auguſt Father, ſince 
he did what that magnanimous Prince would have 
undoubtedly done for his Favourite. 
At this Time the Miniſter reſigned to the Ling 
his Office of Great-Maſter of the Wardrobe, which 
his various Occupations did not permit him to ma- 
mage with that Care he thought was neceſſary. 
er the Return of the Court from Cracow, whi- 
ther this Gentleman had accompany'd the King, he 
'd the Counteſs de Co/lowrat, one of the 
Queen's Ladies of Honour, whoſe high Birth was 
ſupported with ſuch perſonal Qualities as can never 
be enough commended. The Bride being a Roman 
Catholic, the Ceremony of the Marriage was per- 
formed at Moritzbourg, in Preſence of their Ma- 
jeſties, by the Biſhop of Cracow. Never was a 
Couple better match'd ; the Lady's Perſon being

of as noble Preſence as one would wiſh to ſee ; 
which he generally ſets off with a rich Dreſs of a 
good Fancy. No body at Court ſurpaſſes him in a 
pres enerons Way of Living; for he keeps a noble 
able, and at his Houſe Perſons of Diſtinction have 
their Aſſemblies. This Miniſter has ſomething ſo 
in his Looks and Behaviour that he eaſily 

wins the Hearts of People who are the moſt indif- 
ferent to him. He is ſo polite, affable, and engaging, 
that he liftens attentively to thoſe who lay their 
Wants before him, returns them courteous and diſ- 
tint Anſwers ; and whenever he is conſtrained to 
give a Denial, he does it in ſuch a manner as plainly 
demonſtrates his Concern that *tis not in his Power 


to oblige. And 'tis owing to this Good - nature of 


his, to the Kindneſs with which he treats his 
Inferiors, that he can boaſt of N the Love 


and n of che * 
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In ſhort, the Count 4+ Soltouſei who has the firſt 
Place in the Cabinet, and this Gentleman who has 
the ſecond,” are the Miniſters who decide all Affairs 
with the King s good Pleaſure. They are Gen- 
tlemen who know nothing of Jealouſy nor Envy; 
and, as they act from one and the fame Principle, 
ſo they have both the ſame View, which is to in- 
creaſe, if poſſible, the Glory of the King, and the 
Happineſs of the Government. 

The Office of all the above-mentioned, as Mi- 
niſters of the Cabinet, is ſo eminent at this Court 
that it gives thoſe who are inveſted with it the 
Precedence of all the Generals both of Horſe and 
Foot. 

Beſides theſe, ders are ties other Minilters of 
the Cabinet, who, tho' retired from Court, enjoy 
the Rank and Penſions annexed to the Miniftry. 
They are the Count de Manteuffel, the Cyund a 
Promnitz, and the Marquiſs de Fleuri. © x 

Earneft Count de Manteuffel, Knight of the 
Order of the White-Eagle, is deſcended of à Fa- 
mily which has been for a long time of diſtinguiſh'd 5 
Rank in Pruſſian Pomerania. He was Gentleman 
of the Bed Chamber to Frederic I. King of Pra. 
Certain Ballads being handed about at Court, which 
were inſulting Lampoons upon the Count 4. Mare 
temberg, the King's Prime Miniſter and Favourite, 
M. de Manten fel was charg'd with being the Ag.” . 
thor of them; who knowing that the Favourite 
would not put up with the Affront, retired to 
Saxony, where the Count de Flemming, who then 
bore' the greateſt Sway at the King of Poland's © 
Court, received him as his Countryman, and em- 
ployed him in foreign Affairs; which he managed 
with the Approbation both of his Majeſty and the 
foreign Miniſters he had to treat with. M. de Man- 
teuffel kept in with the Favourite without giving 
into the Flattery which that Miniſter expected _ 
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his Creatures; and while the King was Vicar of the 
Empire, the Emperor made M. ae Marnteuffel a Count 
of the Empire. His Majeſty had ſome time before 
honoured: him with the Order of the M hite- Eagle, 
{8 andpreferred/him to his Cabinet. Council; and after 
: Marſhal Flemming's Death. M. de Mantenffel had 
the principal Direction of the foreign Affairs. But 
this able Miniſter, and one of the chief Ornaments 
and Confidants of the late King's Court, retired 
from it in 1730, to his Eſtate in Pomerania, and 
now refides at Berlin; where he ſtill enjoys a Penſion 

of 240 Crowns, or 1 2000 Rixdollars, which was 
ſecured to him by the preſent Elector. It adds to 

his Character that after he was retired, the Want 

of him was lamented. - 

He is pretty tall, well ſet, — a grand Air, and 

is one of the handſomeſt Men that I have ſeen. 
His Behaviour is noble and eaſy, he has a good Fund 
of Learning, an extraordinary Memory, and ſuch 
4 Happinets of expreſſing himſelf that when he 
talks he never fails to give Pleafure. He lives nobly, 
and when he was at Dreſaen his Houſe was open 

to all Perſons of Diſtinction and Merit. He mar- 
ried a Baroneſs of Pludbuſta, who is, as well as him- 
ſelf, of the Lutheran Religion. As he is a Lover 
of the Belles Lettres he wrote and publiſhed ſeveral 
Pieces 1 in the late War, which were well received. 

-- Eramann, Count de Promnitz, is more at his 
Eſtate than at Court; he is alſo Knight of the Or- 
der of the White-Bagle. He marry'd a Princeſs of 
Saæe-Meiſſenfels. He always diſtinguiſhed himſelf

. mily ; of which he gave Proofs by raiſing an 
Independent Company at his own Expence, for 
the Service of the late King, which he ſent to re-

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Francis Vicardel, Marquiſs de Fleuri and de Bean- 
fort, is a Sawoyard. He was the King of Sardinia's 
Miniſter, and his Envoy to the Court of Vienna, 
when the late King of Poland invited him into 

his Service, admitted him to his Cabinet Council, 
and made him a Knight of his Order. This Mi- 
niſter is endowed with all the Talents that can be 
deſired in a Man who: has an Employment. He 
has an agreeable Aſpect, engaging Manners, a juſt 
Diſcernment, a quick Apprehenſion, and a very 
even Temper. But his frequent Ailments diſa- 
bling him from the Exerciſe of his Talents, he:de- 
fir d, and obtained, Leave to retire to his Eſtate in 
Savoy ; and the late King, who had always a great 
and noble Soul, being deſirous that he ſhould be a 
Witneſs of his Goodneſs and Royal Magnificence, 
ſecured the Exjoyment of his Penſions to him; 
which the preſent King has alſo been pleaſed to

Another of the Cabinet Miniſters, who was alfa 
formerly Prime Miniſter to the late King of Poland, 
was the Count de Hoyhmr, deſcended from one of the 
principal Families in Saxony, and Brother to the 
Gentleman that married Madame de Coſel. I knew 
him intimately before he was advanced to the Mi. 
niſtry, at Paris, and at Vienna, as well as here at 
Dreſden. You muſt have ſeen him in Sileſa, where 
he has a very fine Eſtate. There is not a Miniſter 
at this Court more civil, more learned, or a better 
Friend to learned Men. During his long Reſi- 
dence at Paris as Ambaſſador from the King. of 
Poland, his Houſe was open to all Men of Learning

The late King, 
out of his Eſteem for the Qualities of this Prelate, 
made him Biſhop of - Cracow, Great Chancellor of 
Poland, and honoured him with his Order of the 
White Eagle. By this means he ſo rivetted him to his 
Intereſt, and to that of the Prince his Son, that af- 
ter his Majeſty's Deceaſe, his moſt Reverend High- 
neſs directed Affairs in ſuch a Manner, that the Re- 
public choſe his Son for their King. Auguſtus II. 
being proclaimed accordingly, the Prince and Biſhop 
was appointed Head of the Embaſſy which the States 
of the Kingdom ſent to the new Monarch at Tarns- 
witz, to carry him the Diploma of his Election.

The Coun- 
tel de Lagnaſco, was the Widow of Count Daun, 
hben ſhe marry d the late Count ae ha Mi- 
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niſter of the Cabinet to Auguſtus II. General of the 
Saxon Cavalry, Captain of the Horſe-Guards, and 
Knight of the Order of the White-Eagle. Since that 
Nobleman's Deceaſe, which was in April 1732, his 
Widow has always lived at Dre/den, where ſhe en- 
joys the Efteem of their Majefties, and the Venera- 
tion of the Courtiers. This Counteſs is Miſtreſs of 
ſeveral Languages to Perfection, thoroughly under- 
ſtands Muſic, and ſings with Grace and Method. 
Her noble generous way of Living, and her grace- 
ful and diſtinguiſhed Behaviour cannot be expreſſed, 
nor indeed equalled by any thing but the Goodneſs 
of her Temper.

He was a 
Colonel in France when he went into the Service of 
Auguſtus TI. who received him with that Demon- 
ſtration of Eſteem which that King was fo ready to 
grant to Perſons of Merit. His Majeſty firſt appoint- 
ed him Major-General of his Forces, and ſome 
time after he declared him a Lieutenant-General, 
and Captain of his Horſe-Guards. At that time the 
Count marry'd Madame Pot/chin, Widow of the 
Great General of Lithuania, a Lady whoſe Birth, 
ualities, and Fortune, recommended her for a ve- 
ry conſiderable Match. The Counteſs de Montmo- 
_rency, in the time of her former Huſband, went to 
Paris, for the Recovery of her Health, and receiv'd 
extraordinary Honours at the French Court, where 
ſhe was admired for her Politeneſs, the-Delicacy of 
her Sentiments, and the Eaſe with which ſhe ex- 
preſs'd them in the Language of France; from 
whence they conceived an advantageous Idea of the 
Court of Auguſtus II. not imagining how 'twas poſ- 
ſible for the Manners of a foreign Lady ſo much to 
cefemble their own. She is alſo as much reyered at 
Dreſden as at Paris; and all that know her, agree 
ſhe is highly to be valued for her Sentiments. 
Axytoinetta of Litchtenſtein, Counteſs of Wallen- 
fein, is Wife to Leopold Count de Wallenſtein, here- 
tofore Great Maſter of the Queen's Houſhold; a 
Lady both beloved and honoured at this Place, for 
her Virtues and civil Deportment ; and as ſhe is pre- 
paring to follow her Huſband into Sefa, ſhe will 
carry with her the Eſteem of their Majeſties, and 
ave the Court ſorry for her Abſence.

This Miniſter, ſince his Return from Myfcowy, 
has moreover been charged by the Emperor with im- 
portant Commiſſions to the Courts of Pruffia, Brun 
ſevic, and Holſtein. At length he is come back a- 
gain to this Court, as Ambaſſador from his Impe- 
rial and Catholic Majeſty ; and officiates alſo as 


Great Maſter of the Queen's Houſhold. This No- 
bleman is of a middling Stature, of a happy Phyſi- 


ognomy, is civil, beneficent, and loves Grandeur,

the Court are in the Hands of Foreigners, and that 
Saxons have little to do in Affairs of State, for which 
they are obliged indeed to the Count de Flemming. 
This vain, haughty, and imperious Miniſter ex- 
pected every one ſhould truckle to him. He found 
that Foreigners were much more ſubmiſſive than the 
Saxons, who are by Nature ſtately, and Enemies to 
Slavery in any Shape. Count Flemming being dead, 
*tis probable that the Sa ons will be more employ'd 
'than they have been ; and indeed they have Capaci- 
ties equal to any Nation in the World. They are 
well made, robuſt, agile, laborious, good Soldiers, 
cunning Courtiers. They have naturally more 
Spirit than the French allow to the Germans ; they 
improve in the Sciences, and in bodily Exerciſes, 
and they have good Writers among them upon all 
Sorts of Subjects; witneſs the Works of M. Leib- 
nitz, the famous Philoſopher, and of Thoma ffius, 
one of the moſt able Civilians of his Time. The 
Saxon are addicted indeed to all Pleaſures in gene- 
ral, but to none ſo much as the Bottle and Gaming. 
They love Pomp and Expence, and are naturally 
not very engaging, being exceedingly ceremonious, 
and affecting more than all the Germans to ape the 
French, with whom they ſympathize very much, 
particularly in their Fondneſs for new Faſhions, their 
Forwardneſs to make new Acquaintance and Friend- 
ſhips, and perhaps too in their Readineſs to fall out 
with them upon every trivial Occafion. - 
Since I have ſpoke ſo much of the Men, I muſt 
alſo give you ſome Account of the Saxoz Women. 
They are all of a fair Complexion, and there are 
among them the fineſt Faces in the World. They 
are generally well-ſhap'd too, which is what they 
are chiefly taken notice of for; They are tall and 
ſlender ; they dance well, and have a ſurprizing 
genteel Air, which they take great Care to improve 
by rich Dreſs. One Fault I find with them is, r 
3 they 
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they are very affected, and that they have too much 
Action when they talk. As to their Tempers, they 
are reckoned to be good - natur d; but then they are 
ſubtle and crafty. They love Dreſs and Ornament 
more than all Women that I ever ſaw. They are 
lively and gay, and paſſionately fond of Dancing 
and Merriment. When they are told that they are 
handſome, they are ſo far from being ſurprized 
that they look upon it as a Compliment due to them. 
When once they love, they love with Tenderneſs; 
and there are among them ſuch Examples of Con- 
ſtaney as would eclipſe even a Cleopatra, or a Clelia. 
Theſe heroic Sentiments of Love they learn from 
Romances, which they are vaſtly fond of: But this 
muſt be ſaid to their Honour, that Gallantry does 
not take up ſo much of their Time and Thoughts 
as to make them neglect their Buſineſs; for they are 
laborious, dextrous, and amuſe themſelves with all 
Sorts of Work. They do every thing too with a 
good Grace; and, in a Word, it may be added to 
their Praiſe, that a Saxon Woman wants nothing 
more to make her amiable, but an Inclination to ac- 
quire that Character. 3 
Pleaſures and Recreations commonly attend the 
Ladies ſo cloſely, that in treating of the one I 
can't but remember the other; and the Inhabitant 
of Dreſaen are ſo much devoted to Pleaſures, that 
think I ought to put them into a ſeparate Article. 
When the King is at Dręſden there are Pleaſures in 
abundance, ſuch as Plays, Maſquerades, Balls, 
Feaſts, Running at the Ring, and Races on Sleds, 
Tournaments, —— Marches ; but when the 
King is in Paland there's a very great Vacuum. The 
Electoral Prince and Princeſs are often at Wermftor , 
alias . Hubert/beurg ; and even when their Royal 
Highneſſes are in Town, they are pretty retired : 
They ſee Company while they are at Dinner, but 


for the reſt of the Day none come near DO 
__ | ides 
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ſades 0 ſew that have the Honour of their Con- 
fidence. The reſt are ſcattered up and down the 
Town to the great Diſappointment of Foreigners 
that happen then to be here; for there's no body 
keeps open Houſe, they being all ſelect Societies to 
which tis very difficult to gain Admittance. If one 
is invited to dine with ſome Lord of the Court, one 
has a good Dinner tis true, but after Dinner is 
over a Man knows not how to beſtow himſelf.” One 
is ſure of finding Company no where except at the 
Houſes of Madame de Brebentau the Widow of the 
Great Treaſurer of Poland, and of the Counteſs 
de Lagnaſco; nor are their Houſes always open, for 
Madame de Brebentau is often ſick, and Madame de 
Lagnaſca often abroad, or engaged i in Parties with 
the Electoral Princeſs, and then one knows not 
where to go; for there's no Play to be ſeen, and 
as for the young People, they amuſe themſelves with 
the common Pleaſures of that Stage of Life; they 
drink, they game, and do ſomething more. 
When the King is at Dreſaen, the People partake 
in moſt of the Pleaſures of the Court, the Gene- 
rality of the Entertainments which the King gives 
being public. Plays and Maſquerades are free for 
any People of Faſhion ; there's nothing to pay, and 
all divert themſelves as they like beſt. The Citizens 
Wives are more tractable here than in any Town in 
Germany : They love to imitate the Ladies of Qua- 
lity ; and 'tis ſometimes as good as a Comedy to os 4 
what Airs they give themſelves. 
They are ede fond of Dreſſing, which W 6 
rious Taſte extends even to Wives of the Mechanics, 
and of the Livery ; fo that were a Stranger to come 
hither on a Sunday or a Holiday, when every body 
is dreſs'd, he would be tempted to think that Phutys - 
lad ſcatter'd all his Wealth among theſe People; =: 
and a up great Nobleman, who tis like was not 
acynaned | 
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acquainted with the God Plutus, returning home 
once from Dreſaden, told his Wife that he was come 
from a City to which the Devil had carry d all the 


oney. 

The Parſons here do indeed cry aloud againſt 
theſe Abuſes, but the worſt = is, that like the 
Clergy in many other Places, they preach what they 
don't practiſe; and while they are declaiming againſt 
Luxury and new Faſhions, they ſuffer their Wives 


and Daughters to be the firſt to ſet off their Charms 


with the gayeſt and neweſt Patterns. | 
While I am ſpeaking of the Paſtors, I muſt be a 

little more particular. 'Theſe Gentlemen ftand very 

high in the Opinion of the Laity, and are ready 


to think themſelves Biſhops. Having ſuch Notions 


as theſe in their Heads, they anathematiſe all that 
are not Lutherans : The Catholics and the Reformed, 
or, to ſpeak as they do, the CI and Cal-inifts, 
all Chriſtians in ſhort who are of a contrary Opinion 
to thoſe charitable Eccleſiaſtics are damned without 
Mercy. Yet by the Appearance of theſe ſevere 


Judges, one would think they preached only Peace 


and Paradiſe ; and they have ſuch a meek, humble, 


' modeſt, and timorous Air, that you would be . 


to take them for Saints. 

A few Days ago I had an Adventure with one of 
thoſe Clergymes, which I will acquaint you of, be- 
cauſe I think it may give you an Idea of their Cha- 
racter ; for he that 4 one of them. ſees all. 

1 happened to be making a Viſit to a Lutheran 
Lady, who paſſes for a very devout one: There was 
already a pretty deal of Company, and who ſhould 
come in to add to it but a Miniſter that was a Doctor, 
and by conſequence a Man of Importance; as ſuch 
too he was received by the Miſtreſs of the Houſe, 
who ſaid to me as ſoon as ſhe ſaw his Face, Lon will 
now ſee a holy Man. The good Man, or Saint, as 


he would be reckoned, CE the Room ws his

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Eyes eaſt downward, making profound e | 
and proſtrating himſelf in ſuch a manner as if he had 
ſaid, Domine non ſum dignus. At laſt, after a great 
many Compliments, he fate down, was ſilent for a 
few Moments, and then he ſpoke. His Words were 
all ſacred, and his Sentences ſuch as if the wiſe 
Man himſelf had ſpoke with his Lips: God be prais'd 
was in every Phraſe, and he was hearkened to with 
as much Attention as an Oracle. I liftened to him 
firſt like the reſt, but at length I thought I might as 
well talk to a pretty young Lady that fate juſt by 
me. The Doctor offended to fee the little Regard 

I paid to what he ſaid, enquir'd of the Miſtreſs of 

the Houſe who I was. She told him my Name, 

and withal that I was once a Calviniſt, but that I 

was turned Papiſt. What a Thunder-ftroke was 

this to the Doctor! He threw himſelf to the back 

of his Chair, lifted up his Eyes to Heaven, figh'd, 

and cry'd out, Das Gott erbarme, 1. e.

Then, tranſported by a Fit of Zeal, he turned about 

to me and aſk'd me, what had induced me to embrace 

a Religion which he treated as Idolatry ? I told him, 

that I did not think he need to give himſelf any - 

Trouble about my Converſion, ſince according to 

his Syſtem I was damned when a Calwiniſt as well 

as when a Catholic. The Caſe is not quite the ſame, 
ſaid the Miniſter, but ts turn Papiſt ! cry'd he, 

to adore Baal ! to become a Diſciple of Antichriſt i 

alas ! it were better to be a damn'd Calvimſt! I 

own that I had much ado to help laughing outright 

at the Miniſter's impertinent Zeal ; yet I had the 

Diſcretion to contain myſelf, for J had a Mind to fee 

to what Length he would carry his ſanctify d Rant. 

He ſaid indeed a great deal, and becauſe I made no 

_ Anſwer, he thought he had convinced me, if not 
touched me to the Quick. He was actually applaud- 
ing himſelf for the good Work he had wrought upon 
my Soul, when I told him that he ought not to _

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clude from my Silence that he had convinced me ; 
that it neither conſiſted with my Character nor my 
Temper to diſpute about Religion, that I left every 
Man to his own Opinion, and that I knew which to 
adhere to. What Blindneſs is here ! cry'd the Doctor 
again, wvhat a mad Papiſt are you ? If you will not 
be of our Communion, return to the Religion which 
| Jou have abandoned, in which there are Jome Hopes

[ * The fanatical Bod concluded his Exclamations 
by a Prayer in which he begg'd God to preſerve 
| every good Lutheran Soul from the Errors of Po- 
| pery; and then he went away, leaving the Com- 
| pany more ſcandaliz d than edify'd by his Zeal. 

| ' Formerly the Preachers had the Pleaſure of vent- 


ing their Choler in the Pulpit, but the King by a 
wife Decree, which indeed ought to be followed i in 
all Countries, has confined them to the Preaching of 
the Goſpel, and to treat of Controverſial Matters no 
farther than is merely neceſſary for the People's In- 
ſtruction. For the reſt, the Parſons need not fear 
being ſoon ſupplanted, for the Saxon; are hearty 
Lutherans; and if they tolerate the Catholics tis 
becauſe they can't help it. They have excluded 
them from Offices in the Courts of Judicature, and 
from the Privilege of enjoying Lands; but they 
have not been able to keep them out of Places in the 
Miniſtry, or at Court, nor from Employments in 
the Army, which are three very engaging Articles 
to make Proſelytes among the Gentry.

BEFORE I write you an Account of what 

became of me when I left Dreſden, I ſhall 
endeavour to give you the Intelligence you deſire 
concerning the late Count de Flemming, Prime-Mi- 
niſter and Velt-Marſhal of Saxony. That Noble- 
man was of a good Extraction, being deſcended of 
a Family which pretends to derive its Origin from 
that of Flemming, which has been of conſiderable 
Rank for a long time in Scotland, Sweden, Germany, 
and Poland. My Lord Wigtoun is the Chief of that 
Family in Scotland. a 


James- Henry Count de Flemming, whoſe Pour- 


traiture and Character you deſire of me, was born 
the 8th of March 1667. His Father was Preſident 
of the Regency of Stargard, the Capital of Pruſ- 
fan Pomerania, who had three Sons, of whom this 
Count was the ſecond. He had an Education ſuit- 
able to his Birth. He ftudy'd firſt at Franc fort 
upon the Oder, and afterwards at Utrecht under 


the celebrated Grævius, where he learnt Latin to 


ſuch a Degree that he always ſpoke it with very great 
Eloquence. After he had finiſhed his Studies he 
entered into the Service of Brandenbourg, where the 
Baron de Span, his Uncle by the Mother's Side, was 
Velt-Marſhal. His firſt Preferment was to a Pair 
of Colours; but in a little time he had a Company 
given him, which he commanded at the Battle of 
Orbaſſan in Piedmont. In 1694, he entered as a 


Lieutenant- Colonel into the Service of John-George 


IV. Elector of Saxony ; upon whoſe Death, and 
the Succeſſion of Frederic-Auguſtus, Flemming ob- 
tained a Regiment, and accompanied the new 
Elector into Hungary, where he c01 ed the 

You. I, N Emperor's 
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Emperor's Army againſt the Infidels during the 
Campaigns of 1695 and 1696. There it was that 
Flemming killed in a Duel the Bargn de Lowe/, who 
was Lieutenant-Colonel in the Service of Saxony. 
In 1697, he was ſent into Poland, where, by the 
Intereſt 'of his Couſin-german, the Daughter of 
Velt-Marſhal Span of Berlin, Wife of M. Breben- 
tan Palatine of Marienbourg, who died Great Trea- 
ſurer of Poland, and by the Credit of Benedict 
Sapieha, he had the Happineſs of getting his Maſter 
choſe King of Poland. This Negociation obtained 
him the Poft of 'Major-General, and laid the Foun- 
dation of his Fortune. In 1700, he was made a 
Liertenant-General, and in that Quality laid Siege 
to Riga, which the King of Scveden oblig'd him 
to raiſe. In 1702 he married Sapieba, a Daugh- 
ter of one of the chief Noblemen of Lizhnanio. 
He was wounded the ſame Year at the Battle of 
Cliſchhoff, at which time the King of Sweden being 
every where victorious, demanded that the King of 
Poland ſhould deliver up Flemming to him. But upon 
this, he retired to Brandenburg, till King Srani- 
Haus had made Charles XII. eaſy. Flemming being 
returned to Saxony, fought a Duel with M. de Schu- 
lembourg, who giving him a Fall, inſiſted that he 
ſnould beg his Life; but Flemming got out of this 
ugly Scrape by à ſcurvy Joke, and Schulembourg 
gave him his Life. The latter was a younger Lieu- 
tenant-⸗General than Flemming, but in every Reſ- 
pect his Rival, and would have been a Marſhal if 
his Fortune had been as good as his Valour. At the 
Battle of Frauenſtad in 1705, where he was defeated 
by the Swedes, Schulembourg quitted the Service of 
Saxony, and went into that of Venice. By this 
means Flemming, who had now no Rival left, was 
made a Marſhal, and happened to be at Dreſaun 

when the King of Sæbeden made that ſtrange Viſit 
to the King of Poland; at which time if 2 
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had been as ungenerous as Flemming, Charles would 
have been detained. Many People accuſe Flemming 
of having perſuaded the King his Maſter to deliver 
up Patkul: This I can't pretend to affirm, but that 
there was a mortal Antipathy betwixt him and the 
Miniſter of Rasa is certain; for the latter baving 
preſented a Memorial to the King of Poland, ſetting 
forth the wretched Condition of the Muſcovite

near Paltowa, Flemming contributed very much to 
the Re-eftabliſkment of King Auguſtus in Poland. 
He confirmed the Alliance betwixt his Maſter and 
the Czar, made Peace with the Confederates, and 
concluded another Alliance with Denmark. The 
Czar and the King of Denmark honoured him with 
their Orders of Knighthood, and he had that of 
Poland before. He went Ambaſſador to the unſuc- 

ceſsful Congreſs at Brunſauic, and was afterwards 
at Hanover to attend George I. King of Great- Bri- 
tain. When the King of Sweden returned to Po- 
merania, Flemming left no Stone unturned to draw 
the King of Pruſſia into his Maſter's Alliance. He 
had ſome Years before procured him the Sequeſtra- 
tion of the Town of Stetin, and *twas lucky enough 
for him that the Pride and Obſtinacy of the King of 
Seder obliged the King of Praſſia to declare him- 
ſelf his Enemy. At that time, Flemming was rather 
I 2 a Cou- 
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a Courier between Dreſden, Berlin, and Mins land, 
than an Ambaſſador and Prime Miniſter, which 
Dignity he enjoy'd after the Death of the Prince 45 
Fur ſtemberg his Predeceſſor. When the Peace of 
the North was ſettled, Flemming went Ambaſſador 


to Vienna, where he concluded the Marriage of the 


Electoral Prince of Saxony with the Archducheſs, 
eldeſt Daughter to the Emperor 7o/eph, tho' the 


Contract had been ſettled — * by the Count a4 


Wackerbarth, who it may be ſaid had the Pains to 
negociate it, and Flemming the Glory of finiſhing it. 
At this time Count Flimming had reſign'd all the 
Salaries of his Employments in Saxony,” and only 
reſerv'd to himſelf the private Perquifites and the 
Franchiſe of the Poſt-Offices; and his Journeys, 
which were very frequent, were all at the Expence 
of the King. It was about this time that he caus'd 
his Marriage with Sapizha to be diſſolv'd, and 
marry'd one Radzewvil, by whom he had a Son, 
Who was but a Year and a half old when the Count 
dy'd at Vienna, to which Place he was return'd with 
the Character of Ambaſſador. He left all his 
Eftate to this Child, without making any Intail on 
his Family; ſo that when his Son dy'd, who did 
not long ſurvive him, his Eſtate went to Madame 
de Flemming, who, by marrying again, carry'd the 
Bulk of it into another Family. They ſay that 
his Inheritance was worth ſixteen Millions of Crowns, 


excluſive of what he had expended during the Splen 


dor of his Fortune, which laſted thirty Years, or 
thereabouts. Whether R:iche/ieu and Mazarine got 


greater Eſtates, I cannot ſay ; but in Germany there 
is not an Inſtance of one ſooner acquir'd, more re- 


ſplendent, and better ſupported than his was. He 
was Prime Miniſter, Velt Marſhal of Saxony, and 
Maſter of the Horſe of Lithuania; by which 
Offices he gain'd immenſe Sums. He made con- 


ſiderable Purchaſes in Sileſa and Poland, but nh 
ittle 
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little in Saxony. Whether he left any thing to the 
King is not ſaid; tho' he ought really to have made 
him ſome Reſtitution, and he might naturally have 
given up, with a good-Grace, what he cou'd not 
but foreſee wou'd be taken by Force from his Heir. 

As it was juſt that his Succeſſion ſhou'd paſs thro' the 
Purgatory of a Chambre Ardente, the King eftabliſh'd 
one, which, 'tis ſaid, has adjudg'd eight Millions 


to his Majeſty, and the ſame to his Widow; Which 


is a very fair Dividend. 

Count Flemming was taller than ordinary, but a 
handſome Man; ; he had very regular Features, a 
lively Eye, a diſdainful Sneer, a haughty Air, and. 
he was really proud, and beyond Meaſure ambi- 
tious. He was generous to a Degree of Oſtentation, 
and always aim'd to do ſomething to be talk'd of. 
He was vigilant, laborious, indefatigable, allow'd 
himſelf little Sleep; and whenever he took a De- 
bauch, a Nap of two Hours ſet him to rights again. 
It was no more for him to go from a Debauch to 
Buſineſs, than from Buſineſs to a Debauch; and 
he never fatigu'd himſelf, but diſpatch'd the great- 
eſt Affairs with as much Eaſe as if they were onl 
a Diverſion. He lov'd to banter, but did not 
ways make uſe of the Terms ſuitable to his Charac- 
ter; and Perſons who did not dare to anſwer him 
again were commonly the Butts of his Raill= 
He was police when he had a mind to it, but in the 
general Courſe of his Behaviour he carry'd an Air 
fitter for a Captain of Dragoons than for a Marſhal 
and a Prime Miniſter. He never did a thing for 
any body without ſome View; he ſcrupled neither 
Cunning nor even Perjury, and provided he could 
gain his Ends, all Ways were alike fair to him. All 
kis Life-time he took care to do his own Buſineſs 
firſt, and then his Maſter's the King's; and I 
queſtion whether I do him any Injuſtice if I fay 
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that he was the King of Pruſta's Miniſter, mueh 
more than the King of Poland's. 

This, Sir, is all that IJ have to ſay to you con- 
cerning Count Flemming. I have told you very na- 
kedly what I always thought of him, and I don't 
believe that I have miſtaken his Character. Be this 
as it will, my Deciſion is of too little Weight to 
do either Good or Harm; the Public will always 
judge of him according to their beſt Information. 
J proceed now with the Narrative of my Travels. 
After I had ſet out from Dreſaen I went to Al- 
Fenbourg in hopes of finding the Court of Gotha 

there, which, I had been told, intended to ſpend 
the Remainder of the fine Seaſon there; but it was 
ſet out the Night before for Gotha, where I hope 
I Eee 2 £145 Lon 
The City of ALTExBouRG is the Capital of a 
County of that Name, of which the Duke of Saxe- 
Gotha is the Sovereign. This Prince has a Palace 
there which makes a handſome Appearance, but 1 
mall ſay nothing more of it becauſe I neglected to 
go and fee it. The Peaſants of the County of Alten- 
ourg are the richeſt in Germany, and may almoſt 
vye with thoſe of Holland. I have been affured 
that fome of them have given 20 or 30,000 Crowns 
in Marriage with their Daughters; and like the 
Dutch Peaſants, they take care to match them to 
none but the Sons of ſubſtantial Farmers. | 
As I left Altenbourg I came upon a fine Cauſey 
with a Row of Trees on each fide, which brought 
me to the Frontiers of the County. I afterwards 
fell into very bad Roads all the Way to Leipſic, 
where I ftay'd but a very few Hours, and proceed- 
ed the fame Day to MERSEBOUROG. This City 
was much more confiderable formerly than now. 
It was the See of a Biſhop, but was ſeculariz d by 
the Treaty of Pafſzaw in favour of the Houſe of 


Saxony. Its Situation is charming with E 
{ | | | an 
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ind Meadows all round it, and its Walls are waſh'd 
by the River Sala. The great Church which was 
formerly a Cathedral is a Gothic Building, where 
there is a ſtately Tomb of the Emperor Rodolph of 
Schwartzbourg, who dy'd after he had loſt one 
Hand in a Battle he fought with the Emperor Henry 
IV. with whom he was Competitor. This Prince 
a few Moments before he expir'd, took up his 
Hand that was cut of, and holding it up to thoſe 
who were about him, ſaid to them, Behold this 
Hand; tis the ſame that I lifted ap when I promis d 
. Faith and Allegiance to my Emperor and Lord; but 
by your Advice and Iuſtigation I have, not kept my 


Promiſe to him, for which you will ane Day give an 


Account to God. Some time after this unfortunate 
Prmce's Death, the Emperor Henry IV. coming to 
Merſebourg and taking a view of Rodolphuss Tomb, 
of which he admir'd the Magnificence, certain Flat- 
terers told him that the Jomb ought to be deſtroy d 
as too pompous fur a Rebel; but the Emperor ſcorn- 
ing ſuch a pitiful Revenge, made anſwer, Wou'd 
to God that all my Enemies were thus fpompouſly in- 
terr'd. Re ey 75 3 
The City of Merſebcurg is the Reſidence of a 
Duke of the Houſe of Saxony, who is Sovereign of 
all the Country that formerly confituted the Bithop- 
ric, which enables him to keep a ſplendid Court“. 
The next Day after my Arrival I had the Honour 
to pay him my Compliments, and had a very ſatis- 
factory Reception. The Prince conducted me in- 
to a Hall which was hung with Baſs-Viols from 
the Bottom to the Top, in the ſame Manner as an 
Arſenal is with Helmets and Breaſt-Plates. In the 
middle of the Hall there was a Viol which was di- 
ſtinguiſh'd from the reſt. It reach'd up to the very 


The Duke of Merſebourg dy'd in 1731, and was ſucceed- 
ed by his Uncle, the Duke de Sprinberg, who dy'd in May 
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Cieling, and there was a Ladder ſet which ſuch 
as had the Curioſity to take a particular View of it 
were oblig'd to x Kr for ſurely it was the moſt 
ſtately Inſtrument of the Kind that was ever made. 
'The Duke made me take particular Notice of it, and 
was pleas'd with the Admiration which I expreſs'd of 
it. Heregal'd me alſo with ſome Airs upon another 
Baſs-Viol which he call'd his Favourite, and which 
was but one fourth Part as big as the other. 
After this Concert I din'd with the Duke and 
Ducheſs. This Princeſs is the Daughter of the 
late Prince of Naſau-laſtein, than whom there can- 
not be a more amiable Lady. She has an Air of 
Mildneſs, Goodneſs, and Prudence diffuſed over 
all her Features; and her Wit is of the ſame Stamp 
as her Beauty, amiable without Parade and Oſten- 
ration. Some of her Courtiers aſſur'd me that her 
Mind is as charming as her Perſon. If that be 
true, which I am loth to doubt of, this Princeſs 
deſerves a more ſplendid Fortune than what ſhe 
enjoys. 

After Dinner, I was one at a Match of Quadrille 
with the Ducheſs, and at Night there was dancing, 
and I never ſaw any body dance with a better Grace 
than this Princeſs. The Ball held till the Night 
was far advanced, when there was a grand Supper, 
which was no ſooner over than I took leave of the 
Duke and Ducheſs and retir'd to my Quarters, with 
a Deſign to ſet out in a few Hours and proceed in 
my Journey. At my Lodgings I found a Gentle- 
man from the Duke, who ſaid to me, That as 
© he was paſling by he ſaw my Men packing up 
my things, and that therefore he came in purely 
© © to wiſh me a good Journey, He aſſured me that 

© he had a ſecret Kindneſs for me; that I might 
© ſafely take his Word; that he was Sincerity it 
© ſelf; and that he wiſh'd 500,000 Devils might 


l twiſt his Neck if he w was not heartily my 4 5 
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And to give you Proofs of it, /aid he, I will treat 
you with ſome Trifle, ſuch as a Dram of An- 
© nifeed, Orange-Water, or Ratafia. Upon my 
Word my Apothecary has what is choice good; 
© he lives but at the end of the Street; Come, 1 
will ſhew you the Way to his Houſe.” | 
While he harangu'd me in this manner he reel d, | 
being ſo drunk that he cou'd not ſtand. I thanz'd 
him therefore for his Love, And told him that I 
did not drink Drams, but that if he had a mind to 
any Liquor of that ſort, IJ would ſend for ſome for 
him; and I bid my Landlord fetch it. The Apo- 
thecary, as ill Luck would have it, was not yet 
got up. Soho, here, /aid my new Friend, there 
© is nothing to drink but Aquavitz ; here, Land- 
© lord, a Glaſs of Brandy, Pipes and Tobacco. 
* You muſt have ſomething, ſaid he, to be doing.“ 
Every thing he call'd for being brought, my Gen- 
tleman drank two or three Glaſſes of Brandy, and 
ſmoak'd as many Pipes of Tobacco. I hop'd to 
ſee him tumble down, and by conſequence to get 
rid of him, when he took it into his Head to call 
for ſome Diſhes of Tea that I had order'd to be made 
for myſelf, and which made him fo ſober that he 
recover d his Reaſon. I laid hold of this happy 
Interval (for I heard him calling out for Brandy, 
which I apprehended would occaſion a Relapſe) 
and talk'd to him about his Maſter's Baſs-Viols ; 
upon which, without much Intreaty, he ſaid to me, 
* You know, Sir, that every Man almoſt has his 
0 particular Whim, Princes as well as private Per- 
ſons. One is an Admirer of Magnificence, another 
of Troops, and a third of Miſtreſſes. As for my 
7 . Maſter, his Fancy runs only on Baſs-Viols, 
and whoever ſollicits him for an Employment or 
any other Favour can't do better than to accomo- 
date his Arſenal with one of theſe Inſtruments. 
5 A 8 * one, 1 he, which you ſaw in 
15 - SIP 
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the Room where all his Viols are, was preſented 
to him by one who wanted to be a Privy-Counſel- 
© lor; his Petition was granted, and had he aſk'd 
© for any thing elſe he might have had it. This 
officious Gentleman told me a great many other 
Particulars which let me into the very Chronicle 
of the Court of Merſebourg; but I don't trouble 
vou with it becauſe the Truth is not to be told at 


all times. ä 0 LN 
My Equipage being ready, I ſet out for Na uu- 
BOVURG, where J arrived at Noon. This City was 
formerly the See of a 'Biſhop. Its ancient Cathedral 
3s {till ſtanding, and tho* Lutheran, has a Chapter 
and Canons who muſt prove their Nobility both by 
theFather's fide and Mother's fide. by fixteen De- 
ſcents. When this Biſhopric was ſeculariz d it 
was ſaid that no Catholic Prince could ever be 
poſſeſs d of this State. Therefore when the laſt 
Duke of Saæe-Zeits, Adminiſtrator of Naumbourg, 
turn'd' Catholic, the King of Poland as eldeſt of 
the Saxon Family and Executor of the Pacta, or 
Conventions made between the Princes of that Fa- 
mily, took poſſeſſion of Naumbourg. The Duke's 
being reconciled to the Lutheran Communion was 
to no purpoſe, the King did not reſtore his Domi- 
nions to him, but ſtill poſſeſſes them, tho' he is 
more a Catholic than the Duke of Zeits perhaps 
ever was. Vou know that this Prince has left a 
Nephew who would have been his Heir, if he had 
not been a Catholic and a Prieſt. This is the Prince 
- who, I acquainted you from Dre/Jer, was Biſhop 
of Konig ſgratx in Bohemia. He was born a Luther- 
un, as are all thoſe of his Family. His Uncle the 
Cardinal of Saxe, Brother to the Duke of Zeits, 
made him embrace the Roman Catholic Religion 
when he was very young, and afterwards perſuaded 
bim to enter into Eccleſiaſtical Orders, by which 
Step he deprived his Nephew of the glorious Pre- 
3 | 3 rogative 
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rogative of being a Sovereign Prince, and trans- 
ferr'd his Rights to the n of Poland his diftant 
Couſin. -. 

Naumbourg is famous for its Faim which next 
to thoſe of Leipfic, are the the moſt; conſiderable 
in Saxony. The Suburbs of this City are almoſt 
all Vineyards; but why, I know not, for the Wine 
is ſo deteſtably bad that they: give it away in a man- 
ner for nothing. 

Finding nothing at Mena which was „td 
my while to ſtay there for, I only chang'd Horſes 
and came hither. As one approaches this Place, 
we meet with Corn-Fields and Hop-Grounds in- 
ſtead of Vines, and the Country riſes into Hills, ſo 
that one does not ſee the Town of Weimar till we 
are juſt upon it. This City which is not more con- 
ſiderable than Naumbourg, is the Reſidence of the 
Duke of Saxe-Weimar, who has a Palace here 
which does not want for Magnificence, and tho” 
unfiniſh'd, has an air of Grandeur. The Connoiſ- 
ſeurs in Architecture highly extol the grand Stair- 
Caſe there, which two Perſons may aſcend and de- 
ſcend at the ſame time without meeting one another, 
and yet always keeping each other in view. It 
conſiſts of two Flights of Stairs upon one Spindle, 
laid one over the other in the ſame Well of a ſquare 
Form. The Curious who have obſerved it, admire 
it, becauſe there are few ſuch to be ſeen. 

The great Hall which is an oval, is beautiful. 
but not Iightſome enough. There are the Pictures 
of all the Dukes of Saxe-Weimar at full length, from 
the firſt Duke that ever was down to the Father 
of the preſent. They are all drawn on Horiebacks 
and done by no mean Hand. 

In the ſame Palace is the Duke's Library, high 
tho" not very large, conſiſts of ſundry ſcarce Books. 
Bet open twice a n when the Curious are not 
| AG only 
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only permitted to peruſe them, but even to borrow 
them upon leaving a Note with the Librarian. 

The Duke of Weimar ſpends very little Time in 
his Capital, but commonly reſides at a Seat which 
he has caus'd to be built about a League out of 
Town. He has given it the Name of Belle-Vue, 
becauſe of the fine Proſpect which it commands 
from the Apartments of the firſt Story. The Houſe 
is ſmall and not very commodious, ſo that the chief 
Beauty of it is its Situation, which is very charming. 
The Gardens which are begun upon very good 
Plans will be beautiful when finiſh'd, as well as the 
 Pheaſant-Walk and Menagerie, where there are 
Turkeys and all forts of Fowl. | 

The Duke of Weimar's Name is Erneft-Auguſtus : 
He is the eldeſt of the Erneſtine Branch which loſt 
the Electorate when Charles V. was Emperor. He 
marry'd a Princeſs of 4xha/t-Cothen, who, I have 
been told, was a Lady of diſtinguiſh'd Merit. She 
dy'd and left him a Son and three Daughters. 

The young Prince is about ten Vears of age. 
He can neither hear nor pronounce well, and 1s 
withal of a very tender Conſtitution. The Phy- 
ſicians ſay it ſigniſies nothing, and that as he grows 
up he will acquire a Freedom of Speech. But 1 
queſtion it, and am apt to think rather that thoſe 
Diſciples of Aſculapius will ſend him into the other 
World *. The only Hopes of any Male Iſſue of 
Meimar are founded upon this Child. The Duke 
of Saxe-Ey/tnach who is the next a-kin has no Chil- 
diren; ſo that the Dominions of Weimar and Eyſe- 
nach too are ready to devolve to the Family of Saxe- 
Gotba. The Duke of Veimar's Subjects teaze him 
very much to marry, but the Prince does not ſeem 
to be in a Humour to ſatisfy them; for I have often 
heard him ſay that he can't bear the mention of 
Marriage, ; PN +

No 
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No body preſumes to go to Belle- Vue without 
being ſent for, except only on Mondays when poor 
People are permitted to go thither with their Pe- 
titions which they deliver to the Secretary, and he 
gives them to the Duke. Perſons of Quality whe- 
ther Foreigners or others that have a mind to ſpeak 
with the Duke, apply for it to the Marſhal of the 
Court, but are ſeldom admitted to an Audience. 

The Duke has rarely any other Company at Belle- 
Jue but two young Ladies whom he calls his Maids 
of Honour, and three young Women, Citizens 
Daughters, who go by the Name of his Chamber- 
Maids; a Major of his 'Troops, and the Officer of 
his Guard, who is a Lieutenant or an Enſign. I 
had forgot to mention the Baron de Brubl who is 
the Duke's Favourite and his Maſter of the Horſe. - 

Tis with theſe Perſons that the Prince paſſes his 
Time. He wakes early in the Morning, but makes 
it late before he riſes; for he takes his Tea im Bed, 
and ſometimes plays on the Violin. Atother times 
he ſends for his Archite&s and Gardeners, with 
whom he amuſes himſelf in drawing of Plans. His 
_ Miniſters alſo come to him while he is in Bed to 

talk upon Buſineſs. About Noon he gets up, and 
as ſoon as he is dreſs'd, ſees his Guard mount, 
which conſiſts of 33 Men, commanded by a Lieu- 
tenant or an Enfign. He exerciſes his Soldiers 
_ himſelf, and corrects them too when they commit 
any Fault. This done he takes the Air, and at two 
or three o' Cleck fits down to Table, where the 
two Maids of Honour, the Maſter of the Horſe, 
the Major, the Officer of the Guard, and even 
Foreigners, if any happen to be there, are of the 
Company. 'The Dinner holds a long while, and 
*tis ſometimes three, four, and five Hours before 
they riſe from Table. The Glaſs never ftands ſtill 
hardly, and the Duke talks a great deal, but the 
Converſation is commonly on Subjects that are not 
the. very 
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very agreeable. When Dinner is over they drink 
Coffee, after which the Duke -retires for a few 
Minutes, and then plays at Quadrille with his two 
young Ladies and the Major; but ſometimes he 
does nothing but ſmoak Tobacco, and he often re- 
tires to his Chamber where he amuſes himſelf with 
Drawings or ble Playing on the Violin till he — 
to 

There ſcarce. a Week paſſes but the Duke gives 
an Invitation at leaſt once or twice to all the Per- 
ſons of Quality of the Court, and all the Officers 
of his Troops, at Which time there are two great 
Tables ſpread, where they dine, play, ſup, and af 
terwards dance till next Bay. 


The Duke's Troops conſiſt of a nien of 700 


Men, a Squadron of 180 Troopers, and a Com- 
pany of Cadets on Horſeback. His Infantry con- 
liſts of pick'd Men. Since the famous Bernard de 
Weimar who was Penſioner to Lewis XIII. King of 
France, no Duke of Weimar had fo many Troops, 
and really they muſt be chargeable to the Duke, 
_ whoſe Revenues tis faid don't exceed 400,000 
Crowns. This Prince has made a Treaty with the 
King of Poland, whereby he engages to aſſiſt the 
King with his Battalion whenever his Majeſty thinks 
it neceflary for his Service; in which Caſe the King 
promiſes to give that Battalion the ſame Pay as he 
does his own Troops. Mean time the Duke is 
obliged to clothe them all according to the Pattern 
which is ſent to him from Dreſden; and indeed their 
Clothes are very rich, eſpecially thoſe of the Officers 
and Cadets, which are ſo bedaub'd with Gold and 
Silver Lace that a F e Who comes to Weimar 
cannot but admire it. 

The Duke's Family is very numerous, * beſides 
the Prince his Son and the three Princeſſes his Daugh- 
ters, he has a Siſter, and a Mother-in-law, Who is 
2 e of Haſſe ue. Mean time he has 
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a numerous Court, and may boaſt that of them are 
Perſons of very great Merit. 

The Gentleman- who 1s at the Head of Affairs f is 
the Baron de Reinbabe, who has the Title of Preſi- 
dent of the Council of State. He is a Perſon of a 
good Family in Si leſia, has very great Abilities, and 
withal ſo much Good nature and Modeſty as are 
ſeldom to be met with. When he was young he 
travelled very much abroad, where he learnt what 
was valuable in every Country that he came to. 
He ſpeaks ſeveral Languages well, is a great Hi- 
ſtorian, a learned Civilian, and a good Poet. Not- 
withſtanding the Buſineſs that goes thro' his Hands, 
and his Care of a numerous Family, he is always al- 
moſt at his Studies, and never better pleaſed than 
when he is in his Library; ; yet he is no Enemy to 
Pleaſures, but enjoys them without abandoning him 
ſelf to them, and takes them as they fall in his Way 
without purſuing them. To finiſh his Character 1 
will add what was faid of him by a Prince who 
knew him intimately : A Probity vas intirely loft 
in the reſt of Mankind, ſaid he to me, I think I ſhould 
be ſure to find it again in the Burks de Reinbabe. 

The Baron de Schmicdel is Marſhal of the Court 
and Director of the military Cheſt. He is a Perſon 
of great Piety, whoſe Aſpect is not indeed the moſt 
engaging, yet a very good Man to have to do with. 
He is a fincere Friend, loves to do a kind Thing, 
is exact in the Duties of his Offices, an Enemy to 
Vice, and very much attached to the Intereſts of 
his Maſter, tho' he does not always pleaſe him be- 
cauſe he has not the Talent of Diiſimulation ſo ne- 
ceſſary at Courts. 

The Baron de Studenitz, a Sileſian, is a Privy- 
Counſellor, and Preſident of the Chamber. He 
was formerly in the Service of the Duke of Saxe- 
Barbi, and afterwards he entered into that of the 
Dans of —_— whoſe Finances he 

directed 
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directed ſeveral Vears, in which he acquired a Re- 
putation, and came to Weimar, where he was con- 
tinued in the ſame Employment. He is a _— 
man of very. great Learning and Integrity, and 
having travelled a long time in his Youth, very well 
knows how to carry himſelf. _ 

M. de Hering is of a noble Family in the Country 
of Anhalt-Cothen. He is the Duke's Aulic Coun- 
ſellor, a Gentleman of Worth, and both learned 
and polite. He 1s on the Point of leaving this 
Court, which will be a Loſs to the Duke that he 
will not eaſily repair. 

M. 4% Bruhl, the Duke's Maſter of the Horſe 
and Favourite, is a Saxon. His Birth, good Qua- 
lities, and eſpecially his ſweet Temper render him 
very worthy of a Sovereign's Favour. Yet I doubt 
whether, notwithſtanding ſo much Merit, he has a 
firm Footing in the Duke's Friendſhip ; he has too 
much Candour, too much Sincerity, and is too zea- 
lous to do Services; and perhaps alſo too much at- 
tached to the Intereſts and Honour of his Maſter ; 
for tho' theſe Qualities haye the Appearance of Vir- 
tues, yet they are ſometimes Errors in the Eyes of 
Princes. 

Thus, Sir, have I given you the Names of the 
moſt diſtinguiſhed Perſons at the Court of Weimar. 

I ſet out To- morrow for Gotha. I hope for a Line 
from you at Wurtzbourg, and don't propoſe to write 
— to you till I know whether you are living or

Set out from J eimar at Five o' Clock in the 


Morning, and by Eight was at Erfurt, where 
I walk'd about an Hour, and came at Noon to 


Gotha. ; A/ EEE n 
Tis all a flat Country abounding with Corn. In 
time of Rain the Roads are ſo bad that ſometimes 
it takes up a whole Day to come from Erfurt to 
Gotha. ERFUKRT is a City belonging to the Elector 
of Mentz, is the Capital of Thuringia, and may be 
rank'd among thoſe of the ſecond Claſs in Germany. 
Its Inhabitants are almoſt all Lutherans, yet the 
principal Churches belong to the Catholics. Er- 
furt is fortify'd with good Ramparts, and by a Caſtle 
on a Hill, which abſolutely commands the Town. 


There is always a good Gariſon in the Place Which 


conſiſts of the Emperor's Soldiers and thoſe of 


Mentz ; and the Elector has a Governor here with 


the Title of Stadibolder, who preſides in the Re- 


gency. 


City ſituate in the Middle of a fine fruitful Plain, 
ſo that which Way ſoever one approaches it, one 
always perceives the Caſtle or Palace of the Duke, 


which ftands on an Eminence by itſelf, and has a 


Proſpect of a vaſt Extent of Country. This Caſtle, 
which is one of the biggeſt in Germany, was built 
by Erneft Duke of Gotha, ſurnamed the Pious; who 
cauſed both that and the Town to be encompaſſed 
with Ditches and Ramparts.

The chief Trade of this Town is in Woad, of which they 
have three Sorts, The firſt they fow about Chriſtmas, the 
next in the Spring, Summer, and Harveſt, of which they have 
three Crops, and the third grows wild. This Herb is ſuch a 
ſovereign Balſamic, that it cures Wounds almoſt with a Touch, 
if taken in time. It reſembles Plantain, but has a longer Leaf. 
The Roots fatten and improve barren Ground exceedingly, and 
being brought over to England, with Clover, Cingue-Foil, &c, 
grows with good Succeſs in Nortbamptonſbire, and other Places.

There is a correcter Copy than that at Leigſic, of the Works of 
Tactantius; another of St. Auſtin's Treatiſe of the City of Cod, 
which belonged to Villigiſe Archbiſhop of Mentx, about the 
Year 1000 ; another of the ancient Capitularies of the Kings 
of France, with the Salic Laws, and the Laws of the Lombard, 
Almains, &c. There are thirty-one MS, Volumes containing 
the Abridęments of the Lives of the Emperors of the Veſt, and of 
the Faß, their Pictures and Medals, and thoſe of their Families, 
the whole collected in 1550, by James de Strada of Mantua. 
The Medals are very well d:fign'd, and Occo, the famous Anti- 
quary, affirms in a Letter quoted by M. Patin, that every Fi- 
gure on them coſt a Crown the engraving. There is a particu- 
lar MS. which contains a Collection of Tracts by certain Greek 
Chymiſts concerning the deſirable Art of making Cold. For 
the reſt, the Curious are referred to the Catalogue itſelf. | 
I This Prince, who was Frederic II. died in 1732, March 12. 
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ay. To this Prince's wiſe Management of his 
Finances is owing not only his own Happineſe, 
but that of his People too, by whom he is adored ; 
and really he treats them more like a Father than 
a Sovereign; and never makes them ſenſible of his 
Power, but when he is to do them Juſtice. He is 
a kind good Maſter, eaſy of Acceſs, temperate in 
his Way of Living, gives very great Application to 
the Affairs of his Government, loves Reading, un- 
derſtands Books, and knows every thing which a 
Prince ought to be acquainted with. As to his 
Perſon, he is handſome and comely; is civil in his 
Deportment, but reſerved; and therefore ſeldom 
ſpeaks to Strangers, if he can help it; but endea- 
vours firſt of all to know thoſe he has Buſineſs with, 
and when he has found out their Character, talks 
with them upon ſuch Subjects as he thinks they are 
beſt acquainted with. He keeps regular Hours, 
riſes. at Seven. o' Clock, firſt ſpends an Hour in 
Prayer, and the reading of ſome pious Treatiſe; 
and then gets himſelf drefs'd, and gives Audience 
to his Miniſters, or to other Perſons that deſire it. 
At Noon he dines with the Ducheſs his Wife, the 
Princes his Children, and other Perſons of Diſtinc- 
tion; ſtays about an Hour and a half at Table, and 
then takes a Walk in the Gardens of the Palace, 
or if the Weather does not permit, he employs him- 
ſelf in his Cloſet, or ſpends the Time in reading 
till Five o'Clock. Then he goes to the Houſe of 
ſome Perſon of Diſtinction at his Court where all 
the Nobility have an Aſſembly, and plays at Ombre, 
after which he returns to his Palace, ſups in the 
Manner that he dined, and at Nine o'Clock retires. 
| There is a Drawing Room at Court three times 
a Week when the Company meet in a great Hall, 
where they make Parties at Ombre and Piguet. At 
Seven o' Clock a large Table is ſpread, which is 
free for all the Company. Then a Carver cuts up 
the 
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the Victuals, which are handed to that, and to all 
the Gaming- Tables that are covered with Napkins. 
Thoſe who don't play may ſit down at what Table 
they like beſt. The Duke, the Ducheſs, or the 
Princes, generally do Foreigners the Honour to ad- 
mit them to their Table. During the Supper there 
is a Concert of Muſic, and at Nine o'Clock all the 
Company retire. 8 
The Duke by his Marriage with Magdalen-Au- 
guſta of Anhalt-Zerbſt, has ſeven Sons and two 
Daughters“; The eldeſt is the Hereditary Prince, 
who has been twice in Paris, and once in /taly, 
England, Holland, Denmark, Sweden, and at all the 
Courts of Germany, in which Travels he has acquir'd 
a great deal of Politeneſs, and valuable Know- 
ledge. I had the Honour of making my Compli- 
ments to him both at Paris, and the Hague, and 
found him of ſuch a Temper as induces me to 
think that the Subjects of Gotha will be as happy 
hereafter under his Government, as they are under 
that of the Duke his Father. He was lately mar- 
ried to his Couſin- German Louiſa- Dorothea of 
Saæe- Meinungen, a very lovely young Princeſs, 
who, with all her Graces and Charms, has Abun- 
dance of Good-nature and ModeſtyF. 
The Duke has all the Great Officers common to 
other Sovereigns. The Count 4% Ronaao is Great 
Marſhal, and the chief Man at Court. They give 
him here the Character of Favourite; whether he is 
ſuch I know not, but this I know, that he is not 
unworthy of it. I was very well acquainted with 
him at Ratiſbon in 1720; he was not then in any 
Place, and expreſſed a Friendſhip for me; and now

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that I ſee him here in a Poſt, I find him the 
ſame Man as at Ratiſbon, always a Friend to his 
Friends; which for a Favourite is a very great 
Character. | . 

The Duke's Revenues are computed at a Million 
of Crowns a Year, with which he maintains near 
3000 Men of regular Troops. His Family is large 
and his Livery fine; his Guards are very well 
cloath'd ; his Table is ſerved with more Delicacy 
than Profuſion ; his Palace is well furniſh'd; every 
body punctually paid; and no body diſlatisfied. 

I don't mention the. Library to you, nor the 
Chamber of Rarities, becauſe I am not yet well 
enough inform'd of ſuch things there as are worth 
obſerving.

the Chapter of the Abbey Church in 1726, in the 
room of Conſeantine Baron of Buthler,” who died 
| ſuddenfy,- and not without Suſpicion of Poiſon: 
Fulde is a dirty little Town open on all ſides, and 


has nothing remarkable but the Abbey Church, and 


the Prince's Palace, which are two Freeſtone Build 
ings that make a very grand Appearance. The 


Apartments of the Palace, are very richly furniſh'd. 
The laſt Abbot, being a Man of good Underſtand- 
ing and great Views, cauſed this Palace to be ſo 


adorned as to demonſtrate the Wealth ye the 


Abbe; 
The Prince Abbot has a Grand Marſhal, a Maſ. 


ter of the Horſe, a Marſhal of the Court, ſeveral 
Privy and Aulic Counſellors, a Number of Gentle: - 


men, a Company of Horſe-Guards well cloathed 


and well mounted, a Regiment of Foot Guards, 
eight Pages, a Number of F ootmen, and ſeveral 


Sets of Horſes. He gives a rich Livery, and in a 


Word, his Houſhold is ſpruce and magnificent. 


There are very few Sovereigns in Germany: whoſe 
Tables are better ſerved; for there is Plenty of every 
thing, particularly delicious Wines, of which they 
tipple to ſuch Exceſs that in a very little time they are 


not capable of diſtinguiſhing their Liquor, There 


are, I believe, the hardeſt Drinkers here in Zurope; 


and I being on the other hand but a Milkſop, thought 
that Fulde was not a Country for me to pitch my 
Trent in. I dined with the Prince, went home 
drunk. to my Quarters, * ſound, and next Day 
: ſet 
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ſet out for Wartzbourg, where I am happily arriv d 
after having gone through ſuch horrible bad Ways, 
and met with ſuch diſmal Lodging, that I Wiſh my 
Enemies were but condemned to travel this Road 
Four times a Vear. 

; Here I make myſelf Amends for the Mortification 
which I met with coming hither. WurTzBOuRG 
is a conſiderable City, though not very large. The 
Main divides it into two Parts. It is the Reſidence 
of the-Prince Biſhop of Wurtzbourg Duke of Fran- 

conia. The Perſon who now enjoys that great Dig- 
nity is Chriftopber Francis de Houtten®*,... He was 

elected by the Chapter to ſucceed John Philip Fran- 
cis Count de Schonborm, who was one of the greateſt 
and moſt maguificent Prelates that perhaps ever fill d 
the Epiſcopal See of ¶ urtæboung. This Prince, in 
the five Vears time that he has been Biſhop, has 
done more things for the Embelliſhment of Murtz- 
- bourg than ten of his Predeceſſors put together. He 
has furniſhed one Part of the Town with new For- 
tiſications, and has laid the Baſis of a ſtately Pa- 
lace which will be one of the greateſt, the com- 
- pleateſt and moſt regular Fabrics that we have in 
. Germany ; he having, for that End, conſulted the 
- moſt ſkilful Architects, and ſent for the moſt cele- 
brated Sculptors from Vtaly. As he was a paſſio- 
nate Admirer of the Arts and Sciences, and per- 
fectly underſtood them, eſpecially Architecture, he 
choſe the beſt Parts of all the Deſigns that were 
preſented to him, and from them he compos d the 
Plan of the Work, which was executed with 
ſuch Diligence that in four Vears time two thirds of 
the Building were rooft. His unexpected Death 
| put a d for a while to this great Work. The 


is Spcoadlor, was :F — 8 Charles. Count de Schonlorn, 
Biſhop of Bamberg and Vice-Chancellor of the Empire, who 
was before his Competitor. In 1734 he reſigned the Poſt of

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preſent Biſhop took it in Hand again, but after hav- 
ing made conſiderable Alterations in thoſe great and 
magnificent Projects, the Work advances ſo flowly 
that when it will be finiſhed no body knows. 

The deceaſed Biſhop Schonborn has alſo cauſed a 
Chapel to be built near the Metropolitan Church, 
which he has lined with very uncommon Marble 
brought for the Purpoſe from Italy at a very great 
Expence. Braſs, Gilding, and every thing that can 
render a Chapel ſuperb, have been employed in it in 
a very curious Manner. This ftately Edifice is as 
yet imperfect, and will require great Sums to finiſh 
it. As it was defigned for the Burial-Place of the 
Biſhop and his Family, it is to be preſumed that the 
Houſe of Schonborn, now ſo rich and fo power- 
ful, will not ſuffer a Monument to he unfiniſh'd 
which is to perpetuate the Remembrance of its 
Grandeur. 6 | 

The Great Hoſpital founded by a Biſhop whoſe 
Name was Julius, is worth ſeeing. Tis a flately 
Building which looks more like the Palace of a 
Prince than a Hoſpital. Four hundred Perſons of 
both Sexes are maintained in it, There are two fine 
Halls which are particularly made uſe of upon Holy 
Thurſday. In the one, the Biſhop performs the 
Ceremony of waſhing the Feet of the Poor, who 
are afterwards ſumptuouſly feaſted in it ; and in the 
other he regales his Chapter, and all his Family. 

The Caftle ſtands upon an Eminence on the other 
Side of the River, which we paſs over a Stone 
Bridge, adorn'd like that of St. Angelo at Rome, with 
twelve fine Statues repreſenting ſo -many Saints. 
This Caftle is a ſtrong Place, and entirely commands 
the Town. The Form of it is quite irregular, it 
conſiſting of ſeveral Buildings erected by ſeveral. 
Biſhops. Thoſe Prelates always liv'd in it, till the 
laſt, who, while he was building a new Palace in 
the Town, lodged in a neighbouring Gentleman's

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Houſe, from whence he could ſee how the Work 
went on. The Apartments of the old Caſtle are 
ſpacious and noble. I found in them all that Fur- 
niture with which they were adorned for the Re- 
ception of the Archducheſs Mary-E. lizabeth, when 
that Princeſs came to Waurtzbourg in her Way to 
the Government of the Netherlands, I have not 
ſeen richer Furniture at the Palace of any Prince of 
the Empire. | 

In this Caſtle there are two things that are well 
worth ſeeing ; the Arſenal and the Vault; the one 
full of all. the Stores invented by Mars and Bellona, 
for the Deſtruction of Mankind, and the other fur- 
niſhed with every thing to ſatiate the Thirſt of an 
Army of Drunkards. If ever you come hither and 
ſhould have the Curioſity to viſit theſe Magazines 
of Mars and Bacchus, I adviſe you to begin with 
the Arſenal, eſpecially if you can get ſome Courtier 
to go with you ; for theſe Gentlemen, tho very 
civil, think, that the leaſt thing which a Foreigner 
ought to do for them is #0 forfeit his Reaſon to 
them in this Vault. I am ture, I ſpeak by dear Ex- 
perience. Three Days ago I told the Biſhop that J 
had a Mind to ſee the Caſtle. This Prince was fo 
complaiſant as to order one of his Gentlemen to go 
with me. My honeſt Companion fearing, tis like, 
that a Converſation tete-a- tete would be too melan- 
choly, choſe two Topers to bear us Company, whom 
Silenus would not have diſown'd for his Children. 
Being a Stranger to the Virtues for which thoſe 
Gentlemen were eminent, I put myſelf entirely under 
their Direction without the leaſt Apprehenſion of my 
Misfortune. When they had ſhewed me the Apart- 
ments, the Arſenal, Fortifications, and every thing, 
they carried me at laſt into the Vault, which 1 
found illuminated like a Chapel wherein I was to 
lie in State; and indeed, my Funeral Obſequies 


were * in Ps for the Glaſſes ſerved in-

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| ſtead of Bells, and Torrents of Wine guſh'd out 
inſtead of Tears: At length, after the Service was 
over, two of the Prince's Heydukes carry'd me to a 
Coach, and from thence to Bed; that was my Tomb. 
| Yeſterday I roſe again, but ſcarce know at this Mo- 
ment whether I am quite come to myſelf, "Tis true, 
that this does not give me much Concern, for ever 
ſince I have been here, I have followed the laudable 
Cuſtom of getting drunk twice a-Day. You: per- 
ceive that I am improv'd by my Travels, and that 
I am apt enough to learn the pretty Manners of 
the Countries where I make any Stay. I fancy that 
you will find me very much altered for the better. 
There is nothing that accompliſhes a Man ſo much 
as travelling; judge you of this by the Life which 
I lead here. ? Ralls 
I riſe at Ten o'Clock, my Lungs very much 
inflam'd with the Wine I drank the Night before: 
take a large Doſe of Tea, dreſs myſelf, and then 
go to make my Compliments to the Biſhop. The 
Baron de Pechtelſbeim the Marſhal of the Court in- 
vites me to dine with the Prince: He promiſes, nay, 
and ſometimes ſwears too, that I ſhall not drink. 
At Noon we fit down to Table. The Biſhop does 
me the Honour to drink two or three Healths te 
me.

and the Baron e Pechtelſbeim, toaſt the ſame Num- 
ber to me, and I am under a Neceſſity of drinking 
to no leſs than fourteen Perſons at the Table; ſo 
that I am drown'd in Liquor before I have din'd. 
When the Company riſes, I wait on the Prince to 
his Chamber-Door, where he retires, and I think to 
do the ſame, but I find an Embargo put upon me in 
the Antichamber by the Maſter of the Horſe, and 
the Marſhal of the Court, who with great Bumpers 
in their Hands drink the Prince's Health to me, 
and Proſperity for ever to the moſt laudable Chapter 
of Wurtzbourg. I proteſt to them that J am the

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Biſhop's moſt humble Servant, and that I have a 
very great Veneration for the moſt laudable Chap- 
ter, but that to drink their Healths wou'd deſtroy 
mine, and therefore I beg they would excuſe my 
plefdging them; but I may as well talk to the 
- Wind ; theſe two Healths muſt be drank, or I ſhall 
de reckon'd no Friend to the Prince and his Chap- 
ter. If this were all my Taſk I ſhould be well off; 

but then comes M. 4e Zobel, one of the moſt in- 
trepid Carouſers of the Age, who ſqueezes me bythe 
Hand, and with an Air and Tone of perfect Cor- 
diality, ſays to me, You love our Prince ſo auell that 
you can't refuſe urinking to the Proſperity of the il- 
luſtrious Family of Houtten. And when he has 
made this moving Speech, he takes off a great Glaſs 
to witneſs his Zeal for the Life of his Maſter ; after 
which an officious' Heyduke brings me a Glaſs, and 
being infected with che Gouſt that prevails at this 
Court, aſſures me that this Wine cannot poſſibly do 
me Harm, becauſe tis the very ſame that the Prince 
drinks. By a Perſuafion, founded on ſo juſt an 
Inference, I have the Courage to venture on 


tꝛꝰ other Glaſs, which is no ſooner drank but I reel, 


and can drink no more; when, in order to finiſh: 
me, M. de Pechtelſbeim, one of the honeſteſt Gen- 
tlemen living, but the ſtauncheſt Wine · bibber that 
J know, accoſts me with a Smile, and fays, Come, 
dear Baron, one Glaſs more ro better Arguaintance. 
Leonjure him to give me Quarter, but he embraces 
me, kiſſes me, and calls me Herr Bruder (his dear 


Brother.) How can a Man withſtand ſuch tender 


Compliments ! At laſt, I put myſelf in a fit Poſture 
to xun away; 1 ſneak off, ſteal down the Steps 
as well as J can, and ſqueeze myſelf into a Sedan 
which carries me Home; where my People drag me 
outlike a dead Corpſe, antiike mw on a Bed, as if 
the next thing was to lay me out. I ſleep three or 
four — * in a perfect Maze, put _— 
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to Rights again, and prepare to make Viſits, or to 
ET ; bat —— I do, I preſently 
find myſelf in ſach a Pickle again, that I cannot 
walk alone. There's no ſuch thing as Converſa- 
tion here betwixt one Friend and another without 
the Bottle; ſo that J am tempted to think the Inha- 


bitants of this City are deſcended from Silenus, and 


that the old Sot left them the Faculty of hard Drink- 
ing for a Legacy, as St. Hubert bequeath'd to his 
Family the Power of curing a Frenzy. © 
I din'd Yeſterday with the Reverend the Scots 
Benedictine Fryars who gave me a hearty Welcome, 
and an excellent Sort of Liquor call'd Stein Mein, 
or Stone- Wine, probably becauſe it grows on 4 
Rock; which is the only time that I have departed 
from the Regimen I keep to here, I mean that I 
was not drunk. The Houſe of theſe Benedictines is 
one of the five Houſes which form a Sort of a Re- 
public in their Order, and which, without depend- 
ing on their General, chuſe a Preſident out of their 
Number who has the Direction of all their Affairs. 
Theſe five Houſes are in five different Towns, vix. 
at Vienna in Auſtria, at Ratiſbon, Wurtzbourg, at 
Deoxway in Flanders, and at Dieulegarde, near Paut- a-

Theſe Benedictines put me in Mind of the Re- 
verend Fathers the Feſuits, who have à very fine. 
Houſe in this City: Theſe are they who are Di- 
rectors of the Univerſity, and inſtruct the Youth 
with a Zeal which cannot but confound their Ene- 
mies. ; | | 520 
The Prince and Biſhop lives in very great Splen- 
dor, and is one of the moſt powerful of our Spi- 
ritual Sovereigns.

fulleſt in Germany. The only thing that is ſcarce 
here is Money, and this is owing to their want of

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Prieſts who ingroſs all to themſelves. The Biſhop 
bas 50000 Crowns a-Year for his Privy-Purſe. The 
Chamber is obliged to maintain him in every thing. 
It furniſhes his Wardrobe, his Table, and pays his 
 Houſhold and his Troops, which actually conſiſt of 
- 3500 Men, who are commanded by General Eid, 
the Governor of Wurtzbourg. In time of War 

the Biſhop has no leſs than 10000. 

The Court is numerous, and I can aſſure you 
that upon Feſtival-Days 'tis very magnificent, 
On St. Quilian's Day, who is the Patron of Yartz- 
. beurg and Franconia, the Biſhop repairs with a great 
Train to the Metropolitan Church. Six of the 
Biſhops Coaches, drawn each by fix Horſes, begin 
the March, attended by twenty four Footmen 
and fixteen Pages; and above fourſcore Gen- 
tlemen, richly dreſs'd, walk before the Biſhop's 
Coach, guarded by two Files of Halbardiers. The 
: Maſter of the Horſe and the Marſhal of the Court 
Walk by the Sides of the Coach, the latter bearing 


the Sword of the Duke of Franconia with the 


Point uppermoſt ; and the Coach is ſurrounded by 
 Heydukes, and followed by a Company of Life- 
Guards. 
The Biſhop of Wurtzbourg has one Prerogative 
which the other Biſhops have not; for while he 
. officiates his Great Marſhal bears the Sword of 
the Duke of Franconia naked and upright till the 
. Confecration of the Elements, and then he puts it 
up in the Scabbard, and carries it before the Prince 

with the Point downwards; which is a Diſtinction 
I take to be altogether as extraordinary as thac 
of the Abbot and Count de Gemblours, the firſt 
- Nobleman of the States of Brabant, who has the 
Privilege of celebrating Maſs with his Boots and 
Spurs 1

- able to the Dignity of a great Prince; and his 
Table, 
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Table, which is commonly ſpread for eighteen 
Gueſts, is ſerv d with a Magnificence to the Degree 
of Profuſion; not that this Prince affects Pomp, 
but becauſe he is obliged to conform to the ancient 
eſtabliſned Cuſtoms of his Court. This Prelate 
gives very great Application to the Affairs of his 
Government, for which Purpoſe he riſes early in 
the Morning: When he is dreſs'd he ſpends ſome 
time in Prayer, and then confers with his Miniſters, 
or with the Chiefs of the ſeveral Tribunals. At 
Ten o' Clock he hears Maſs, and afterwards goes to 
Council: At Noon he dines, and after having ſat e 
an Hour and half at Table, he retires, and ſpends 
the Evening with his Family, which is numerous, 
and compos'd of Perſons of Worth. In Carni- 
val-time he makes great Entertainments twice or 
thrice a Week for all the Nobility of Wurtzbourg, 
and there is ſometimes a Ball and even Maſquerades 
at Court. In the Winter- time Perſons of Rank have 
Aſſemblies for Gaming; and, during the Carnival, 
there's a Ball three times a Week in a Houſe kept 
by the Undertaker, at which they beſpeak Places 
beforehand, and where Foreigners are admitted 
gratis, All this would be pretty enough if the 
Company was not ſometimes difturb'd by People in 
Liquor, tho? 'tis true that ſuch are not very chagrin- 
ing to the Natives, who are us'd to ſuch Sights; 
and the very Ladies, who elſewhere fly ſuch Con 
pany, . do not ſeem to have a ſtaunch Averſion to 
them. Foreigners have Reaſon to applaud the Ci- 
vilities both of the Prince and his Courtiers. As 
for my own Part, I am infinitely oblig'd for the Re- 
ſpect they have been pleaſed to ſhew to me. The 
Prince heaps his Favours on me, and the Nobility 
their Courteſies. If it were not that one is forced 
to drink hard, I ſhould like the Town very well. 
Two Days hence : ſhall ſet out for Auſpach, and

Madame, the Margravine, befides a charming 
Perſon, has a fparkling Wit and a folid Jodgmens, | 
which ſhe has taken care to cultivate by great Read 
ing, and maintains by a Piety and Charity truly 
Chriftian, There is in all her Actions ſuch Polite- 
neſs, and ſo much Good- nature, as gain her the 
Hearts of all Perſons. In fine, without flattering 
this Princeſs, I can affure you that her Life is a 
Pattern of Virtue. She is wean'ds from all the 
Vanities of the Ape ; the wears neither Gold nor 
Lace, and has given her Diamonds, which were of 
very great Value, to her Son. She keeps ſo retir d 
to her Apartment that ſhe is never ſeen but at 
Church, at Table, or when ſhe gives Audience; 
which ſhe never refuſes to any Body unleſs when ſhe 
is tir d. She is inceſſantly employ'd, and takes De- 
light in it. She is her own Miniſter, and her Coun-. 
ſellors are only the Executioners of her Orders. 
Tis pity that Germany is ſo ſoon like to loſe a 
Princeſs who does her Country ſo much Honour: 
The Margravine is in ſo declining a Condition 
that there's no Hopes of her Recovery.

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-faid ſhe to her Phyſicians, he will tate it from me 
rauben he pleaſes, his Will be done. She continues 
to live in the Way ſhe always did; and the Ap- 
. proach of Death, which ſhe ſees advancing to her 
with ſlow Pace, gives her no Trouble nor Tremor; 
but ſubmitting to the Decrees of Providence, ſhe 
waits with Refignation for that awful Moment which 
often makes the ſtouteſt Hearts tremble. 
The young Margrave is actually at Paris, fo 
that I'cou'd have given you no manner of Account 
of this Prince, if I had not had the Honour to ſee 
him two Years ago. He was born the 12th of May, 
1712. He is a handſome, comely, lively Man, 
has an extraordinary Memory, and if Age matures 
his Underſtanding, bids fair to be one Day a Prince 
of a ſublime Genius.

I think I ought not to omit acquainting you 
with two things which are fondly believed by the 
common People, and which the Landlord of the 
Houſe where I quartered affirmed to me to be Facts. 
The one is, that there are no Rats in all the Coun- 

try of An/pach, ſince one of the Family of the Rat- 
killing St. Hubert paſs'd that Way. The other is of 
the ſame Tenor, and admitted for a certain Truth 
by every Subject in the Dominions of the Houſe of 
Brandenbourg, wiz. When any one of this F amily 
dies, whether Prince or Princeſs, a Woman in 
White always appears juſt before in the Palace. I 
know not whether you ever heard any thing con- 
cerning this Propheteſs of ill Luck. Be that as it 
will, the Story which is told of her is this: | 
Joachim II. Elector of Brandrnbourg having a 
Mind to enlarge his Palace at Berlin, wanted to 
buy in ſeveral Houſes; but an old Woman, the 
Owner of one of thoſe Houſes, reſolved not to ſell 
it to him upon any Terms. The Elector ROE, 
her ſo obſtinate ſent her the Purchaſe-Money 
turned her out of it; upon which the old Woman 
ſwore in a Rage that ſhe would be an eternal Plague 
to Joachim and his Poſterity. They pretend that 
the good Lady keeps her Word, and that ſhe haunts 
all the Palaces of the Brandinbiars Family. Vet 
I never heard any Body at Berlin ſay they had ever 
ſeen her there, tho” that is the Place where ſhe ought 
naturally to have taken up her Head-Quarters. My 
Landlord added to theſe fine Stories that the Margra- 
vine would not die yet awhile becauſe the Woman in 
White had not yet N to any body at Court.

| HEN I took leave of the Court of An. 
- ſpach, I was honoured with à precious 
Mak of che Margravine s Goodneſs, wiz. a weigh- 
ty Gold Medal; and now I am again upon my 
Journey. I was not many Hour: in travelling from 
_ Anſpach to Nuremberg, through a Country extreme- 
Ty by 1 -but very well cultivated, and interſperſed 
= onſiderable Villages, which in our Country 
: would be reckoned Towns. 
So much has already been ſaid by others of the 
| City of NUREMBERG, hat] have very little to add 
to it. I aſſure you this Town is the moſt diſagreeable 
Place in Zurope to live in. The Patricians are the 
People of the firſt Rank here, and lord it like the 
petty Nobles of Venice. The Government here 
too has very great Reſemblance with the Venetian, 
and they have a ſort of Doge. In ſhort they are 
very much like the Frog in the Fable that ſtrove 
"$0 {well itſelf to the Size of the Ox. Of theſe Pa- 
- gricians ſome are very rich, but they are ſo rude 
chat no body viſits them, and they ſcarce viſit 
one another. Perhaps you will aſk me what I mean 
dy the Term Patricians ? is this; they are Gen- 
"Hemen ; There are Patrician Families old enough to 
Aiſpute Antiquity with any of the Nobility what- 
"Foever, and who were formerly admitted into all 
the C But now the Caſe is otherwiſe; for 
the Nobility not only exclude them out of the 
e fe diſpute their being Gentlemen ; pre- 
. tending that they derogate from the Title by their 
ical Offices. Such is, you know, our 


” Germanic Vanity; the Things which are — 
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Court, the Sword, and the Church, are the only 
Profeſſions that a Gentleman can follow : If he has 
not the Talents proper for one or other of theſe, or 
if Fortune frown upon him, he had betterbe out of 
the World than take any Offices of the Magiſtraey 
upon him, cles dey cad He: had- better 
beg Alms nobly, than marry beneath himſelf.” But 
I ſhall not here ſect up for a Cenſor of the Germanic 
Cuſtoms. Let us Eil of Nuremberg. This City 
has 6 Gates, 12 Conduits, and 118 Wells. Of the 
Churches, St. Lawrence's is the biggeſt : There are 
a great many Reliques in it, particularly a. part of 
the Manger in which our Saviour was laid, a. Piece 
of his Garment, and three Links of the Chains which 
bound St. Peter, St. Paul, and St. Jabn. As the 
 Lutheram make no great account of thoſe Reliques, 

they would do well to give them to ſome poor 
| Catholic Convent which would thereby ſoon, be 
_ enrich'd. 

| You know that the Government here is akoge- 
ther Evangelical, . e. Lutheran, The Catholics 
have a ſmall Church in the Houſe of the Teutonic 
Order: The Ga/vinifs go to Church in the Terri- 
tory of Anſp ach; but the Feaus are not tolerated 
_ becauſe tis Lad they formerly poiſoned the Wells. 
They live in a Place not far from Nuremberg, but 
come to Town every Morning, paying 22 
for their Entrance, have an old Woman ſet oyer 
them who is commonly both their Guard and their 
Guide, and are permitted to trade and trick where- 
ever they can e when they are obliged to 
retire.

The Trade of Nuremberg is very much fallen 
off; for beſides that the Toys and Knick-knacks 
which were formerly made in this City are much 
out of faſhion, eſpecially in Germany, the Manu- 
factures which the Margraves of Bareith and Aa- 
ach have ſettled in their Dominions do wan 
able Prejudice to Naremberg. | | 
The Inhabitants of this City may be, (at leaſt I 
think them ſo) the honeſteſt People in the World, but 
they are the moſt horrible Complimenters that I 
know, I could not ſet my Foot in a Shop, but the 
Maſter, the Miſtreſs, the Children and the Appren- 
tices waited on me into the very Street thanking 
me for the Honour I had done them, My Land- 
lord too who ſaw me go in and out twenty times 
a day, receiv'd me always with great Ceremony, 
and aſk'd me how I did. And when I went out he 
. pray'd me not to leave his Houſe long in Contempt, 
Without honouring i it with my Preſence, | 
Nuremberg is the richeſt and moſt potent Imperial 
City next to Hamburgh, The Domain of Nurem- 
berg is even much larger than that of Hamburg 
but the latter bears the Bell for Wealth. Tis ſaid 
that Nuremberg has ſeven other Towns in its Ter- 
ritory, with 480 Villages and Pariſhes. Yet for 
all this tis not a rich City; for the Patricians pocket 
a - the Money, and the Citizens are poor. 
Next Day after my Arrival at Nuremberg, I ſet 

out for Chr:ifian-ERLAanGEN, a Town in the Mar- 

viate of Brandenbourg-Bareith, which owes its 

fiour ouriſhing State to a Colony of French People who 
fled out of Fraxce on account of their Religion. 
Forty Years ago Erlangen was but a little Village 
in the middle of a Foreſt of Fir-Trees. The Mar- 
grave Chriſtian. giving ſhelter to the French who 
* * Country after the Revocation of the * 
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of -Nantz, aſſigned them Erlangen to ſettle in. 
When they cut down the Woods they built the 
Town, to which they gave the Name of Chri _ 
Erlangen, in Memory of Chriſtian their Bene 
All the Streets are in a ftrait Line. The French 
have ſet up all ſorts of Manufactures here, and 
have made it one of the prettieſt Towns of Germany. 
Madame Elizabeth Sophia of Brandenbourgh, ſe- 
cond Daughter of the Elector Frederic William, and 
third Wife of the Margrave Chriſtian Founder of 
Erlangen, cauſed a very handſome Palace to be 
built in the great Square of this City, to which 
there are noble Gardens, Tis at preſent occupy d 
by Sophia of Saxe-Weiſfſenfels, Widow of the laſt 
Margrave of Bareith. This Princeſs was to have 
dwelt at Neuftaat, which was ſettled on her for her 
Dowry ; but as tis a loneſome, melancholy, ſcoun- 
dre] Place, the Margrave Regent was willing ſhe 
ſhould live at Erlangen. The Margravine Dowa- 
er was one of the moſt beautiful Princeſſes. in the 
World, of which ſhe {till preſerves the fair Remains, 
and none can have an Air more grand, She lives 
at Erlangen with all the Dignity becoming her Rank. 
Foreigners are very well received at her Court, and 
particularly by the Princeſs herſelf, who for Polite- 
neſs has few Equals. 

From Chriſtian-Erlanger I went in leſs than 2 
Day to Bamberg, tho' I ſtay d two or three Hours 
at FoxCHE1M a Place in the Biſhopric of Bamberg, 
whoſe Buildings appeared to me to be * and Out 1

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The Biſhopric of Ba uA is the firſt Biſhopric 
of the Empire. b. The Biſhop is Suffajin to 30 Arch- 
biſhop. He depends only as to Spirituals upon the 
Holy See, and receives the Pall as an Archbiſhop. 
He has moreover this Diſtinction, that the Electors 
are his great Officers as they are thoſe of the Empire, 
and he has the Privilege of ſummoning them to come 
and do the Duties of their Offices on the Day of his 
Inſtallation. I have not heard that any Biſhop ever 
made uſe of this mighty Prerogative, for the Retinue 
thoſe great Officers would bring along with 
them might be a Charge to him. The great Privi- 
leges which this Prelate enjoys are counter - ballancd 
by one Mortiſication; for if the Electors happen to 
chuſe an Emperor who has no Dominions, the Biſfi 
of Bamberg would be obliged to yield him his E all. 
City and Palace. Tis ſaid that the Faijetvr 
has the fame Right to Nome, and that if he ſhould 
chuſe that ancient City of the World for his Reſidence, 
the Pope would be obliged to yield him the Palace 
of the Vatican and to retire to that of St. Joh de La- 
teran. But I really think that the Holy Father and 
the Biſhop of Bamberg will not be fo ſoon turn'd out. 
The late Elector of Mentz, Lotharius Francis de 
Schonborn' who was alſo Biſhop of Bamberg, em- 
belliſh'd the City with a new Epiſcopal Palace, a 
great and ſtately Building that ſtands on an Emi- 
nence, from ee there is an extenſive Profpect of 
various Beauties. 

The City of Bamberg is very well built and has 
beautiful Churches: Herein is to be ſeen the Tomb 
of the Emperor Henry II. and his Wife the Empreſs 
Cuniegonda. This Princeſs lies at the right Hand 
of her Huſband, becauſe ſhe kept her Virginity to 
her Death. Was not this abuſing the Sacrament of

The Neighbourhood of Bamberg is very agree - 
able, but as one comes to. it from Nuremberg thro? 
a certain Foreſt of Fir-Trees, it ſtrikes a Man — 4 
Horror to ſind an Avenue to it a quarter of Le 
in Length form'd by Wheels and Gibbets. This, at 
firſt ſight gives a Stranger no very great Idea of the 
Honeity of the People; but he is of another O- 
pinion when he comes to know that theſe expos d 
MalefaQtors are for the moſt part Foreigners. The 
Biſhopric of Bamberg is contiguous to ſeven or 
eight different States, and the Town itſelf lies in the 
greateſt Road of all Came which is the Reafon 
that tis ſo infeſted by Rogues from all 
In the time of the Elector of Mentx, Bamberg was 
their Ne 2 ultra, for that Prince gave them no 
Quarter: Being an Enemy to Wickedneſs and one 
of the greateſt Juſticiaries that we have had in Ger- 
many, he ſent all to the Gallows that deſerved, 
Hanging. 

About a League out of the Town the Biſhop has. 
a charming Pleafure-Houſe ; but there is nothing in 
all Germany more magnificent than the Caſtle of Po- 
MERSFELDEN belonging to the Count 45 Schonborn, 
which is three Leagues from Bamberg. Francis Lo- 
tharius de Schonborn Elector of Mentæ cauſed this 
ſtately Fabric to be built, the whole of which forms 
a great Body of Building flank'd by two Pavi- 
lions with tyo advanc'd Wings. The whole is re. 
gularly built, and decorated with well-fancy'd Archi- A 
tecture. The Entry is ſupported by ſeveral Colon- 
nades, where the firſt thing that preſents itſelf is 
the grand Stair-Caſe, which is — mag- 

cent,

nificent, and perhaps one of the beſt contrived in 
Europe. This Entry leads into a Salon which ſerves 
as a Paſſage to the Garden; tis in form of a Grotto 
adorn'd with ſeveral Fountains, Columns, and Sta- 
-tues of Marble: The Cieling is painted as well as 
the Sky-Light of the Stair-Caſe, and the Arches of 
the principal Apartments. They are all painted by 
Hands that the EleQor ſent for on purpoſe from 
Ttaly. I don't give you the Particulars of the great 
Salon, nor of the Apartments, becauſe it would take 
up a Volume. The whole are laid out with Art, and 
furniſhed with great Choice, Judgment and Splendor. 
_ The Stables anſwer exactly to the Caſtle which 
they front. They are built in form of a Half- 
Moon with a Pavilion in the middle, which is an 
oval Salon, from both Sides of which you ſee all the 
HFlorſes. The Mangers are of Marble in form of 
Shells, and the Racks of Iron neatly wrought in 
form of a Baſket or Scuttle. 
The Salon in the middle of the two Stables is 
painted in Freſco, and looks one way to the Court, 
and the other to the Riding-Houſe, where the Elec 
tor uſed to ſee the Horſes managed belonging to the 
Studs of his Biſhopric near Bamberg, one of the beſt 
min Germany. 37515 
The Gardens of Pammersfelden are very anſwer 
able to the Magnificence of the Buildings: In a 
Word, every Thing belonging to this fine Houſe i; 
- worthy of it. The Builder of it had ſublime Ideas 


Nile ſpared no Coſt to leave Monuments of his Gran 


deur and Wealth to Poſterity, and has made a 
HFouſe of Pommersfelden which really ſurpaſſes ſome 
Royal Palaces. But tie time to take you out of 

this ſine Place and to carry you back to Bamberg. 

There is a good Number of the Nobility ſettled 
in this Town. The Chapter conſiſts of Perſons of 
Quality: It has the Right of chuſing the Biſhop; and 
tis he who governs in the Abſence of the Prince.

Such a Reſort as here is of the Nobility makes the 
Time paſs away agreeably; but they drink as hard 
here as at Fula and Wurtzbourgh, ſo that it looks as 
if Drinking was an inſeparable Function of the Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Courts. Having ſome Relations in this 
Town I ftay'd there three Days, during which I 
had the Pleaſure of Drinking every Day with one 
of my Couſins out of a great Goblet of ſolid Gold 
which weigh'd to the Value of a thouſand Ducats. 
You can't imagine how well the Wine went dewn 
out of a Cup of that Value. I heartily wiſh'd that 
my Couſin would have dealt by me as Jeſeph did by 
Benjamin, and that he had put up his Cupin my 
Portmanteau, provided he would not have ſent to 
fetch me back again, as the Governor of Egypt did 
his Brother ; but this was what my dear Couſin did 
not think fit to do. He made me drink my Skin- 
full of Wine, and only 8 Pockets full 
of Gold. 

From Bamberg I went to Banzirn the Reſidence 
of the Margrave of Brandenbourgb. The elder of the 
two Branches of that Family Ettied in Franconia. 
. John George Elector of Brandenbourgh divided his 
 Dominions between his three Sor: : He left the 
Electorate with its Appendages to his eldeſt Son, and 
gave the Margraviate of Calmbach to Chriſtian his 
ſecond Son, and that of Anspach to his third Son.

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thy of Helftein-Beck at Berlin in 1709. I had then 
the Honour to ſee him: He was a Prince of a 
noble Aſpect, very civil, good natur'd, and tem- 
perate; and a Lover of Books and Men of Learning. 
He did an Act of Generofity that perhaps is not 
to be parallel'd, and which I relate to you as the 
moſt authentic 3 that can be of his Good- 
nature and Integri ity. 

His Predeceſſor had left an empty Exchequer 
and a great many Debts ; and the Margrave at his 
Acceſſion to the Regency was obliged to pay the 
King of Pruſſta 460000 Florins, upon condition 
that his Majeſty wou'd renounce any Pretenſions he 

have to the Margraviate, by virtue of the 
— of all Rights to the Succeſſion which 
had been made by the Margrave of Culmbach his 
Father, in — of Frederic I. King of Pruſſia. 
To xaiſe this Sum on People already overburden' d 
by the common Taxes, was to ſeek their Ruin. 
The Margrave in pity of their miſerable Condition, 
chaſe rather to borrow this Money of the States of 
the Circle of Francunia at great Intereſt. When he 
found himſelf in peaceable poſſeſſion of his Domi- 
nions by the Payment made to the King of Pruſſia, 
he undertook to pay off not only his own, but the 
Debts. of his Predeceſſor. To enable himſelf to do 
this, he began by turning off his Court, kept by a 
ſmall: Number of Connſellors and Gentlemen, and 
diſbanded 3000 Men of the Troops which the late 
Margrave kept in pay to no purpoſe. He reduced 
his Table to the greateſt Frugality ; his Cloaths were. 
plain, and he avoided Magnificence and Gaming. 
Some time after this, he made another Reform in 
his Houſe, and kept up but a very ſmall Number 
of Domeſtics. He eſtabliſhed a Council of Regency, 
and to ſave the Expence which his Rank as a Sονοꝙ 
reign e FOR him in Whether he awd 


Or 
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or not, he left his Dominions, and went to live in- 


cognito with the Hereditary Prince his Son at Ge- 
neva. I believe that both of them are actually at 


Montpellier s. He is reſolv' d not to return to his 
Dominons till all his Debts are paid off. Mean 


time his Subjects wiſh for his Return with Impa- 


tience; for he has ſuch a Kindneſs for them, and 


governs them with ſuch Mildneſs that they look 


on him as their Father and Benefactor. This Re. 


tirement of the Margrave from the Splendors of So- 


vereignty is the more to be commended becauſe” 


tis abſolutely voluntary: He was not at/all'oblig'd 
to pay the Debts of his Predeceſſor; for they were 


of ſuch a Nature as not to be rank' d among the 


Debts of the Government. Nevertheleſs it was 
his Pleaſure to do it, and he choſe rather to abridge 
himſelf of the Charms of Sovereignty than that 


People, whoſe Faith in the Government had made 
them part with their Money, ſhou'd loſe their Debts. 
Such a glorious Action as this, is in my Judgment © 
equal to the Laurels of twenty Victories: This was 


owing to his Virtue, whereas Victory is generally- 


the Conſequent of Chance and Fortune.

The Margrave's Palace is a great old Pile, but not

It ſtands in the middle of a thick Wood, in 
which there are a great many Pavilions built, with- 
* The Margrave and the Prince are now return'd to Bareitb, 
where wy lire with all the Splendor of Sovereigaty, 
out 
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out any Symmetry indeed, but very ingeniouſſy 
contriv'd within for the Uſe to which they ſerve. 
When the late Margrave came to the Hermitage, 
he and his whole Court were in the Dreſs of Her- 
mits. There were certain Hours in which the Her- 
mit Brothers went to pay a Viſit to the Hermit 
Siſters, who liv'd in the Pavilions. The Brothers 
and Siſters, who gave each other Collations, were 
ſubje& to certain Rules from which they could not 
be diſpenſed but by the Remiſſion of the Superior 
of either Sex, who were then the Margrave, and 
his Lady the Margravine. In the Evening they 
met again in the Hall of the Caſtle, where they 
ſupp'd; and that every thing might be done ac- 
cording to the Rules, at the beginning of the Sup- 
per certain Verſes were read, or ſome little Story 
compos'd by one or other of the Hermit Brothers; 
then Silence was broke, and every one gave his 
Opinion upon what had been read, upon which there 
enſued a general Converſation. The Supper held 
till pretty late, and was commonly followed with a 
Ball. No body could be admitted into the Order 
without the general Conſent of the Chapter. And 
the Superior himſelf had no Right but to propoſe 
ſuch as were Candidates for Admiſſion. To give 
you all the Statutes of this Society, would be too te- 
dious; beſides I ſhould be afraid of adding or di- 
miniſhing to them, becauſe I only have them from 
Tradition.

The Margrave has alſo three Brothers and two 
Siſters. The eldeſt of the Brothers is a Major- 
General and Colonel of Foot in the Service of 
the Emperor, and the two others are in the Service of 
Denmark.

the Prince Royal of Denmark, the other to George- | 


Albert Prince of Ea/t-Friefland. So that the in- 
tire Family of Brandenbourg-Culmbach conſiſts of 
Princes and Princeſſes to the Number of twelve. 

The Revenues of this Margrave are pretty near 


the ſame as thoſe of the Margrave of Auſpach. His 


Fortreſs is the Caſtle of P/afjenberg. 
From Bareith I came in two Days to Cantovhe; 


a Place of Fame for its hot Waters, of which there 


are two Sorts differing from one another both in 
Strength and Heat. They derive their Source 
from the middle of a River form'd by Torrents' 
from the neighbouring Mountains, whoſe Waters 
are extremely cold; yet they make not the leaſt 
Alteration in the Heat of the Mineral Waters. They 
axe {aid to be very wholeſome for all Sorts of Mala 
dies, particularly for the Gravel, and for the Bar- 
renneſs of Women. M. Hoffman, a celebrated Pro- 
feſſor of Phyſic at Hall, has publiſhed a Treatiſe, 
wherein he examines the Nature of thoſe Waters, 
and preſcribes how they ought to be uſed. The 
Manner is very diſagreeable; you are obliged to be 
ſnut up in a Room, and be the Weather ever ſo hot, 
the Stove muſt be heated, you muſt be tormented by 
taking off two or three Pots of Water, which are al- 
moſt equal to thirty Chocolate Cups; ; beſides walking 
about very much, and ſweating great Dops.

The Body was ſeen floating at ſome diſ- 
tance from the Place, attended with five” Stars 
ſwimming on the Water; then he was added to-the 


Number of the Saints and Martyrs, and his Corpſe 


was taken out of the River, and carried with Pomp 
to Prague, where it was interr'd-in the Church of 
Dain in 2 Old Town, of which he was a Canon. 
His Corpie being found ſome Vears ago, his Tongue 
appearing to be as freſh as ever, was taken out of 
his Mouth and put into a Silver Gilt Box; the Body 
was encloſed in a ſtately Coffin, and the whole car- 
ried with great Ceremony to the Cathedral. An 
Altar being erected in the middle of the right W ving a

On the great Peſtival-Days ths Bmperer goes 
with a grand Retinue to St. Stepbems Cathedral; 
He takes up ane whole Side of the Coach, and the- 
Empreſs fits fronting him. Their Majeſties are 
preceded by the Chamberlain“ and Knights of che 
Golaen Fleece on Horſeback: The Pages and Foot- 
men walk bareheaded immediately aſter the Coach 
of the Maſter of the Horſe, and their Imperial Ma- 
jeſties Coach is guarded on each Side by a File of 
Archers, and attended by the Coaches of the Arch 
ducheſſes and the Ladies. Then the Hotfe-Guards 
appear with their Kettle- Drums and Trumpets, and 
the March is clos'd by the Pope's Nuncio and tlie: 
Ambaſſadors with their Train, which" conſiſts * 
three magnificent Coaches and fix Horſes each. 

On Corpus Chriſti Day the Emperor — 
the Holy Sacrament, when the Streets thro* which 
the Proceſſion paſſes are cover'd with Planks: Their 
Imperial Majeſties repair in the Morning with great 
Attendance to St. Stephens Cathedral, and after aſ- 
ſiſting at Divine Service join in the Proceſſion: The 
Emperor is immediately follow'd by the Empreſs, 
who is accompany*d by all the Ladies in rich 
Drefles, which renders this one of the moſt mag-- 
nificent Proceſſions in the World. ie dl: 

The ſame Honours and Reſpects are paid to the 
Empreſs Dowager as to the Empreſs Regent. She 
has her ſeparate Houſhold, and her 'own Guards. 
She has an Apartment in the Palace, but commonly. 
lives in a Convent of her own founding in one of 
the Suburbs, and does not come to Town except on 
the great Feſtivals, or for ſome extraordinary Fune- 
tion. You know, without doubt, that the Empreſs 
Dowagers can never quit Mourning ; their Apart. 


ments muſt be always hung with black, and their

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Coaches and Liveries are of the fame Colour: Nor 
can they be preſent at any Play, Ball, or Concert. 
— ſhort, by loſing their Huſbands they muſt re- 
nounce the Pleaſures. of this Life. Theſe ſevere 
Obligations on a Widow are fully diſcharg'd by. 
the Empreſs Dowager. Being retired to a Convent, 
where ſhe is almoſt continually proſtrate before the 
Altars in Prayer and Supplication, ſhe makes her 
Manſion a Place of Piety and Peace, and never ap- 
pwn in Public but when Conveniency requires. 
Pinceſs: was always an Example of the moſt 
uncommon Virtue, In the Life-time of her Huſ- 
band the Emperor Je/eph, ſhe-lov'd Pleaſures and 
Grandeur; but when ſhe-became a Widow ſhe: re- 
nounc'd all, and only employ'd herſelf in Works of 
Piety, and in the Education. of the *two Archdu- 
cheſſes her Daughters, whom ſhe has now the-Com- 
fort of ſeeing marry d to two powerful Princes of 
the Empire. There's not a Perſon that draws 
near her Imperial Majeſty but admires her eminent 
Qualities. I have not yet had the Honour this 
2 urney of caſting myſelf at her Feet, but the firſt 
ime I was here I had the Advantage of pay- 
ing my Duty to her at Schonborn, where ſhe 
then paſß d the Summer. I was receiv'd by her 
with ſuch Prooſs of her Kindneſs as charm'd me, 
and, which I ſhall always remember with Pleaſure | 
and Reſpect. This Princeſs is the Daughter of 
Jobn Frederic Duke of Brunſwic-Hanxuer and of 
Henrietta-Benedifine Princeſs Palatine, After the 
Death of the Duke her Father who left no Son, 
ſhe” went with the Ducheſs of Brunfwic to France, 
where this Princeſs was very glad to retire to her 
Siſter the Princeſs of Conde.

The Furniture too is old-faſhion'd and 
not very rich, which is ſomewhat unaccountable, 
becauſe the Wardrobes are full of coftly Pieces of 
Tapeſtry, ftately Pictures, and other fine Goods, 
which probably they are reſtrained from making uſe 
of by the Etiquette. The Emperor's Pleaſure-Houſes 
are no better than his Palace in the City. The Caſ- 
tle of the Faworita, which is in one of the Suburbs, 
is a great Building full of Turnings and Windiag.

the Appearance of a great Convent of Capuchin Fri- 
ars than of the Dwelling of a Prince whois the Head

The Miniſters that are obliged to attend the Empe- 
or thither have Houſes there, which though not 
very grand, are commodious. When a Perſon goes 


to Laxembourgh to pay a Viſit to the Court he is un- 


der a Neceſſity of returning to Vienna for a Bed, 


which is a very great Inconveniency. 


The Emperor Fo/eph had begun a very fine Houſe 


at Schonborn about a League from Vienna, but did 


not live to finiſh it; and the Empreſs Ainclia to 


-whom the Emperor gave it, inftead of carrying on 


the Works which her Huſband had begun, lets it 
run to ruin; which is great Pity, for if that Building 


had been finiſhed, the Emperor would not have had 
- a Yerſailles, but he would at leaft have had a Man- 


fon-Houfe ſuitable to his Dignity. Tis faid that a 
new. Palace is going to be built for the Empęror; 
which, if true, twere to be wiſn'd that better Archi- 
tecis may be employ d in it than thoſe who have had 
the Direction of the new Stables and of St. CHarles's 
Church, which are Buildings lately erected with ve- 
ry great Expence, but without any Taſte. The Sta- 
bles are a Range of Buildings of a vaſt Length, di- 
vided into ſeven Pavilions which appear at firſt ſight 


to be ſo many different Houſes. The middlemoſt 


Pavilion, which is deſigned to lodge the Maſter of 


the Horſe, is much higher than the other ſix, which 
ſink gradually on the two fides. Nor are the inner 
- Rooms better contriv'd ; for the Horſes ſtand all in 
one Row, and the Stable is ſo narrow witha!, that 
one is every Minute in danger from the Horſes Heels; 
which is purely owing to the Indiſcretion of the 
Architect, who having ground enough and to ſpare, 
might for the ſame Expence have made ſomething 
grand and noble. _ 


Whether the ſame Architect that built the Stables 
had the Direction likewiſe of St. Charles's Church, 


is what I know not; butif they are two different Men 


their 
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theis Head-Pieces are very much alike. This Church 


would perhaps have been admired in the Days of the 
Goths, but in ſo refined an Age as the preſent, one 


cannot look on it without being ſorry for ths Sums 


of Money laid out in it. 

This bad Taſte as to Buildings prevails too much 
at Vienna, not but that there are Hotels and even 
Palaces in which the Rules of Architecture are ob- 
ſerved, but then the Builders are got into ſuch a way 
of ornamenting and charging their Houſes with 
Sculpture, as is altogether contrary to the noble 
Simplicity of the ancient Architecture. The Palace 
of Prince Eugene of Sawoy is ſtately, but ſituate in a 
narrow Street with a very little Court before it. The 
Stair-caſe is very well contriv'd were it not too much 
confin' d. The Apartments of the firſt Story are as 
well laid out as the Ground would admit of. We 
enter firſt into a ſpacious Salon adorn'd with great 


Pictures repreſenting the chief Victories of Prince 


Eugene over the French and the Tuns. In the two 
Rooms next to this are very rich Hangings, wherein 
the Maker Dewos at Bruſſels has very correctly de- 
lineated the whole Military Science. TheBed-cham - 
ber beyond that has a ſet of Furniture of green Vel- 
vet richly embroidered with Gold and Silk. In the 
ſame Room there is a Luſtre of Rock-Cryftal which 
is ſaid to have coſt 40, ooo Florins. All the other Fur- 
niture is extraordinary magnificent, and would be 
cry'd up at Paris itſelf, where it muſt be allow'd a 
Taſte for fine Furniture prevails more than any where. 
The Palace of Lichtenſtein is bigger than that of 
Savoy, and not leſs magnificent. Tis worth ſeeing 
were it only for its Paintings. I paſs over the Ho- 
tels of Schwartzenberg, Daun, Diedrichſtein, Har- 
rach, and ſeveral other noble Edifices, leſt my Let- 
ter ſhould ſwell into a Volume. 

The Palaces of the Suburbs are infinitely more 
Je? than | thoſe of the City, and they have both 
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Court- yards and Gardens. The moſt noble are the 
Palaces of Trauſſbeim, Rofrano, Schwartzenberg, 
Altheim, and Eugene of Savey. This laſt eſpecial- 
ly is a ſuperb Structure with magnificent Gar- 
dens, a fine Orangery, and a Menagery ſtor d with 
the moſt uncommon Creatures that.the four Parts of 
the World can furniſh. Tis in this fine great Houſe 
that Prince Eugene paſſes the beautiful Seaſon of the 
Year. There is not ſo fine a Sight as an Aſſembly 
at this Prince's Houſe, for not only the outer Cour:, 
in which there's a fine Piece of Water, but the Gar- 
dens are illuminated by an infinite Number of Lant- 
Horns made in formof a Bowl of extraordinary white 
Glaſs, which caſt a very great Light and make 


2 glorious Appearance. The Aſſemblies at this 


Prince's Houſe are always very numerous, for his 


Birth, Employments and Intereſt draw a great Cour: 
to him. 


Prince Eugene is of a middling Stature, and well 
made. His Air is extremely ſerious, and his De- 
portment grave and reſerved; but notwithſtanding 
that Reſervedneſs he is a hearty Friend to his Adhe- 
rents. He is a thorough Judge of Merit, and loves 
to diſtinguiſh it. He is perfectly genteel and civil, 
very polite to the Ladies, reſpectful and ſubmiſſive to 
his Lord and Maſter, but without Flattery or Servil- 
ity. He 1s generous and noble in every thing ex- 
cepting his Apparel. He is an Enemy to Oſtenta- 
tion, Ceremonies, and Conſtraint. In his youth - 


ful Days he lov'd Pleaſures, but he abandon'd them 
as ſoon as he was animated with a Thirſt for Glory. 


He was born in France, but left that Kingdom in 
1683, out of Diſguſt that he was no more taken no- 
tice of, and came to Vienna juſt before the Turks 


laid ſiege to it. He made the Campaign as a Vo- 


Junteer, and diſtinguiſh'd himſelf in ſuch a manner 


that the Emperor Leopold gave him in December fol- 


— 


lowing that Regiment of Dragoons which ſtill g .

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by his Name. When the Siege of /7ennawas rais'd, 
he ſerv'd in Hungary under Duke Charles of Lorrain, - 
and Maximilian Emanuel Elector of Bavaria. The 
firſt time that he obtained the Command of the Im- 
perial Army was in 1697, when he began with the 
Victory at Zenta whereby 22,000 Tarks loft their 
Lives; a Loſs which they could not recover, and 
which put them upon ſuing for the Peace that was 
granted to them at Carloauitæ in 1699. The Prince 
afterwards commanded in 7aly, Germany, Flanders, 
and laſtly in Hungary; and wherever he went Con- 
queſt attended him. To give you a Detail of his 
Atchievements would be to anticipate the Hiſtory 
which is to immortalize them, and to which you 
will not take it ill if I refer you. As to the Digni- 
ties and great Employments of this Prince, he is 

- Chief Counſellor of the Council of Conferences ; 
Prefident of the Aulic Council of War; Command- 
er in Chief or Lientenant General of the Armies of 
the Emperor and Empire; his Imperial Majeſty's Vi- 
car-General in Italy; Colonel of a Regiment of 
Dragoons; and Knight of the Golden Fleece f. AH 
his Employments may be worth about 300, ooo Flo- 
rins a year to him. Beſides this, he has a conſider- 
able Eſtate in Hungary and in the Neighbourhood of 
Vienna, which brings him in about 100,000 Florins 
per Ann. more. He holds thofe Lands by the Em-

+ This great General, who was born the gth of Ocvober 1663 
O. S. dy' d on the 10th of April 1736, O. S. fo ſuddenly, that 
when his Gentleman went that Morning, as uſual, into his

tain'd at Dinner, and made not the leaſt Complaint of any Ail- 
ment, tho” he had for ſome time before been ſo indiſpos'd that 
he did not venture abroad, *Tis ſuppoſed that he was choak d 
by an immoderate Defluxion of Rheum with which he was now 
and then troubled.

with Armies ill paid, deſtitute of all Neceſſaries, and 
very much inferior to his Enemies. This General 
entered very young into the Service in quality of an 
Enſign, and advanc'd himſelf by degrees.

This Count Guide, after having been a few years in.

Having mentioned two of the Emperors greateſt 
Generals, you will not be ſorry, I fancy, if I ſhould 
give you ſome Account alſo of his chief Miniſters. 
They are five in Number, and are called Caunſellors 
of the Conferences. Prince Eugene of Savoy, is the 
firſt Counſelior, but without the Title of Prime Mi- 
niſter, that being a Dignity not known at the Im 
perial Court. 

The Count Lewis de Zinzendorf, Chancellor of 
the Court, and Knight of the Golden Fleece, is the 
ſecond Counſellor of the Conference. He is a No- 
bleman deſcended of a Family which has been for a 
long time eminent in Auſtria. His Mother was a 
Princeſs of Holſcin who married to her ſecond Huſ- 
band the Marthal Count de Rabutin Governor of 
Tranſylvania, but dy'd a few years ago in a very ad- 
vanced Age. I had the Honour to know her the 
lat time I was here; her Houſe being the Rendez- 
vous of all People of Rank. Count Zinzendorf was 
in the Miniſtry in the Reign of Leopold. He was 
that Emperor's Miniſter Plenipotentiary in France, 
while the Marſhal de Villars was at Vienna with the 
ſame Character from Lewis XIV. At the Death of 
the Emperor Faſiph, the Count de Zinzendorf was

that Prince's Ambaſſador to the States Gennral, in 
which Character he was confirmed by the Empreſs 
Eleonora, who was Regent during the Abſence of 
King Charles. He repaired from the Hague to Frank-

kciated at the Ceremony as Vicar to the Great Trea- 
ſurer of the Empire, a Dignity which is hereditary 
in his Family. At the Congreſs of Utrecht which 
was open'd not long after, the Count de Zinzendorf 
aſſiſted as the Emperor's firſt Ambaſſador. He af- 
terwards went to the unſucceſsfalCongreſs of Soions, 
and from thence to Verſaillis, where he ſucceeded 
ſo well with the Cardinal Je Fleury that he kept him 
tight in thoſe pacific Sentiments which the Enemies 
of his Tranquillity, if not of his Glory, aimed to 
make him give up. The Count is now return'd hi- 
ther, and almoſt the only Man that acts in the Pro- 
vince of foreign Affairs. His Intereſt is very great, 
for beſides the Eſteem which the Emperor has for his 
Perſon and Services, he is related to all the moſt diſ- 
Perfans at Court, and ſtrictly attached to 
— Intereſt of Prince Eugene of Sauoy, of whoſe In- 
tegrity and diſintereſted Zeal for the Emperor he is 
—— ſenſible. The Count de Zinzendorf is pretty 
tall, and has a happy engaging Aſpect. His De- 
portment is noble. He is pretty reſerved but civil. 
He is very polite to Strangers and his Houſe is open 
to them. He keeps the nobleſt and moſt elegant 
Table at Vienna. He is magnificent in every thing 
he does, and all his Actions ſavour of the Man of 
uality. He is Father of a numerous Family. 
The ſecond of his Sons is a Cardinal and Biſhop in 
Hungary. Another is Knight of Malta, and Lieu- 
tenant: Colonel. As theſe are the two with whom

The Count de Merſch, Vice Preſident of the Aulic-Cours | 
ci] of the Empire, ſucceeded him in the Office of Vice-Chan- | 
cellor 3 and the Count Aloyfius-Thomas Raimord of Harrach- 
Robran, heretofore Viceroy of Naples, hereditary Maſter of the 
Horſe of Upper and Lower Auſtria, Marſhall of the States of 
the Country, Knight of the Golden Fleece, is appointed Coun» 
ſellor of the Conferences in the room of the Count de Schog 


ern. 
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Conferences. This Nobleman, whoſe Extraction is 
from a Family of Diſtinction in the Empire, is one 
of the talleſt and handſomeſt Men at Court: He is 
the Emperor's Ambaſſador Extraordinary at the 
Court of Spain. His Family has for a long time 
paſt been attach'd to the Houſe of Auſtria. He ſtu- 
dy d at Beſangon, and was deſigned for the Church ; 
but he quitted the Band, took to Arms, and enter d 
into the Service of the Emperor Leopold; in which 
he had not been many Years before he had a Regi- 
ment of Foot, and the Emperor Jaſeph made him his 
Chamberlain. He alſo gave him the Government 
of Mantua, from whence he was recall'd by Charles 
VI. and ſent to take Poſſeſſion of the Netherlands in 
the Name of the Emperor, to whom they were eva- 
euatcd for that purpoſe by the Maritime Powers. The 
Count de Konig/ect during his Adminiſtration of the 
Netherlands, concluded the Barrier Treaty with the 
States-General. At Braſſels he marry'd Mademoi- 
iclle de Lanoi la Motterie, a young Lady of a good 


. Family, and difſtinguiſh'd Merit. When he left 
the Netherlands he went Ambaſſador, from the Em- 


peror to the Court of France, where he gain'd great 
Efteem, efpecially from the Duke of Orleans, the 
Regent; a Prince who was an excellent Judge of 


Merit, and very ſparing of his Applauſe. After 
three Years ſtay at Paris, the Count return'd to Vi- 
ena. He attended the Archducheſs, Wife to the 


Electoral Prince of Saxony, in quality of Steward, 
to Dre/den ; and at his return went to the Govern- 
ment of 7r2n//vania. But the Emperor recall'd 
him from this Poſt and has ſent him his Ambaſſador 


Extraordinary to Spain; where the Count is as much 
eſteem'd as he was at Paris. Tis ſaid that he is in 
entire Favour with their Catholic Majeſties; never- 
theleſs he makes ſuch earneſt Application to be re- 
called, that tis ſaid he will obtain his Requeſt, 8

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that his Nephew*, who is the Emperor's Miniſter 
Plenipotentiary to the States-General, 1s Healy no- 
minated to relieve him f. | 

In the Council af Conferences the moſt iniportiht 
Affairs of the Empire are taken'into Wanke 
and the Emperor is always preſent. 

Beſides the five Miniſters whom I have now men- 
tioned to you, there are ſeveral others whoſe Intereſt 
is more circumſcrib'd. Every Kingdom ſubject to 
tke pere, has its — and rag Chan- 
cery.

The 
Count de Monte-Santo, a Grandee of Spain, Brother 
to the Count de Cinfuentes, Conftable of Coftile, 18

Colonel of a Regiment cf Foot; and is lately created a Knight 
of the Golden Fleece. The Count de Mercy being kill'd at the 
Battle of Parma, the 29th of June, 1734, the Emperor ſent 
the Count de Konig ſeck to /raly, and gave him the Command of. 
his Army, which was in a very ſhattered Condition, and which 
the Count de Konig ſect ſet to rights again, in ſuch a manger as 
to command Reſpect even from his Er.emies. 

His Name and Title is Zo/eph de Silva y Miencſes, Marquis 
de Villa ſor, Count de Mante-Santo. 
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ceeded the Archbiſhop of Valentia, who quitted his 
See to follow the Emperor whom he had acknow- 
ledg'd for his Sovereign in Spain. 

Of all the Tribunals at Vienna the Aulic / 
is the moſt venerable ; becauſe tis the Parliament of 
the Empire. It is -compos'd of a Preſident, wiz. 
the Count d: MWormbrandt; a Vice-Prefident, ho 
is the Count de Merſeb; and of eighteen Counſel- 
lors, among whom there muſt be fix Proteſtants, and 
of theſe one muſt be a Ca/vinit. This Tribunal 

judges of all Civil Cauſes between the Princes and 
private Men of the Empire. Its Authority termi- 

nates with the Emperor's Life; and tis on this ac- 
count only that the ſupreme Tribunal of Wetzlar, 
which ſubliſts even during the Vacancy of the Im- 
perial Throne, challenges Precedence of the Aulic 
Council. Tis a Miſtake to think, as many Foreign- 
ers do, that the Aulic Council. takes Cognizance of 
Affairs of State ; for its fole Buſineſs is to do Juſtice : 
It regiſters no Edi unleſs it be its own Sentences*; 
and is much more limited than the Parliaments of 
Fance. which have at leaſt the Privilege of loſing 
Time in Remonſtrances. |

you from Vienna. The Police of this City is ad- 
miniſterd by a Stadtholder. The Perſon that now. 
fills that Poſt i is the Count de Kewenhuller ; who is 
alſo a Miniſter of State, and Knight of the Golden 
Fleece. His Functions are the ſame with thoſe of, 
the Lieutenant of the Police at Paris, and nothing 
makes the Difference but the Title; only it mut 
be obſerv'd that the Stadtholder is always of Perlen 
of noble Extraction, and a Gentleman of the Army, 
whereas the Lieutenant of the Police at Paris is 
often of mean Extraction, but always A Gentleman 
of the long Robe. 

The Governor of Vienna has ſeldom any other 
Title than Colonel of the City. The preſent Govern- 
or is the Marſhal Count 4e Daun, the ſame that 
defended Turin, who was ſix Years Viceroy of 
Naples, fix Months Governor of the Netherlands, 
and afterwards four Years Governor of Milan * \ 
His Lieutenant-Colonel, who is the Count Maxi- : 
milian de Staremberg, Lieutenant General of the 
Emperor's Forces, and Colonel of a Regiment of 
Foot, commands in his Abſence, and has the Di- 
rection of the Fortifications, the Arſenal, and the 
Gariſon. This Gariſon conſiſts of a Regiment of

His Name was Philip-Law¾rence. He was alſo a Knight of 
the Golden-Flecce, He dy'd at Vienna in July1741, rat 72. 
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Foot, compos'd of veteran Soldiers, or the Burghers 
and Artificers of Vienna, from whence this Regi- 
ment never ſtirs. The Employments in this Corps 
are very lucrative; but as they don't lie in the 
Road to the Temple of Honour, they are not much 
ſolicited by Perſons of any confiderable Extraction. 
Yet this Regiment, as little eſteem'd as it is, per- 
form'd very good Services during the Siege of 
Vienna by Kara Muſtapha, Grand Vizier to Ma- 
hemet IV. It ated then under Erneſt Rudiger Count 
de Staremberg, who was Commandant in the City ; 
and both the General and his Gariſon acquir'd very 
great Glory by the Reſiſtance which they made. 
But perhaps with all their Bravery they cou'd not 
have prevented the Place from being taken, had it 
not been for the Avarice of the Grand Vizier who 
hop'd to be Maſter himſelf of the vaſt Treaſures 
that he knew were in the City, and was therefore 
againſt ſtorming the Town, for fear leſt if it were 
carry'd by that means, the Soldiers wou'd have 
ſhar'd the Plunder... 985 
The Siege of Vienna being foreign to my purpoſe, 
1 ſhall ſay nothing of it. You know that it was 
raiſed by the Aſſiſtance that was brought to it by 
the brave Jobn Sobieſti King of Poland; who de- 
feated the Turi on the 12th of September, 1683, 
and return'd home laden with Glory and Booty, 
having made himſelf Maſter of all the Grand Vizier's 
Equipage. Upon this Occaſion he ſaid a pleaſant 
thing in a Letter which he wrote to the FE. his 
Wife, who had not a very implicit Faith in the 
Maxims of Seneca on the Contempt of ' Riches ; 
You ſhan't ſay when I come home, as the Tartary 
Women do to their Huſbands when they return 
from the Army without Booty, You are not a Man 
ja me, becauſe you come empty-handed; for the 
f Tg Vizier has made me ſole Heir. of all he 
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You need not be told that this was the ſecond 
time the Turks were forc'd to raiſe the Siege of 
Vienna; for Saliman the Sultan beſieg'd it in the 
Reign of Charles V. but with no better Succeſs 
than Kara Muſtapha. Tis true that the Diſap- 
pointment he met with was not ſo fatal in its Con- 
ſequence to the Sultan as the other was to the Vizier 
of Mahomet IV. who was ſtrangled at Be/grade when 
Mahemet was there: And the Head of this Minifter 
is ſtill to be ſeen in the Arſenal at Vienna. The 
Tranſlation of this Turk; Relique hither from Bel- 
grade was pretty extraordinary. Some Years after 
Kara Muſtapha had been ſtrangled, when the Ger- 
mans took Belgrade, the Soldiers being inform'd 

where the Grand Vizier was bury'd, open'd his 
Tomb in hopes of Treaſure, but found nothing ex- 
cept the Body in its Shirt, on which there were 
feveral Arabic Characters, and an Alcoran. The 
Governor being told of it, remember'd that this 
very Grand Vizier, when he laid Siege to Raab, 
which he was oblig'd to raiſe, ſaid, That if he took 
the Town he wou'd have the Head of its Biſhop 
cut off, who was then the Count Leopold de Collonitx, 
and ſend it to the Sultan, to be revenged of that 
Prelate for taking Money out of the Convents, and 
encouraging the Gariſon therewith to make a vi- 


gorous Reſiſtance. The Governor of Belgrade re- 


membering, I ſay, the Menaces of the Grand 
Vizier, thought it wou'd be a very agreeable Preſent 
to the Count de Collonitæ, now a Cardinal®, to ſend. 
him the Vizier's Head and Body too, together with 
the Shirt and Alcoran ; and he put up the whole 
very neatly in a cryſtal Shrine, adorn'd with Silver 
Plates, and ſent it accordingly to his Eminence; who, 
not thinking this odd Preſent a proper Relique to be

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depoſited in his Chapel, gave it to the Arſenal here 
at /ie-ua, where I have both ſeen the Muſſulman 
and felt him. I wou'd fain have pluck'd ſome of 
the Hairs of his Muftachio, but the Guardian of 
the precious Treaſure watch'd my Fingers too 
narrowly. They fay that a Piece of the Halter by 
which a Man hats himſelf is Incky, and why may 
not there be the ſame Virtue in the Muſtachio of 
the Grand Vizier? Be it ſo or not, twill always de- 
ſerve an honourable Station in ſome Cabinet of 
Rarities. | 
Since the Siege of Vienna this City is mach en- 
larged. Its Fortifications are ſo augmented too, that 
if the Turks ſhou'd ever be prompted by their ill 


Fate to beſiege it again, they wou'd find a ſtouter 


Reſiſtance, and a greater Number of their Muſta- 
chios ſinged than they imagine. 

The Emperor has lately given new Luftre to his 
Capital, by prevailing with Pope Benedict XIII. to 


_ erect it into an Archbiſhopric. Several Biſhops, 


larly the Archbiſhop of Paſ/aw, have diſ- 


member'd their Dioceſes to aggrandize its Juriſ- | 


diftion. The Cardinal de Collanitx is the Perſon 
who at preſent enjoys this Dignity, which gives him 
the Character and Rank of a Prince. 

The Roman Catholic is the only Religion exer- 
cis'd in Vienna, and in all Auſtria; but the Mini- 
ſters of the Proteſtant crown'd Heads have the Li- 
berty here, as well as elſewhere, of keeping a Cha- 


pel. When the holy Sacrament or the Viaticum 


is carried to any ſick Perſon, tis always attended by 
Guards who oblige all People that meet it to kneel. 
I have ſeen the Emperor, when the Viaticum was 
paſſing by, alight out of his Coach and accompany 
it to Church. This Prince, and indeed all thoſe of 
his Family, always paid a very great Devotion to 
the holy Sacrament of the Altar. Of this Philip IV. 
I of Spain gave a very edifying Proof; for this 
Monarch 
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Monarch going the very Day that the King his Fa- 
ther dy'd, from the Palace of Madrid to the Mo- 
naſtery of St. Jeroni o del .Paſſo in a cloſe Coach, ; 
that he might be 7zcog. alighted out of it to aceom- 
pany the Viaticum which they were carrying to a 
flick Man; whereupon the Conde Duke. Olivaren 
told him, That the King his Father was ſo lately 
dead that he ought not to have been ſeen in public, 
My Lord, ſaid the King, this Cuſtom cannot excuſe 
me from paying that Worſhip to God which I owe him. 
It may be faid of the auguſt Houſe of Auftria, - 
That as few Princes equal them in Piety, fo there 
are few that equal them in Birth. There may be 
Families that have been longer grac'd with the Dia- 
dem ; but of theſe there are very few that have 
ſuch great Alliances. There is no King, and not 
many Sovereign Princes but what are related to 
them ; and there are very few Kingdoms to which 
the Houſe of Auſtria has not given Queens. "Tis 
now 300 Years that it has been Miſtreſs of the Em- 
pire ; and ſince Albert II. it has given thirteen Em- 
perors to Europe ſucceſſively. One of the Prin- 
ceſſes of Auſtria had fo many great Relations that 
I cannot heip mentioning her. This was the Em. 
preſs Mary, Wife to the Emperor Maximilian, Son 
to Ferdinand I. This Princeſs was Siſter to Philip 
II. King of Spain, and the Daughter, the Wife, 
the Daughter in-law, and the Mother of five Em- 
perors; the Grand-daughter, the Daughter, the 
Siſter, and the Aunt of four Kings of Spain; and 
the Mother-in-law of two Kings, viz. Charles IX. 
Ring of France, and Philip II. King of Spain. A . 
modern Author fays that the Origin and «Kindred 

of this Princeſs infinitely ſurpaſſed thoſe of Agrip- 
tina, who, according to the Report of Tacitus, 
was the Daughter of Germanicus, the Siſter of 
Caligula, the Wife of Claudius, and the Mother of 
Nero, But when I conſider how perfect a a Maſter ; 
you 
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you are, both of Hiſtory and Genealogy, I ought 
to beg your Pardon for my Impertinence in trou- 
bling you with theſe Inſtances. 
What remains for me now, is to communicate 
ſome Remarks to you which I have made upon the 
Auſtrians in general, I ſhall begin with the Wo- 
men, whom I ſhall paint to you, as Burrhus ſays, 
with the Freedom of a Soldier, who is not the beſt 
Limner. 

The Women here, as in all other Countries, are 
either handſome or ugly. In general they are rather 
handſome than pretty, for they are dull Beauties. 
They are all tall and well ſhap'd; they walk well, 
but when they curt'fy, do it in ſuch an aukward 
manner, that one wou'd think their Backs were in 
danger of breaking. In their Dreſs they affect 
Finery rather than a good Fancy. Two or three 
excepted, there's none that lay on the Red, much 
leſs the White, and Patches are very little worn 
in a Word, they have nothing about them that de- 
notes Coquettry. As to their Humour, they are 
reckon'd frank, tho* not eaſily made familiar; they 
are naturally vain, and like all our German Women, 
pretty reſerv'd, and not ſo fond of Gallantry as 
they are of Gaming, Luxury, and Magnificence. 
Such 1s their Indolence that they concern them- 
ſelves no more about their Houſhold Affairs than 
if they were Strangers. They know no Books but 
their Prayer-Books, are extremely credulous, and 
give in to all the Externals of Religion: This makes 
their - Converſation ſometimes inſipid; and unleſs 
now and then a Love-Story falls in, Rain and Fair- 
Weather are their general Topics. They have at 
leaſt as great a Conceit of Yienna as the Pari fan, 
have of Paris; for out of Vienna they think there's 
no Salvation. But all theſe little Defects are re- 
pair'd by an uncommon Greatneſs of Soul, and Ge- 
neroſity: They are hearty Friends, and warm Pro- 


tectors 
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tectors of thoſe whoſe Intereſts they eſpouſe. When 
they are in love, their Paſſion is fincere; and inſtead 
of ruining their Lovers, there are ſome who have 
made the Fortunes of thoſe to whom they have 
taken a Fancy. Upon this Head I have been told, 
that in the Reign of the Emperor Jaſeph, when 
Gallantry was more in vogue than 'tis now, there 
was a Lady, who being in love with a Gentleman, 
and having a Mind to make his Fortune without the 
Cenſure of the Public, thought fit in an Aſſembly 
where her Spark cut at Baſſet, to punt againſt him, 
She ſet a Bett, without telling a Soul how much 
ſhe ſtak d. Her Huſhand coming into the Room 
where they were at Play, ſhe. roſe up, took the 
Marks that were againſt her, threw them on the 
Ground, and faid to the Banker, loud enough to 
be heard by her Huſband, I owe you, Sir, 40,000 
Florins. The Huſband in a very great Surprize 
aſk' d what was the matter? I have been ſuch @ 
Fool, ſaid ſhe, pointing to the Banker, as to laſe 
40,000 Florins to Monſieur N You hae reaſon 
to chide me; but however my Debt muſt be paid, The 
Huſband indeed grumbled very much, and ſaid he 
would not pay. I hat! reply'd the Wife, won't 
you pay the Gentleman ? It ſhall fare the worſe with 
you if you don't, for I am reſolv'd to pay him in ſome 
Coin or other, The Huſband perceiving his Wife 
ſo reſolute, and that if he did not depoſite the 
Money it wou'd ſubject him to the Loſs of what 
was more precious, choſe rather to part with the 
Caſh ; and indebd he had no Reaſon to repent of it, 
for the Lady's Heart was ſo won by it, that ſhe 
renounc'd the Sight of her Lover from that Mo- 
ment, and made a very ſober Wife. na] 
This, Sir, is all I have to give you concerning 
the Temper of the Women. Let me tell you 
alſo how they ſpend their Time. They rife late. 
As ſoon almoſt as their Eyes are open, they call for 
Fe 2s Chocolate, 
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Chocolate, and fend to their Huſbands to know 
who they have invited to Dinner, and whether there 
is room for any more Gueſts, If the Lady does 


not like the Company, ſhe ſends Notice to ſome 


Lady of her Acquaintance that ſhe intends to dine 
with her; but if there be room at home, as a polite 
Huſband always takes care to leave ſome at the Diſ- 
poſal of his Wite, ſhe ſends an Invitation to whom 
ſhe pleaſes. ' After this ſhe dreſſes and goes to 
Maſs; for here the Ladies are all fo devout that 
there's none but what hears at leaſt one Maſs in a 
Day. There they read in five or fix different 
Prayer-Books, kiſs all the Pictures that are at the 
Head of the Prayers, and very devoutly toſs their 
Beads. After the Office is over they commonly 
chat a quarter of an Hour in the Church. Then 
they go abroad and make ſome friendly Vifits, or 
elſe go home to receive them. At theſe Viſits they 
hear all the News in Vienna. During this they have 
all a little Box of Indian Lack upon their Knees, in 
which they thread Gold till Dinner-time. When 
that's over, they drink Coffee or play at  Quinze 
till Night, when they go to Court. From the 
Empreſs's Apartment they adjourn to the Aſſem- 
bly, where they divert themſelves at Piguet, or at 
Quadrille; and then retire, undreſs themſelves, 
go to Supper, and thence to Bed, well pleaſed to 
think with what Indolence and Idleneſs they have 
ſpent the Day. 

The Women of the: bond Class, in lc 1 
include the Gentlewomen that have no Titles of 
Honour, vz. the Wives of the Aſſeſſors, Refe- 
rendaries and Agents of the Court, diſcover ſuch 
an Air of Plenty and Proſperity as is remarkably 
ſurprizing. Their Houſes are richly furniſh'd, and 
their Tables well ſer vd. If a Referendary has a 
mind to a nice bit, no body muſt offer to take it; 


nn of every thing is what they are Fu 
Y 
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lay Hands on. Belly-Cheer is one of thoſe things 
which the Auſtrians generally think of moſt : They 
require a great many Diſhes and thoſe well cramm'd. 
They are ſo very much accuſtom'd to this Profuſion 
of Eatables that I have known ſome young People 
in Auſtria affirm they don't know what good Eat- 
ing is in France, becauſe they don't ſerve up a 
couple of Loins of Veal in one Diſh. Different ſorts 
of Wines are what they are alſo very much us'd to; 
which certainly is very expeniive becauſe: foreign 
Wines pay conſiderable Duties; yet'nothing leſs will 
ſerve them than eight or ten Sorts of Wine, and I 
have been at Houſes where there have been no lefs 
than eighteen. They place a Note under every 
Plate expreſſing the ſeveral I of Wine at 2 | 
Beaufet. 

The Burghers and common Sort of People mi- 
mic the Nobility as far as their Purſes will afford; 
and it may be ſaid that no Nation i in the Worle | 
is ſo extravagant as this:::; +: RA 

The Auſtrians are naturally mood and knogkes; , 

and expect all Mankind ſhould ſtoop to them. As 
their Sovereign is the firſt in Rank among the Chri- 
ſtian Princes, ſo they think theirs to be the chief 
Nation in the World. Nothing is more vain nor 
more inſupportable than a young Auſtrian, whoſe 
Father is in any Rank at Court. They are in- 
toxicated with Pride and Preſumption ; and as they 
know themſelves to be rich, and their Fathers to be 
great Lords, they think they may deſpiſe all the 
World, and lay aſide that courteous and polite Be- 
haviour which would ſo well become their Birth. 
Yet what I here obſerve to you concerning the 
young People is not ſo univerſally true as not to ad- 
mit of great Exceptions, which is the Caſe pens,» Fl - 
thing aſſerted in the general. 

The Court is not without Ladies who are ab 
to be valued. The Empreſs Regent honours with 


her 
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her Confidence Madame the Counteſs de Fuchs, 
whoſe Huſband was Miniſter of State to the Empe- 
ror, and his Plenipotentiary at Hambourg, where 
he dy' d. This Counteſs is Siſter to the Count 45 
Molard, Steward of the Emperor” s Kitchens. She 
is a very polite Lady, and is fo far from being en- 
vy*d for being a Favourite, that all Perſons of Di- 
ſtinction agree ſhe deſerves it, becauſe ſhe ſupports 
it with Modeſty, and makes. no other Ute of 1 it but 


| £0 do good. 


" Mademoiſelle de 2 has b a very great Share in 
the Favour of the Empreſs Dowager, which I take 


to be a Reward due to her long Services, and to 


her Merit. She is chief Maid of Honour to that 
Princeſs, and has been engaged to her ever ſince ſhe 
has been at Vienna. If the Character of a thorough 
Gentlewoman may be attributed to any of the Sex, 
Mademoiſelle ae Klenct deſerves it more than any 


other, it being impoſſible for a Perſon to have more 


Integrity, and more Generoſity. 


The Counteſs Dowager of Altheim, of the Pig 
natelli Family, in regard to whoſe Rank I ought to 
have mention'd her firſt, if I obſerved a very ſtrict 
Order in my Writings, is a Native of Shin. The 
Count 4 Altheim marry'd her at Barcelona. Her 
Beauty was the more admired in Spain becauſe ſhe 
was fair. This Lady has a noble Air, and has a

Their Imperial Majeſties pay her great 


Diftinaion! and all the Courtiers honour and re- 
ſpect her ſo, that now in her Widowhood ſhe con- 


tinues in good Credit, and almoſt as much Autho- 


rity as ſhe had when that great Fayourite her Huſ- 
band was living. 


The Gentry of Auſtria, and of all the Emperor's 


Heroditory Dominions, are ſo fond of the Title of 


Count, that the Gentlemen buy and ſollicit it as 
— as if it was a great Eſtate. "Tis wor he 
them 
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them that the Diſpatch of their Patents Frans not 

coſt much; for the greateſt Privilege which this 
brings them is all a Chimera. Theſe Counts may 
be ſaid to hold the ſame Rank among the ancient 
Counts of the Empire as the King's Secretaries in 
France do among the Gentlemen of good Families. 

As for Gentlemen, they. are ſo common here 
that there are ſcarce any others to. be ſeen. All the 
Agents of the Court, and all the Referendaries pro- 
cure themſelves a Title, tho' I know not why; for 
neither they nor their Wives dare to rank them- 
ſelves among the Prime. Nobility. This Madneſs 
of theirs to be enobled is ſo common, and ſo eaſy 
to be gratified, that I have knowna Man, who was 
formerly Meſſenger to the Emperor Jeſeph, pur- 
chaſe the Title of Baron; and his Children begin to 
mix with the Grand Monde. 

Theſe, Sir, were all the Remarks that 1 — 1 
upon the Auſtrians, I muſt give you a few Parti- 
culars concerning the Emperor's Perſon. I have 
already ſaid ſomething to you of his Character: 
What follows is to ſhew you how grateful he is, 
and how friendly, Virtues which are the more to be 
eſteem' d in him becauſe they are not the moſt fa- 
miliar to great Men. 

The Emperor ſhews all poſlible Marks of Gra- 
titude to thoſe Spaniards who adber'd to him while 
he was at Barcelona. He has loaded them with 
Wealth and Honours ; and, if it is poſſible for one's 
native, Country to be forgot, he has put them in a 
Situation to ee theirs. This particular Good- 
neſs of the Emperor extends to all that followed his 
Fortunes in Spain; whom he diſtinguiſhes upon all 
Occaſions, and does them good preferably to#his 
other Subjects. As to Friendſhip, no Monarch 
ever had more for any Favourite than Charles had 
for the late Count 4 Altheim, his Maſter of the 
Horſe, This Nobleman was the Emperor's Pages 
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when he was only Arch-Duke; and he attended 
that Prince to Spain, where his Care, his Services, 
tis Aſſiduity, and above all his Honeſty and his In- 
tegrity, won him the intire Confidence of the young 
Monarch. When this Prince became Emperor he 
rewarded the Count with Honours, Wealth, and 
Dignities. He lov'd him as long as he liv'd, and 
his Memory is ſtill dear to him. As ſoon as he dy'd, 
the Emperor declared himſelf Guardian to his Child- 
ren, gave Orders in what manner they ſhou'd be 
brought up, and now treats them much more like 
his own Children than his Subjects. But what 
wou'd you ſay of the Emperor's tender Loye for 
the Empreſs? Some time ago this Princeſs being 
dangerouſly ill, the Emperor not only ſent for his 
Phyficians, and conjur'd them to employ all their 
Art to ſave her Life, but promis'd them Rewards 
ſuitable to that Service, and actually watched with 
her ſeveral Nights to ſee her take the Remedies 
they preſcrib'd. Does not a Conjugal-Love fo 
deſerve to be rewarded by the Birth of an 
Archduke ? Adieu, Sir. If I were Emperor, you 
ſhou'd be my Count 4 Alibeim; but in the Con- 
dition I am in, you are the Perſon whom I honour 
moſt of all Mankind; and am, &c#. N |

Days at LinTz, the Capital of Upper Au- 
/iria. This City lies on the Danube, over which 
there is a wooden Bridge. Tis a little Town, but 
well built, and has fine Churches. Its Inhabitants - 
are thriving, and they drive a great Trade in Linnen 
Cloth. Tis the Reſidence of a great many Perſons 
of Quality, and of the Regency of the Province, 
of which the Count de Thirheim is the Chief. This 
Nobleman lodges in the Imperial Palace, which 
ſtands upon an Eminence, and commands the City. 
The Building is commodious enough, but not ſo 
magnificent. The Emperor Leopold ftay'd here 
during the Siege of Vienna; till, not thinking him- 
ſelf ſafe in it, he retir'd to * The Neigh- 
bourhood of Tinte i is very agreeable. All the Way 
hither from Vienna the Danube is lin'd on both ſides 
with Vineyards; but from Liatæ to this Place, in- 
ſtead of Vines, there are Plantations of Hops 

Muxicn, in the German Tongue Munchen, ſtands 

in the Middle of a large Plain, and in the Center 
of Bavaria, of which it is the Capital City. The 
Walls of it are waſhed by the River Jer; tis 2 
ſmall Town, but better built than fortified, for 
within theſe few Years ſeveral fine Houſes have been 
rais'd in it. The Elector's Palace is one of the 
biggeſt Piles of Building in Europe, but it wants a 
great deal of being ſo handſome a Structure as Mien 
and ſeveral other Authors have repreſented it; ; for 
its Magnificence conſiſts principally in its Bulk.

an. N chief 
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chief Front, which looks towards a very narrow 
Street, has the Reſemblance of a fair Convent; to 
which the Image of the Virgin Mary over the great 
Gate contributes not a little. That for which tis 
held in moſt Eſteem is the great Apartment which 


is call'd the Emperor's Apartment. The Connoiſ- 
fares in Painting admire the Pictures in the great 
Hall, which repreſent both Sacred and Prophane 
Hiſtory, and are performed by the Hand of Canal. 


The Chimney-piece in the ſame Room is very much 


eſteem'd: Among other fine Figures with which it 


is adorn'd, there's a Statue of Porphyry that repre- 


ſents Virtue holding a Spear in the right Hand, and 
in the Left a gilt Palm-Branch. In 1632, when 
 Guftewnus Adolphus King of Sweden made himſelf 


Maſter of Munich, he thought this ſo beautiful a 


Room that he was forry he could not get it tranſ- 
Ported to Szockhbo/m, In the Reign of Ferdinand. 


Mary, Grandfather to the preſent Elector, great 


part of the Palace of Munich was reduc'd to Aſhes, 
which Accident was, tis ſaid, the Occaſion of that 


Prince's Death; for being at Straubingen when he 
received the ſad News of the Fire, he took Horſe 
immediately and rode with ſuch Fury to Munich that 
ke received a Fall which in a little time prov'd his 
W 53! | 

The preſent Elector, Charles-Albert-Cajetan, has 
embelliſh'd the Palace with a new Apartment, 
which, tho' not fo big as the Emperor's, exceeds 
it in Magnificence, Tis adorn'd with noble Pic- 
tures, antique Buſts, and Vaſes plac'd upon“ Tables 
of very great .Value; and among other 'Things 
there's the Picture of the Virgin done by St. Luke. 


In the Beginning of the Year 1730, this Apartment was 
burnt down by a Fire which broke out in the Night- time; ſo 
that the Elector and Electoreſs had like to have been burnt in 
their Beds, and ſcarce any of the fine Furniture was ſav d. 


There's 
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| There: sa ſecret Paſſage from the Palace thro' 
little Galleries to all the Churches and Convents in 
the Town. The neareft Church is that of the 
Theatins, which together with their Monaſtery was 
built by Maria- Adelaide of Sawey Wife to Ferdinand. 
Mary. The Fryars of this Convent muſt be twenty 
ſeven in Number, and all Men of Quality. They 
ſubſiſt by charitable Donations; but dare not aſk 
Alms, and muſt wait for ſuch Provifions as Provi- 
dence ſhall pleaſe to ſend them. When they have 
ſuffer'd extreme Want at any Time for three Days 
together, they are permitted to ring a Bell as a 
Token of their Diſtreſs; but it has been obſerved 
that this never happened above twice ſince their firſt 
Eſtabliſhment, becauſe the Electors are too charita- 
ble to let them want. The Tomb of thePrinces of 
Bawaria is in the Church of theſe honeſt Fryars. 
The Church of our Lady is the parochial, Church 
of Munich. In it is the ſtately 'T'omb of the Em- 
peror Leawis of Bavaria who dy'd of Poiſon. Tis 
adorn'd with a great many fine Figures of Braſs and 
Marble. In this Church the Elector on the 24th 
of April laſt inſtituted the Order of St. George, by. 
Authority of Pope B-n-452 XIII. The Ceremony 
was perform'd with a vaſt deal of Pomp, and the 
Elector of Co/egn officiated at the High Maſs, The 
Promotion conſiſted of three Grand Priors, fix Grand 
Croſſes, a Commander, and ſix Knights. Some. 
time after this firſt Promotion the Elector made a 
ſecond, in Which he appointed one Grand Croſs, 
and nine Knights. Tis ſaid there will ſpecdily be 
a third Promotion of eight more Knights, the whole 
Number being to conſiſt of forty *. 


*The Order conſiſts at preſent ef a Grand Matter, Wc ds. 
the Electer, and two Grand Pricrs, who are the Electorzl 
Prince and Duke Ferdinand, fix Grand e nine Com- 
manders and ſeveral Knights, 
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The EleQor intends to annex Commanderies to 
his Order. They who are admitted into it muſt 
give Proofs of their Extraction from ſixteen De- 
{cents ; and this is fo ſtrictly obſerved that his moſt 
Serene Electoral Highneſs, as Grand Maſter of the 
Order, has renounc'd all Power of granting any 
Diſpenſation from it. According to the Statutes of 
this Order all the Knights are obliged to be Catho- 
lics, to defend the Faith and the Church, to pro- 
tet Widows and Orphans, and to pradtife all the 


Chriſtian Virtues. The Badge of the Order is a 


large Sky-blue Ribbon border'd about the Breadth 
of an Inch with a black and white Stripe ; and at 
the End of the Ribbon hangs a Crefs enamell'd with 
blue, in the middle of which there is a St. George. 
The Church and Convent of the Reverend Fa- 
thers the Jeſuits are two very magnificent Struc- 
tures. The Roof of the Church, which is one ſingle 
Nave, is a Work of Skill and Ingenuity, wherein 


the Apertures are contriv'd with very great Art; 


for which Reaſon, the Curious look upon this Fa- 


bric as a Maſter- piece of Architecture. 


The Church of the Reverend Fathers of St. Au- 
ſtiu, tlioꝰ but of a moderate Size, contains Beauties 
that are not always to be met with in greater 


Fabrics. The Pictures with which it is adorned are

highly eſteem' d, and gocd Judges agree there are 


few that can parallel them. 


Tho' the Houſes of Munich are all very well 


built, there are few that can be call'd Hotels or 


Palaces. The Count Pigſas, a Piedmonteſe, has caus'd 


one to be built of late Years, which is a conſiderable 


Structure with regard to the true Proportions of its 
/ Outfide, and to the ingenious Diftribution of the 


Apartments, which have fine Decorations and good 


Furniture. 


The Court of Bawaria obſerves moſt of the 


_ Cuſtoms of the Court of Vienna in matters of Cere- 


mony, 
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mony, but as for the reſt, their Way of living is 
different; here being more Freedoin, and more 
Diverſion. 
The Elector Charles. Abels delights ; in Pleaſures 
and bodily Exerciſe, and acquits himſelf therein 
with a Grace. He is a comely Perfonage, and has 
a grave, noble, and ma Zeſtic Air, fo that he is taken 
fora proud Man ; yet few Princes are more gra- 
cious and more civil to Strangers, and to his Sub- 
jects alſo he is eaſy of Acceſs. He was full of Life 
and Spirit when he was a Prince, and now that he 
is a Sovereign is become ſedate and moderate. He 
is genteel, talks French, Italian, and Latin well, 
is Maſter of Hiſtory, and perfectly acquainted with 
the Intereſt of Princes in general, and that of his 
own Family in particular. He ſticks to Buſineſe, 
and above all ſeems to be very earneſt in redreſſing 
his Finances which he found in great Diſorder 
when he acceded to the Electorate. The Elector 
was born the 6th of Auguſ, 1697. He is Son of 
Maæximilian- Emanuel famous for his Victories and 
for his Diſgrace, and of There/a-Cunrgunda Sobięſti, 
Davghter of Fohn-Sobieſti King of Poland. When 
Charles came into the World he had a Brother liv- 
ing who was horn of the Archducheſs Mary-Maxi- 
milian, Emanuel's firſt Wife. This young Prinee 
who all Europe expected wou'd be the Succeſſor of 
Charles II. King of Spain, dying at Bru//th the 6th 
of February, 1699, Charles thereby became the 
Electoral Prince: He was bred up at Munich with 
four of his Brothers, but both he and his Brothers 
ſurrender'd Priſoners to the Emperor - 7o/##h after 
the Battle of Hochſtet, which ſubjected all Bavaria 
to his Imperial Majeſty. That Monarch had the 
young Princes remov'd to Gratz, where he caus'd 
them to be treated in a manner not ſo ſuitable to 
their high Birth as to their decay'd Fortune. When 
Se yy dy'd, his Succeſſor Charles VI, us'd the Prin- 
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ces with leſs Severity, caus'd them to be honourably 
attended, and ſent them Maſters to inſtru them; 
and upon the Peace of Rofiad! which reinſtated the 
Elector Maximilion-Emanuel in his Dominions, the 
Princes his Children were reſtor'd to him. They 
finiſhed their Studies at Munich, after which 255 
Elector ſent the four eldeſt to Rome: where the ſe- 
cond, whoſe Name was Duke Philip, dy'd not long 
after he had been choſe Eiſhop of Munſter and Pa- 
derborn,. Charles returning from 1taly went to Vi- 
enna, made the Campaign of Belgrade, and ſome 
Years after that, he marry'd Mary-Amelia-Anne of 
Auſtria the late Emperor Jeſeph's ſecond Daughter, 
In 1725, Charles and his three Brothers were at 
Fontainbleau, at the Marriage of Lewis XV. and 
next Year he ſucceeded his Father who dy'd at Mu- 
wich lamented, as he was ador'd, by his Courtiers*. 
The Electoreſs who is a little Woman, very much 
reſembles the Empreſs her Mother, and has more 
Vivacity than is common to the Princes of the 
Houſe. of Auſtria. She prefers Hunting to all other 
Pleaſures, and there are few Days but ſhe partakes 
of that Diverſion with the Elector, who, as well | 
as the Princes his Brothers is fond of it. | 
The Elector has by his Marriage two Princes 
end two Princeſſes. The eldeſt of the Sons who 
has the Title of the Electoral Prince is call'd Maæi- 
milian-Feſeph, and was born the 28th of March, 
1727. His moſt Serene Electoral Highneſs's three 
Brothers are Duke Ferdinand, the Elector of Cologr, 
and the Biſhop of Frei/ingcn and Ratiſbon. Of theſe 
Princes Duke Ferdinand is the only one who re- 
fides at Munich. His moſt Serene Highnels is a

'The Bilhop of Freiſiugen and Ratiſbon bend 


more of his Time at Munich than in his Dioceſe. He 


is a Prince of great Penetration, Spirit and Vivacity, 
1s generous, liberal, and charitable, extremely ci. tt, 
and tis impoſlible to be acquainted with him with- 


oat adding Love to that Reſpect and Veneration 


v-hick are due io his Birth and Character. He en- 
ter d very young into Orders, and was conſecrated 
Piſnop by his Brother the Elector of Calagn. TwWas 
thought at firſt that be would have made but an 
indifferent Eccleſiaſtic, but he has demonſtrated that 
he knows how to reconcile the Gravity of a Prelate 
with the Magnanimity of a Temporal Prince. 

The Court of Bavaria is without Diſpute the 
moſt gallant, and the politeſt in Germany, We 
have a French Comedy here together with Balls and 
Gaming every Day, and a Concert of Muſic three 
Times a Week, at which all the Company is maſk'd; 
and after the Conſort there's Gaming and Dancing.

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the whole Court are preſent, bring in a great Re- 
venue to the Elector's Valet, de Chambre ; for be- 
Aces the Money which every one pays at Entrance, 
they are alſo paid for the Cards, and are concern'd 
in almoſt all the Banks; fo that thoſe Domeſtics 
have almoſt all the Cafh of the Nobility, with whom 
they don't ſcruple neither to rank themſelves. Be- 
ſides theſe noiſy Pleaſures we have others that are 
more tranquil, I mean thoſe of civil Society. Of 
this kind there's more here than in the other Towns 
of Germany; but more fill among the Foreigners 
that are in the Elector's Service than among the 
Bawarians; for theſe are generally proud, tho' tis 
certainly more owing to their Opinion that it gives 
them a good Air my, uh ſo than to their 'Temper ; 
and they actually become more ſociable when they 
are made ſenſible that their grand Airs are not aſto- 
niſhing. 

The Title of Count is as common here as at Vi- 
enna, and the Bavarian Counts have no greater 
Frivileges than thoſe of Auſtria, for they are as 
much Subjects as the meaneſt Gentlemen. I find 
that thoſe in Places, and who bear any Rank at 
Court are much more polite than others. The 
Counts de Thirheim, Torring, and Preyſing, who 
have the chief Employments are ſo civil that I be- 
lieve there's few Foreigners but will give them their 

The Elector has à very large Houſhold, and a 
Number of great Officers. Ii mention ſome of 
them to you. | 

The Count Maximilian de Torriny-Seefeldt is 
Steward of the Elector's Houſhold, a Miniſter of 
State, and Knight of the Golden Fleece. This 
Nobleman who is advanced in Years, is good-na- 
tur'd and civil, ſpeaks little, is naturally grave, not 
fond of Pomp, and lives retir'd in the middle of a 
Court, but when he makes any — 
* | oes 
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does it with Grandeur. He never once abandon d 
the Elector Maximilian Emanuel his former Maſter; - 
but follow'd him in his Fortunes both good and 
bad. 

The Count Sigi fn 4 Thirbeim is Great eum 
berlain, a Miniſter of State, and Grand Croix of the 
Order of St. George. He is very tall, and tho” 
his Air is not the moſt affable, he is courteous and 
civil. He lives very nobly, and does the Honours: 
of the Court very handſomely ; conſequently: he is 
generally beloved and eſteem'd. He was Governor 
of the EleRor, who, contrary to moſt Princes that 
are not apt to retain an Eſteem for thoſe who once 
had the Care of their Education, gives great Proofs 
of his Regard for the Count de Thirheim®. 

The Count Maximilian de Fugger is Grand Mar- 
ſhal T. As he does not live at Munich, I _ no-" 
thing particular to tell you of him. 

The Count Maximilian de Preyfing Maſter of the 
Horſe, Preſident of the Chamber: of Finances a 
Miniſter of State, and Grand Croix of the Order of. 
St. George is a very polite Nobleman, but ferious 
and grave to the laſt Degree. Tis difficult for any 
Man to be more attach'd to his Religion, to have 
more Candor, and to be more upright than this 
Miniſter. His Probity has brought Envy upon 
him, but it has procured him the Electors intire 
Confidence, of which however the Count makes no 
farther Advantage than is requiſite for hib Maſter's 
Buſineſs. He is accus'd of being cloſe-fiſted, and 
of Gifſuading the EleQor from giving Gratuities ; 5 
but *tis agreed that he is very charitable to the Poor.

The Count de Rechberg Great Huntſman *, Mi- 
niſter of State, Preſident of the Council of War, 
Lieutenant-General, and Grand Croix of the Order 
of St. George, is Commander in Chief of the Elec- 
tor's Forces: He accompany'd the late Elector to 
France where he acquir'd the Reputation of an ex- 
perienced ſkilful General. x | 
 Jgnatius-Foſeph Count de Torring is a Miniſter of 
State, Grand Maſter of the Artillery, and a Grand 
Croix of St. George. He follow'd the late Elector 
into France, and after that Prince was reftor'd he 
went as Miniſter Plenipotentiary to the Imperial 
Court, where he negociated the Marriage of the 
preſent Elector with the Archducheſs, youngeſt 
Daughter to the late Emperor Jeſeph. 
I could tell you of many other Perſons of Diſ- 
tinction at the Court of Bavaria, only I fear that 
being too particular would tire your Patience. The 
Miniſters who bear the greateſt Sway are the Counts 
Maximilian de Preyfing and de Torring, and M. 
&Urertel. The firſt is Director of the Finances; 
the ſecond has the Province of foreign Affairs; and 
the third takes care of Affairs Domeſtic and Mili- 
tary. Theſe three Miniſters are the Arbiters of 
Bawaria, and to them the Tribunals of the ſeveral 
Provinces muſt apply. | 
Bavaria is divided into four Cantons or. Provin- 
ces, vx. the Cantons of Munich, Burghauſen, Land- 
rut, and Straubingen. Each of theſe Provinces 
has a Regency or Parliament; and an Appeal lies 
from Sentences therein paſs'd to the Elector's Coun- 
cil of State. 1 
Tis certain that Bavaria is one of the beſt States 
in the Empire. Tis ſaid that it brings in ſeven 
Millions of Florins, and I have been aſſured by 
The Baron de Preyſing is at preſent Great APY, 
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Perſons who have Opportunities of being inform'd 
of the State of the Finances, that there was a time 
when the late Elector received cleven Millions per 
Aan. The Riches of Bawaria are N to the 
Exportation of Salt and Corn, and to the onſump- 
tion of the Beer brew'd in the Country, which is as 
good as any in the World. Tirol, and the Country 
of Saltzbeurg, have almoſt all the Corn which they 
ſpend from Bawaria, and the Elector has a Florin 
for every Sack that- is exported.

OF ali the Sovereigns i in Europe, next to the King 
of France, the Elector of Bavaria has the fineſt 
Pleaſure Houſes, for which he may thank the Elec- 
tor his Father, who had a wonderful good Fancy 
and Judgment. 
N yYMPHENBOURG,A ſhort League ſrom Munich, is 
a charming Place. The Caſtle is to be ſeen a great 
* off by reaſon of its Situation in the middle of 
2 great Plain, ſo that from the Apartments of the 
ſecond Story one diſcovers a vaſt 'Tra& of Country, 
and an infinite Number of Rural Beauties that are 
in the Neighbourhood of Munich. Mary Adelaide 
de Savoy (Mother to Maximilian-Fianucl) who was 
extremely fond of the Arts and Sciences, and knew 
theta perfectly well, was the Perſon who laid the 
Foundations of that Caſtle. The Man that the em- 
ploz'd to build it was an Lalian Architect whom ſhe 
ſent for out of Laly for the Purpoſe. But all this 
Falace conſiſled only of one great Pavilion. Max- 
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#milian Emanuel, thinking the Caſtle too ſmall, cauſed 
ſeveral Manſions to be added to it, together with 
fine Stables and grand Gardens ; in ſhort, he put the 
-whole into that magnificent Condition we ſee it in at 
this Day. His moſt ſerene Electoral Highneſs lets 
the Pavilion ſtand in pure reſpect to tke Memory of 
his M Mother who built it, but *tis pity he does; for 
tis much higher than the reſt of the Edifice, and is 
no good Ornament to the main Building. In order 
to give you a more perfect Idea of this Houſe, I will 
tell you that it looks towards a great and magnificent 
Canal terminated at each end by a ſpacious Baſon a- 
dorned with Water-Works and double Rows of Trees 
on each fide which form the Avenues. We enter in- 
to the Caſtle by an Aſcent of Marble Steps: The firit 
Room we come to is a very high great Salon adorn'd 
with Architecture of Plaiſter of Paris very well ex- 
ecuted. From each Side of this Salon there is a Paſ- 
lage into ſeveral Apartments, of which I ſhall not 
ſtop to give you the Detail, becauſe I don't think it 
in my Power to convey a ſuitable Idea to you of the 
Richneſs of the Furniture, and all the fine things that 
are in it. Imagine only that the late EleQor who had 
an exquiſite Taſte, and a noble Soul, fpar'd no Coſt 
to adorn theſe Apartments. I paſs to the Gardens, 
which one enters from the Great Hall by a Deſcent 
of Marble Steps. The firſt thing that ſtrikes the 
Eye is a Parterre of a vaſt Extent, at the Entrance of 
which there is a great Baſon ornamented with a 
_ Group of Figures of mill'd Lead gilt with Water- 
Gold repreſenting Flora receiving Flowers from 
Nymphs and Cupids. At the end of the Parterre there 
is one of the moſt agreeable Woods in the World, 
which is cut by three Walks in form of a Gooſe's 
Foot. The middlemoſt fronts the great Pavilion of 
the Caſtle, and has a large Canal in the middle of 
it, of which one can't ſee the end: Tis terminated 
by a fine Caſcade form'd by ſeveral Blocks of Marble, 


and 
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and adorn'd with fine Statues. The ſecond Walk 


on the right Hand leads one to the Mall which forms 
a Semi-circle, and is one of the fineſt and longeſt I 
ever ſaw. At the Entrance of this Mall there is a 
Pavillion call'd Pagodebourg (the Caſile of the Pagode) 
tis two Stories high, and built in form of the Pa- 

godes Temples. I believe there never was any thin 
prettier. All the Furniture of this little Palace is 
Indian, of a charming Contrivance and Elegancy ; 
and the whole is ſo well laid out, that, notwithſtand- 
ing the Smallneſs of the Houſe, the Elector has eve- 
ry Convenience in it that can be defir'd. ' 'Oyer-a- 
gainſt Pagodebourgh on the other fide of the Canal in 
the third Walk is Badenbourg (the Caſtle of 'Baths) 
which is a more conſiderable Building, and has all 
the Beauty of the Modern Bagnios. The Baths are 
ſpacious and lin'd with Marble. There is an Apart- 
ment conſiſting of ſeveral Pieces adorned with Stuc- 
co, and Pictures repreſenting Venus in the Bath, Di- 
ana in the Water with her Nymphs, and the other 
Subjects of the Fable. The whole Apartment glit- 
ters with Gold, and the Furniture of it is rich, and 
of a charming Fancy. This beautiful Houſe is ſur- 
rounded with fine Pieces of Watcradorned with Caſ- 
cades and Statues. Theſe Baths would moſt certain- 
ly deſerve a particular Deſcription, and I am an- 

gry with myſelf for not being able to give it. 
Tis certain that next to the Gardens of Verſailles 
there is none ſa magnificent as thoſe of Nymphen- 
bourg ; which is a Place that Art and Nature ſeem 
to have joined their Forces in order to render noble 

and agreeable. bY | 

The Caſtle of Schleiſbeim is a more regular Build. 
ing than that of Nynphenbourg, and makes ſo grand 
an Appearance that I don't know any Houſe in Ger- 
many that can compare with it. The great Stair-caſe 
and the Salon in the large Apartment are * only 
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Pieces in their kind. They are fic'd with Marble, 
and painted in a moſt correct and beautiful Manner. 
Teco, Fu, ſtenriet and Starenbesg are Houſes fit for 
the Solacement of a great Prince, andavill be Teſti- 
monies to Poſterity of the Eletor Alien ka- 
nut lis 887 and and happy Taſte. 
f all the Elector's Houſes Nomphenbourg 9 is 1 
where the Court reſides moſt, It is as well a Hunt- 
ing Houſe as a Pleaſure Houſe, by reaſon of a Park 


in the Neighbourhood which is eight Leagues in 


Compaſe, and cut out into a great number of fine 
long Roads. Here the Elector comes to rouze the 
Stag; and there is a little Park adjoining to the Gar- 
dens, which, as well as the adiacent Fields, abounds 
with Phealants, Par N and all other Game of 
that Sort. 

When the Court is at N rf henhourg the Electreſs 
has a Drawing- Room there three times a Week, 
where there is Gaming, and when that is over the 

adies fup with their Electoral Highneſſes, who 
ſometimes admit Gentlemen of their Court to their 
Table, but commonly all Foreigners. They who 
prefer taking the Air to Gaming, ſind open Calaſhes 
every Evening drawn by two Horſes, at the bottom 
of the Steps on the ſide of the Garden: A Gentle- 


man drives the Calaſh, two Ladies ride in it, and a 


Gentleman ftands behind. Ard ſuch as prefer the 
Water find very neat Gondolas finely gilt upon the 
Canal at their Service; ſo tłat there is no want of 
any thing to add to the Pleaſures of all ſorts i in this 
enchanting Place. 

Were I to enumerate to yon all the various Plea- 
fares of this Court, I ſhould never have done. For 
the preſent I ſhall confine myſelf to theſe already 
mentioned: I am reſolved to ſet out in three or 
four days for $:a7gard,' I ſhall lie at Aug fourgh, 
and at U/m. A Froſt which has held for a Month 
without ceaſing has made the Roads fo hard that I 

hope 
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hope I ſhall roll along finely. I expect to hear from 
you at Stargard. Pray take care that I be not diſ- 
appointed, and believe that J am very fincerely &c.

HERE is nothing remarkable between My- 

nich and Aug. ſ ung except it be the fine Ab- 

bey of FURSTENFELDT, which is in Poſſeſſion of 
the Hernardin Fryars. It was founded by Lewis the 
Severe, Duke of Babara, to attone for his Wicked- 
neſs in putting Joan of Brahant his Wife unjuſtly to 
Death. The Hiſtory of Bavaria relates the Fact 
thus: Joan was a very beautiful Princeſs. Her 
Huſband who was doatingly fond of her, being ob- 
liged to take a Journey, put her under thg Guard of 
one of his Aunts. While he was gone Joan wrote 
frequently to her Huſband, and fometimes to his 
Prime Miniſter and Favourite. One Day ſhe put ker 
Letters into the hands of a Domeſtic, charging him 
to deliver them as they were directed; but the Man 
made a Miſtake, and gave the Letter which was for 
the Duke to his Favourite, and that which was for 
the Minifter to the Dake. Lewis thought that his 
Wife's Style was too obliging to a Subject, and 
was even mad with Jealouſy. He firſt killed his Fa- 
vourite, and then taking Horſe poſted to Donaabert 
where his Wife was. He came to the Caſtle in the 
Night- time, murdered the Porter with his own hand, 
put his Aunt and all with whom he had left his Wife 
in charge to Death; and then, like another Heros, 
cauſed the unfortunate Joan to be beheaded. * = 
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Night after this barbarous Action, the Hairs of Le- 
wwis's Head turn'd grey, tho' he was but twenty- 
eight Years old; which Accident made him ſenſible 
of his Guilt, and of the Innocence of his Wife. As 
his Barbarity was great, ſo was his Repentance. He 
went on Foot to Rome to beg the Pope's Abſolution 
for his Sins, and obtained it, on condition that he 
would cauſe a Church to be built, and found a Mo- 
naſtery in his Dominions. Loweis returning from 
Rome founded the Abbey at Furffenfeldt. The firſt 
Eſtabliſhment was only for eight Fryars ; but the Pi 

ety of the Princes of Bawaria having wrought upon 


them to beſtow their Favours upon. this-Houſe, it 


now maintains thirty Fryars and an Abbot, whom 
the Monks have the Prerogative to chuſe out of 
their own Body. Theſe good Fathers are actually 
erecting a very ſtately Church, and they exyoy all 
the Conveniences of Life. 

The Country between Munich and Aug * 1s 
level and intermixed with Woods and Plains. Av cs- 
BOURG Which is a Biſhop's See, and an Imperial Ci- 
ty, is the Capital of Sewabia, and one of the biggeſt 
fmall Branch 
of the Leek paſſes through it, and ſupplies it with 
Plenty of Water. The Streets of Aug ſbourg are 
broad, ftrait, and Iightfome ; the Houſes well built, 
and many of them full of Paintings. The Inhabit- 
ants look upon Auguſtus to be the Founder of their 
City. Tis true that Emperor ſent a Colony thither, 
but the Town was founded before. It is not ſaid 
what Name it went by before the Name of Auguſia 
Vindelicorum was given it to diftinguiſh it from the 
other 'Towns that bore the Name of Auguſia. The 
clearing up of this Difficulty is what I ſhall leave to 
the Antiquarians, and confine myſelf to the Tranſ- 
actions at Aug ſbourgh for about two hundred Years 
paſt. What will render this City for ever famous, 


3s the Confeſſion of Faith which the Proteſtant Princes 
preſented 
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preſented here to the Emperor Charles V. in the 
Vear 1530. Though the Proteſtants were at that 
Time very powerful in Augſbourg, they could not 
keep their Ground, for they were drove out .by the 
Bawarians ; but Guffawvns x aolphus reſtored them in 
1632, ſince which time they have kept their Footing 
there, and ſhare the Government with the Roman-- 
Catholics. In 1687, the Emperor, Spain, the Uni- 
ted Provinces, and the Electors of Saxory, Branden- 
bourgh, and the Palatinate concluded that famous 
League at Aug /bcurgh againſt Lewis XIV. who was 
beginning to inforce the Claim of the Ducheſs of 
Orleans, his Siſter in Law, to the Sueceſſion of the 
Elector Palatine Charles Lewis, who was that Prin- 
ceſs's Brother. In 1690, Fo/:ph Archduke of Au- 
Hria, King of Hungary, the eldeſt Son of the Empe- 
ror Leopold, was conſecrated and crown'd King of 
the Romans at Aug ſoourg, at which Ceremony the 
Emperor, the Empreſs, the Electors of Mentz, Co- 
logn, Triers, Bavaria, and the Palatinate were per- 
ſonally preſent. | | 1 
In 1703, the Elector Maximilian of Bavaria, 
made himſelf Maſter of Aug fourg in one Week's 
Time. This City had demanded and obtained a 
Neutrality, but having afterwards received an Im- 
perial Gariſon, the EleQor made uſe of that Pretence 
to lay Siege to it. He cauſed the Fortifications to 
be demoliſhed, foreſeeing, no doubt, that he ſhould 
not be able to keep the Place. Aug /bourg was ſet 
free again by the Battle of Hochſtet, and ſtill enjoys its 
Freedom under its own Magiſtrates, the Biſhop ha- 
ving no Authority in the City as to Temporals. The 
preſent Biſhop is of the Family of Newdeurg, and 
Brother to the Elector Palatine. This Prince has the 
ſame Goodneſs of Temper, which is ſo natural to all 
his Family. As his Biſhopric is not one of the 
moſt conſiderable in Germany, ſo his Court is none 
of the biggeſt, but his Houſhold is well regulated, 
— | and 
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and every thing conducted in it with Order and 
Splendor. is 
The Chapter of the Cathedral conſiſts of Perſons 
of Quality, who are obliged tomake Proof of their 
Nobility. The Canons have the Prerogative of chu- 
ſing their Biſhop, who, like all the Prelates of Ger- 
many, is a Sovereign Prince. He dwells at Aug d o,] 
tho! he ought to reſide at Dillingen. The Epiſcopal 
Palace is old, and not very commodious: It joins 
to the e which is a Gothic, gloomy, unwieldy 
Eabric, but its Ornaments are very rich. 
The moſt confiderable Building is the Town-houſe, 
bi a very ſubſtantial Pile built all of Freeſtone except 
| the Portico; which is of Marble, The Rooms are 
| very fine, and the great Hall eſpecially is to the laſt 
! degree magnificent. The Walls are cover'd with 
Paintings, being ſuch Emblems and Devices as have 
relation to the Government. Nothing can be more 
beautiful than the Cieling, which 3 all of Com- 
partiments whoſe Frames are carved and gilt in an 
extraordinary Manner, the whole enrich'd with Pic- 
tures and other Ornaments perfectly well diſpos'd.. 
Before the Ton- houſe there's a very ſtately Foun ; 
tain, where, among other fine Figures of Braſs, the 
Statue of Auguſtus, which. is repreſented i in a moſt 
noble Attitude is highly eſteem'd. IT 
The City of Zug ſtcurg is in my Opinion ſome- 
thing like Artæuerp with regard to the Spaciouſneſs 
of the Streets and the Subſtantialneſs of its Buildings 3 
and formerly, when the Venctians were Maſters of all 
the Commerce, it reſembled it in Trade; for Aug 
bourg was then the Staple for Merchandize, which 
vas from thence traniported to a great Part of Eu- 
pu. But fince Lordew and Amsterdam are become 
the Warchouſes of the whole World, and the Com- 
merce of Fenice decays, the greateit Trade of Aug 
eur con ſiſts in Goldimiths W ares, with which this 


City furniſhes Germany, Poland, and in general on 
mol 


/ 
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moſt all the North. Theſe Wares are much cheaper 


here than elſewhere, and when the Patterns are far- 
niſn'd People are well ſerv'd. Notwithſtanding the 
2ecay of its Commerce there are ſeveral very rich 
Families; but whether any can do what Fugger did 
to the Emperor Charles V. is a Queſtion. That 
Monarch pailng thro“ fg four lodg'd at Fugger's 
Houſe, Who entertain'd him like an Emperor. Ihe 
Fewel he burnt in every Chimney was Cedar, and 
after the Repaſt, which was extraordinary ſumptuous, 
user took a Bond for a very conſiderable Sum 
which the Emperor ow'd him, and threw: it into 
the Fire. 
The Nobility aſſemble commonly every Rreving, 
at the Three Kings Inn where I quarter. There's a 
very fine Hall well lighted, where they game, clubs 
for a Supper, and after Supper dance. Be not ſcan- 
daliz d that the Nobility have their Aſſembly at an 
Inn, it being one of the beſt Houſes in Germany, and. 
the moſt ſuperb Inn in Europe. There's very good 
Attendance. I have ſupp'd at it twice, and one can- 
not be better accommodated in any Houſe vhatſo-. 
ever. | 
From Aug en I came to Us u, wn Impe- 
rial City. Though all the Country is even, yet 'tis. 
very tireſome to Travellers becauſe of the Pavement: 
of the Cauſeys ; but Thanks to the Snow- which has 
leveil'd the Ways, I have no: been much incommod- 
ed; tho' on the other Hand I had like to have been 
lo in the Snow, ſuch a Dau of it having fallen 
for two Days, that one couldnot dif tnguifh the Roads. 
found my ſelf at a Pot-Stage where m y Guide, 
tho' he was a Man that had grown grey in che Bu- 
ſineſs of Poſtilion upon the faine Road, did not know 
the Way, Twas in Danger every Moment of tum.

tain Valley, my Poſtilion founded a Horn to give No-

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meet us to make way, when a Voice from the Hol- 
low called out to the Poſtilion, I hob that? Ste- 
2 O! ery'd the Poſtilion, I it yon Chriftopher ? 
God be thank'd that I met with you! Then turning 
towards me, he faid with an Air of Satisfaction, 
Now yeu are out of all Danger, for here is a blind 
Man that will conduct us to the Place aue ore going to. 
J thought the Droll joked with me, but we had not 
gone many Yards farther before I really ſaw a poor 
Wretch who could not ſee, yet offered to be my 
Guide, and promiſed he would conduct me very 
well. I abandoned myſelf to kim, and he walk'd 
ſo faſt before my Chaiſe that the Horſes followed him 
In. a gentle Trot till we came fafe to the Stage. 
There he told me that *twas fifteen Years ago that 


he Toft his Sight by the ing of an Impoſthume 
in his Eyes, after having ſaffer'd ſuch horrible Pains 


for two Months that he bleſs'd himſelf for the Loſs 
of his Sight; ſo that when I aſk d him if he was not 
very much concern'd at it, he ſaid that at firſt it made 
him melancholy for ſome time, but that he always 
comforted himſelf by the Remembrance of the Tor- 
ture he had undergone in the Loſs of his Sight, and 
that he thought it were much better to be blind and 
to have his Health, than to ſee and ſuffer the Pains 
that he had endur'd ; but that now he was ſo uſed to 
his Condition, it gave him no concern. Indeed when 
J aſſ d him, if he ſhould not be very glad to recover 
his Sight; he faid, Yes, if it were poſſible; but 
that if he muſt undergo the ſame Pains to recover it 
as he had felt in the Loſs of it, he had rather 
by a thouſand times continue blind. When 1 
told him of my Surprize that he ſhould find 
out the Way better than thoſe who ſee, he told me 
that fince he had been blind he came regularly on 
1 Sundays and Saints Days to the Place where we 
| were to hear Maſs, and that therefore the Road was 
become very familiar to him, He added, that he 


ſome 


ſometimes went alone to beg three or four Leagues 
from his Village, which was a quarter of a League 
from the hollow Way where I met with him. I ſent 
the Man away, after giving him ſome Relief; and 
could not but admire the divine Providence, which 
tho” it had afflicted the poor Wretch with what to 
me ſeems more terrible than Death, gave him 
Strength to bear his Misfortune with Patience. 

The City of Ulz is not above half as big as Jug /- 
beurg, but is much better fortify'd. The Danube 
which waſhes its Walls, becomes navigable at this 
Place, and a Boat goes from hence every Week for 
Vienna, which is a great Eaſe to People who are not 
in a Condition to lay out much Money,; for it coſts 
but a Creutzer, which is one Penny a German Mile. 
Tho' the City of Ulm maintains a very numerous 
Gariſon, and is very well fortify'd, and. furniſh'd - 
with a good Arſenal, the Elector Maximilian of Ba- 
Varia took it by Surprize in 7702 ; it being a Place 
neceflary for him to ſecure his Dominions on that 
Side, and to facilitate the Paſſage of the French 
Troops that were to join his Army. General Thun- 
gen robb'd him of this Conqueſt the 1oth of Sept. 
1704, after about a Week's Siege. Then it was that 
Ulm became again ſubject to its Magiſtrates who are 
all Lutherans. The Catholics cannot enjoy Offices, 
but have ſeveral Churches, This City drives a great 
Trade in Linnen, but few of the Gentry live here 
except the Patricians,who are not more ſociable than 
thoſe of Nuremberg and Jug fhourgh. The Burghers 
and the Women in particular go dreſs d like thoſe at 
Augſtourg. To ſee them go to and come from 
Church is next kin to ſeeing a Maſquerade, and tis 
certainly one of the moſt diverting Sights in this Ci- 
ty, where really I did not give myſelf time to be 
tir'd, for I ſet out again the very next Day after I 
came, and arrived in this Town, where I have now 


reſted myſelf a couple of Days. Sq. 
| STUT- 
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' "STUTGCARD lies in the middle of a Valley ſur- 
rounded with Vineyards. Tis pretty large, has 
Streets broad and ſtrait, but the Houſes are of Tim- 
ber. "Tis the Capital of the Duchy of H#irtemberg, 
and was formerly the Reſidence of the Sovereigns of 
the Country; but Eberhard Lewis the preſent Duke 
of Wirtembers eſtabliſhed his Seat ſome Years ago at 
Ludvig. ſboirg® a new City, and a new Palace of his 
own building. 

The Duke's Caſtle is an old Structure of Free- 
ſtone, compos'd of four Piles of Building, flank'd at 
each Angle by a Tower. The Walls of it are waſh'd 
by Ditches which give it the diſagreeable Air of a 
Priſon. The Ducheſs who is the Duke's Wife, and 
Sifter to the Margrave of Baden Dourlach has an A- 
partment in this Palace. Vou know that this Prin- 
ceſs and her Huſt and don't live well together. The 
PrinceÞ about twenty Years ago preferr dia Miſtreſs 
to herd, Who certainly has neither the Leauty, nor 
the Merit of the Ducheſs. The Princeſs is remark- 
ably. patient under the Indifference of a Huſhand. 
and the Contempt of the moſt haughty Rival that 
eyer was. The frequent Viſits paid her by her only 
Son are all the Comfort ſne has. The Court ne- 
glecls her, nobody dares to go near her, and ho- 
ever pays the Ducheſs the Reſpects that are natural- 
ly due to her, is ſure to incur the mercileſs, Hatred

| HE Duke of Virtemberg is a Prince of a 
l miaddling Size, and before hie grew fo fat was 
very well ſhap'd. He is genteel, affable, and well- 
belov'd, and few Princes treat their Courtiers with 
more Familiarity. He has been one of the bet Dan- 
cers of his Time. He alſo ſits perfectly well on 


Horſeback, and performs all bodily Exercites with 


infinite Gracefulnefs, and incomparable Dexterity. 
He takes pleaſure ſometimes in driving his own 
Coaches, and I have ſeen him drive eight Horſes 
without a Poſtillion, and manage them with as much 
Eaſe, as if there was but one Horſe in the Harneſs. 
He is a Prince that loves Magnificence, is generous, 
gallant and amorous. Though tis above twenty 
Years that he has kept one and the ſame Miſtreſs, 


he is as paſſionately fond of her, and gives as ſhining 
Proofs of it as ever. During the lait War his moſt 


Serene Highneſs commanded the Army of theEmpire 
on the Upper Rhine. He has an only Son marry d 


to Henrietta of Pruſſis, Daughter of the Margrave 


Philip, Brother to Frederic I. King of Pruffie. This 
young Prince is called the hereditary Prince. He is 
ſhort of Stature but handſome. He has one of the 
beſt Tempers that can be deſired in a Sovereign, be- 
ing humane, good natur'd, affable, and civil. It 
may be ſaid that the Father and the Son, are the two 


politeſt Men at the Court of VMirtemberg. The Fa- 
ther 
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ther has ſpent ſeveral Years in Holland, Lorrain, 
Geneva, Turin, Italy and France. When he return'd 
from his Travels he went and marry'd at Berlin. 
He has an only Daughter who is very amiable, The 
hereditary Prince is vaſtly fond of Grandeur, Dan- 
cing, Plays and Muſic : He fatigues himſclf very 
much, and commonly rides ſeven or eight Horſes in 
a Morning. His tender Conftitution, and the little 
Care he takes of it make me apprehenſive he will 
not live to be an old Man“. | 
The hereditary Princeſs has an Air of Grandeur 
and Majefty ſuitable to her Rank. She is tall and 
handſome, has a noble Mien, and, tho? ſhe is not a 
regular Beauty, *tis certain that ſhe has a yery good 
Look. She is extremly grave, and does not ſeem 
to take a great ſhare in the Pleaſures of the Court. 
She ſeems to be moſt of all taken with Dreſs, and her 
Apparel is not only ſplendid but well-fancy'd. Her 
Royal Highneſs, which is a Title given her becauſe 
ſhe is the Daughter of a King's Brother, is extremely 
gracious and civil to all Mankind, but particularly 
to thoſe whom ſhe knew at the Court of Pru/ja. 
She does me the Honour to diſcourſe with me ſome- 
times. I find ſhe thinks very juſtly, and that her 
Sentiments are very agreeable to her Birth, This 
Princeſs is of the Calæiniſt Religion, and ſhe keeps 
a Chaplain who preaches to her in her own Apart- 
ment; ſo that now while the Prince 4/-xanaer de 
Wirtemberg is here, there are three Chapels in the 
Caitle of as many different Religions, EY 
The Counteſs d M urben is the firſt Lady at Court 
next to her Royal Highneſs. She has been the 
Duke's ſole Favourite for a long Time. She is Gra- 
denitæ by Name, and is deſcended of a noble Fami- 
ly in Mecklembourgh. The Duke firſt fell in Love 
with her when ſhe was but a Girl. She had the Aſ- 
ſurance after ſhe had been ſome Years in Favour to 


He dy d at Ludzvig ſbourg the 23d of Nov, 1731, 
inſiſt 
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inſiſt that the Duke ſhould get a Divorce from the 
Ducheſs his Wife, by whom he had a Son, and 
marry her. Whenthe Ducheſs was informed of her 
Rival's Demand ſhe ſued for- the Emperor's Pro- 
tection, and obtained it. That Monarch ſignified to 
the Duke that he would do well to remove his Fa- 
vourite, who was therefore oblig'd to retire to S.. 
ſerland. The Duke, who could not bear her out of 
his Sight, followed her thither and ſtay'd there with 
her for ſome time, but at laſt being obliged to re- 
turn to his Dominions, and not being able to take 
Mademoiſelle de Graweritz to him, without reviv- 
ing the juſt Suſpicions of the Ducheſs, he look d out 
for a Huſband for his Miſtreſs. The Count 4e Wur= 
ben a Gentleman of a good Family, and in mean Cir- 
cumſtances, but a very eager Stickler for the Favours 
of Fortune at any rate whatſoever, made an Offer 
to marry Mademoiſelle d Grawenitz. She was be- 
ſtowed upon him with a Penſion of 24000 Florins, 
and the Character of the Duke's Envoy Extraordi- 
nary to the Imperial Court. He engaged never to 
make uſe of the Huſband's Prerogative, and never 
to require of his Wife to leave the Court. Upon 
this Condition he obtained, even before he ſet out for 
Vienna, the Office of Landthoffmeifter, or Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Virtemberg, which is the higheſt Dignity 
in the Country. When the Marriage was concluded, 
Madame de N urben returned to Sturgard, where ſhe 
had Lodgings in the Palace. All her Aim was to 

inſult the Ducheſs, in hopes of provoking her to 
commit ſomething ſo 338 as might embroil 
her with the Duke, and make him reſolve never to 
forgive her; but this Princeſs, equally virtuous and 
prudent, and always patient, bore all this Mortifi- 
cation without murmuring. The Miſtreſs, Who 
could not endure to fee her in the Palace, obtain d 
an Order from the Duke for her Retirement to the 
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Eſtate which was ſettled on her for her Jointure ; 
but the Ducheſs would never comply with it, ſaying 
that if ſhe had not been unfortunate enough in the 
Loſs. of her Huſt.and, ſhe would not retire to her 
Jointure. This Refuſal, how reaſonable ſoever it 
was, affronted the Duke, who acquainted the Ducheſs 
that he did not look upon her any longer as his Wife. 
and gave orders that ſhe ſhould be treated no longer 
as a Sovereign. During this, Madame de Wurben 
became a Widow, whereupon all the Hopes reviv'd 
that ſhe had pgeſumed to entertain when a Maid. 
She perſuade@ the Duke to leave Sturgard, and te 
found Ludwig ſlourg. As ſoon as this Houſe was in 
a. Condition to be occupy'd the Duke and his Miſ- 
treſs came and liv'd in it. There's no Sort of In- 
trigue which this Favourite has not try'd to put her- 
ſelf in the Ducheſs's Rank, but hitherto ſhe has not 
been able to ſucceed. Mean whilethe enjoys all the 
Honours. of a Sovereign. Tis at her Apartments 
that the Court is kept, Whenever the Duke plays 
tis there, and there it is he diets, In ſhort ſhe is 
treated in every thing upon a par with her Royal- 
Highneſs. Her Excellency (which is the only Title 
given to this unperious Fayourite fince the Death of 
her Huſband) 1s drawing on to fifty Years of Age, 
and yet carries a mighty Sway. She employs all the 
Remedies. imaginable to cancel the Injuries which 
Time has done to her Complexion, and alſo to con- 
ceal her natural Temper ; for Artifice and Diſſimu- 
lation are the Compounds of her Character. She is 
ſo eager in amaſſing of Riches that ſhe makes it her 
chief Buſineſs. While ſhe pretends a mighty Re- 
ſpect for the Duke, ſhe expects, like another 4fare, 
that every Knee ſhould bend and tremble before her. 
As ſhe is the Reſervoir of Favour, greater Court is 
made to her than to the Duke himſelf, and Woe be 
to thoſe that dare to diſoblige her! I muſt own, how- 
8 Fo el Sg rms gp” rn 
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ever that ſhe knows how to behave as well as any 
Woman in Germany, when ſhe has a Mind to ſhew 
her Politeneſs. The worſt on't is, that ſhe is not al- 
ways ſo inclin'd; for ſhe has been ſo long uſed to give 
herſelf great Airs, that they are become habitual to 
her. The principal Offices of the Court are diſtri- 
buted among her Kindred or Creatures. Her Bro- 
ther the Count de Grawenitz is Grand Marſhal and 
Prime Miniſter. I hardly ever ſaw a handſomer 
Man: I muſt alſo do him the juſtice to declare, that 
he is as civil as his Siſter is haughty. Some Years 
ago the Duke obtain'd for him the Dignity of a 
Count of the Empire, in which Quality he was ad- 
mitted alſo at the Dyet, and he has a Seat there on 
the Bench of the Counts of Sævabia. His Authority 
is never oppos'd but by his Siſter, to whom he will 
not always be obedient. Tis faid their Diviſions 
have ſometimes gone fo far, that the Favourite has 
done all in her Power to turn out her Brother, 
and he has try'd all Ways in his turn to remove his 


Siſter, but the Duke has always been ſo good as to 


reconcile them. The Prime Minifter and his eldeft 
Son are honour'd with the Order of Praia. There 
is no Court in Europe where there's ſuch a Variety of 
Orders and Ribbons. The Duke bears alternative 


ly the Dariſb Order of the Elephant, the Pruffien _. 


Order of the B/ack-Engle, and his own Ordey; 
is that of St. Hubert. 

The Hereditary Prince has the Order of Pale. 
and that of the Duke his Father. 

The Prince Carles Alexander wears the Flee, 
and the Order of Mirtemberg*. Prince Leawis his 
Brother wears the Poliſh Order of the White- Eagle.

He was Veldr-Marſhal of the Emperor s Forces, and Go- 


vernor of Servia and Belgrade. He is one of the famous Gene- 


rals of our Age, on whom Prince Eugene ſet a great Value. 
When he came to the Succeſſion he obtain'd of the Diet of the 
O 2 Empire 
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The Baron de Schunch, heretofore the Duke's Mi- 
niſter of State, and at preſent Great Bailiff of a Baily- 
Wie, is Knight of the Order of Dannebrog. _ 

I ſhould never have done were I to give you the 
Names of all the Knights of the Order of St. Hubert, 
and the many petty Sovereigns that have n the 
Grand Maſters. 

The Duke's particular or Cabinet- Council is com- 
poſed of the Hereditary Prince and the Counts 4 
Grawenitz, Father and Son, the Baron 4e Schutz, 
and M. e Pollnitæ ty. There are many other Coun- 
ſellors of State, but not being admitted to the Ca- 
binet Council they are not in ſo much Eſteem as the 
others. 

His moſt Serene Highneſs keeps the Eſtimate of 
his Forces to himſelf. I think that he has now 
4000 Men without reckoning his Life- Guards, which 
are two Companies, the fineſt of all the Guards in 
Germany. One of theſe Companies is commanded 
by the Lieutenant General Baron de Phul, and the 
other by a Count of Witgen/tein, They are dreſs'd 
in Yellow, and are only diſtinguiſh'd by the Facing 
of their Clothes and their Bandeliers, one of which 
is Black and the other Red. Their Regimental 
Clothes are Yellow with Silver Lace. 'The Duke 
has alſo a Company of Cadets on Horſe-back, all 
Gentlemen. They are dreſs'd in Red, with black 
Velvet Facings and Silver Lace. They mount 
Guard at the Duke's Apartment only. Two of them 
Empire the Poſt of Veldt-Marſhal General jointly with the 
Duke of Brunſwic-Bevern and the Prince of Anbalt. He mar- 
ry'd Mary- Auguſta of Tour Taxis, by whom he has Children, 
He has two Brothers in the Emperor'sService, viz, Prince 
Frederic; and Prince Lewis, who diſtinguiſhed themſelves in

in Europe. One ſhall not ſee finer Horſes, or any 
that are better manag'd. The Hunting Equipage 
is alſo very magnificent; and I don't know one thing 
that is wanting. His Highneſs keeps a Company 
of French Comedians, to whoſe Performance every 
Body 1s admitted gratis, We have often Balls, 
Maſquerades, and Concerts of Muſic. There is an 
Aſſembly at the Favourite's Houle every day, where 
the Company plays at Piquet, Quadrille, and Pharo; 
ſo that here are all the Pleaſures of a great Court. 
The Duke's Table is ſerv'd with very great Coſt and 
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The Duke ſits at the upper end, between her Royal 
_ Highneſs and her Excellency. The Gentlemen are 
placed according to the Rank which they derive 
from their Employments, and the Ladies according 
to the Offices which are borne by the Huſbands. 
There's a Ceremonial obſerv'd here which is not 
known in any other Court, viz. the Duke's Mini- 
ſters give place to no Foreigner, unleſs he be a 
Miniſter like themſelves to ſome Prince, or un- 
leſs he be a Count of the Empire. Theſe have 
ſo diſtinguiſh'd a Rank at this Court that all who 
are not Counts muſt give place to them. A Count 
of te Empire, tho he be a Cadet in the hundredth 
Generation, a Lieutenant or an Enſign, as it ſome- 
times happens, in the Duke's Service, takes place 
of all Miniſters and great Officers who are not 
Counts. 'Fhis is a Regulation which her Excellen- 
cy made after her Brother was created a Count, to 
the end that her Family might have the more Ho- 
nour; and that the greater Reſpect might be paid 
10 her own Dignity of Counteſs without a County. 
1 I have told you that the Duke had transferr'd his 
Refidence from Sturgard to Ludwig fbourg, and the 
Reaſon which made him abandon the Capital of his 
Dominions; but why he preferr'd the Situation of 
* his new Town to a hundred others that he might 
have choſe. more t is what J cannot ac- 
- count for. 
EE eee is remote. from any Rives, 
8 and Foreſts. The Duke at firſt only 
7 a fmall Manſion-Houſe with two advanced 
Wines ſo diſpoſed that the Cpurt lay between the 
| _ Houſe and the Garden; but he has fince made great 
Additions to it, and is actually building a large Man- 
fon between the Court and the Garden, to which 
the Wings of the former Building are to be joined. 
One Friſeni, an {talian, has the Direction of theſe 


Works; in which it N that he is a much bet- 
| ter 
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ter Maſon than an Architect. The new Building 
runs ſo far out that it diſcovers all the Effects of it. 
The Front of the Manſion conſiſts of three Stories, 
including the Ground - Floor; but on the Garden- 
ſide there are only two of a moderate Height, ſo 
that one wou'd take this Building rather for an 
Orangerie than for the Palace of a Sovereign. The 
great Stair-caſe is dark, the Apartments want Light, 
the Chambers are long and narrow, -and have very 
few Out-lets. However this ſingle Building was 
_ undertaken by Friſani for 700,000 Florins, exclu- 
_ five of ſeveral Sorts of Materials with which ns 
was furniſhed. .. 

The old Vianfion, which Sanin the new, is Joe 
near ſo large, tho' it is three Stories high every 
Way. The Apartments are {mall and too incon- 
venient to live in, yet no Coſt has been ſpared to 
adorn them; Carving, Gilding, and Painting be- 
ing employed in them with more Profuſion than 
Judgment. The Furniture is rich, but of a very 
odd Fancy. The beſt thing in all the Palace is the 
Chapel, which would every where be reckoned a 
fine, noble Structure. But notwithſtanding all che 


| - Fauks which are obſerved in the Palace, it muſt 


be allowed that whoever lives to fee it finiſhed will 
find it a magnificent Piece of Work. In the Gar- 
dens there are ſeveral Ferraſſes, which, rifing by 
Degrees one above another, intirely bound the 
Proſpect of the Palace. Tis certain that when the 
Duke's Architects ſaw this Prince reſolutely deter- 
min'd to build at Ludwig. ſbourg, they ought" at 
leaſt to have advis'd him to place his Palace at the 
very Spot where his Gardens end: In this caſe it 
would have flood in the Middle of a Plain, 
the Apartments would not have been cramp'd by 
the Buttreſſes, with which the Palace is encompaſs d, 
and the Gardens would have had a-gentle Deſcent ; 
and oy a very little Kxpence there might have been 
5 4 
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a fine Piece of Water at one End, betwixt them and 
a Coppice, which is a Walk for Pheaſants. \ - | 
The City of Ludwig ſbourg is as irregular as the 
Palace ; and its Situation, which is very diſadvan- 
tageous, will always render it a very incommodious 
Town, becauſe of the Unevenneſs of the Ground. 
Moſt of the Houſes are of Timber, and lightly 
built; for thoſe who build them do it with an III. 
will, either out of Neceſlity, or to pleaſe the Duke, 
who ſeems to be fond of Building. This Prince 
has rum'd e and will never make a good

meaneſt Vünges in We This Town is in 
no Reſpect very agreeable. The Nobility here do 
not ſeem very fond of Strangers, and there are no 
Entertainments but what are made by the Duke. 
No body here, not even the Prime Miniſter, keeps 
a Table; and all the Expence of the Courtiers is 
in their Dreſs, and their Horſes. Vet there is not 
a Prince of the Empire who gives handſomer Salaries, 
except the Electors; ſo that the Caſe is the very 
reverſe here to what it is at almoſt all other Courts; 
for here People grow rich, whereas elſewhere they 
are beggar d. I have known Perſons that came 
to this Court in mean Circumltances, and in a few 
Years got Eſtates. The Duke is by Nature gene- 
rous and beneſicent, and would be more ſo if his 
Liberality was not curb'd. He has given ſeveral 
Gentlemen Materials for Building gratis; and the 
HFouſes were no ſooner up but he purchaſed them, 
and paid as dear for them as if he had not contri- 
buted a Shilling towards raiſing them. I have been 
aſſured that his moſt Serene Highneſs's Revenues 
amounted to four Millions of-Florins. Tis certain 
that he is Maſter of one of the fineft Countries in 
all Germany; a Country which has plenty of every 
W. but Money is ſcarce by reaſon of the ie 
tility 
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tility of the neighbouring Provinces, wiz. the Pa- 
latinate, Bavaria, Franconia, and Alſace. The 
People are deſirous of a War upon the Upper Rhine, 
in hopes of putting off their Commodities. _ 
The Lutheran is the only Religion tolerated in 
the Duchy of I irtemberg, Nh the Duke has per- 
mitted Friſoni, the Director of his Buildings, to eret 
a Chapel for the Uſe of the Catholic Workmen 
whom he has ſent for from Lab to build the Pa- 
| lace; which Chapel, however, is deſigned to be de- 
moliſh'd as ſoon as the Wor ks are finiſhed ; But I 
am rather inclined to think that the Court itſelf 
will one Day have a Catholic Chapel; for if the 
hereditary Prince ſhould happen to die without 
Male: Iſſue, Wirtemberg will fall to the Share of 
Prince Alexander, Couſin-german to the Duke, 
who has embraced our Religion; and who having 
Children by the Princeſs of Tour and Taxis whom 
he marry'd at Braſſeli, ſees n a * in

POSTSCRIPT. 


Since I wrote the above, the Counteſs 4 Waurbes 
is fallen under Diſgrace, which I have been told 
happened by this means. 

The Duke's Carriage to his Miſtreſs had bees | 
cold for ſome time, when the King of Prufia came 
to Ludwig ſbourg and exhorted him to be reconcil d 
to his Wife, in order to get Heirs, 'The Duke 
cou'd not perſwade himſelf to take the Ducheſs 
again; but however the King's Repreſentations 
prevailed ſo far as to put him quite out of Conceit 
with his Miſtreſs. He juſt kept up a bare Ac- 
quaintance with her, and that was all ; which ſhe 


perceiv'd, and made no 3 to try the moſt 
ex- 


* 
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extraordinary Methods to maintain herſelf in Fa. 
vour. The Duke having been blooded in her Pre- 
fence, ſhe ſecreted a Napkin ftain'd with his Blood. 
What Uſe the propos d to make of it I know not, 
but ſhe carry'd it to her Apartment. The Duke's 
Valets de Chambre miſſing the Napkin acquainted 
their Maſter of it. M. ae Roder a Gentleman of 
the Bed- Chamber, and a Favourite of his Highneſs, 
ſaid that no body cou'd poſſibly take it but the 
Counteſs, and that to be ſure ſhe did it for no good. 
The Duke ordered M. % Roder to go to the 
Counteſs's Apartment and enquire into the Fact. 
Roder aſk'd for the Napkin. The Counteſs deny'd 
her having it; but Roger affirmed he ſaw her take 
it, upon which ſhe was in a Paſſion with him, and 
told him ſhe would make him repent of his Ill- 
manners to her. Reader made anſwer, that all the 
Airs ſhe gave herſelf were out of Seaſon, that her 
Reign was over, and that he wou'd oblige her to 
return the Napkin. The Counteſs not us'd to be 
talk'd to at ſuch a rate, was frighten d, and reſtor d 
the fatal Napkin, which compleated her Ruin. 
The Duke, when inform'd by his Favourite of what 
had paſs d, ſent an Order to the Counteſs not to ftir 
from her Apartment : And this Prince ſetting out 
ſoon after for Berlin, charg'd the hereditary Prince 
his Son to command Mademoiſelle 4 Vurben to re- 
tire to her Eftate. The Counteſs obey' d, and be- 
ing indulged to carry what ſhe had a mind to with 
her, retired to a Territory of hers depending im- 
mediately on the Empire, not many Leagues from 
Ludeigfbourg, There it was that The heard of the 
Duke's Reconeiliation with the Ducheſs, upon the 
Duke's Return from Berlin. This News extremely 
ſhock'd her, becauſe ſhe always flattered herſelf 
that the Prince would return to her: And perceiv- 
ing. now that ſhe had no Hopes of being reſtored to 
Favour by the Power of her own Charms, ** * 
* a a im 
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a Mind to try what. ſhe could do by I know not 
what Charm in the Magic Art. To carry her Point 
ſhe was under a Neceſſity of having a little of the 
Duke's Blood; and ſhe wrote to his Valet de Cham- 
bre, promiſing him great Rewards if he could pro- 
cure her ſome, What does the Domeſtic but carry 
the Letter to the Duke; who immediately gave Or- 
ders to Colonel Streithorſi to arreſt the Counteſs, 
and carry her to ſome Place of Security, The Co- 
lonel taking a Detachment of Soldiers along with 
him, contrived at ſo that he came to the Counteſs's 
Seat at Night, and immediately ſurrounding the 
Houſe, knock'd at the Gate, but no body making 
anſwer, he thundered ſo hard at the Gate, that at 
length Madame de Sultman the Counteſs's Siſter put 
her Head out at the Window, and aſked who it 
was that dared to make ſuch a Noiſe. Streithorſt 
told her his Name, and ſaid he came thither by 
Order of the Duke. Madame de Su/tman made an- 
{wer that the Counteſs was not well, and could not 
be ſpoke with. The Colonel, who knew the con- 
trary, ſaid, that if they did not let him in he would 
break open the Doors; upon which they thought 
fit to open them. During this the Counteſs was got 
to Bed; and Srreithorft entering her Chamber 
found her there with her Siſter and her two Brothers- 
in-law, the General N. and Su/tman, who. was 
formerly at Berlin Equerry to the Counteſs of War- 
zenberg, and afterwards Privy-Counſellor to the 

Duke of Wirtemberg. The Colonel having ſigni- 
fied his Order to the Counteſs, ſhe affected to be in 
a dying Condition; but ſaid that if ſhe was able 
enough to get up ſhe did not intend it, ſhe being at 
home, and in a free Houle of the Circle of Swabie, 
from whence ſhe did nat think the Duke had Au- 
thority to remove her. The Colonel threaten'd 

that his Grenadiers ſhould. pull her out of Bed; and 
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the Lady ſeeing that ſhe muſt obey, thought ft to 


riſe. © She fell on her Knees to Streitborſt; but the 
hard- hearted Officer was deaf to her Cries, and 
conducted her to a Place of Security, where ſhe is 
cloſely confined, and like to be a Priſoner as long 
as the + gm lives.
